Women today face many 
concerns. Unfortunately, sexual 
assault, date or associate rape 
and domestic violence are 
among these. It is difficult to get 
accurate statistics about these 
because many women do not 
consider date rape a form of 


rape, because they fear threats 
or harm from the man (men) 
involved or because they are 
embarrassed to say, or fear the 
shame of saying, they were 
raped. 

According to an article printed 
earlier this year in In View 
magazine, 80 percent of the 
women who had been sexually

WV charges 17 students from four 
states with financial aid fraud 

Seventeen people from four surrounding states falsely claimed 
to be enrolled at West Virginia Northern Community College, 
Fairmont State College and a beauty school in order to obtain 
almost $30,000 in student loans, a grand jury charged earlier this 
year. 

The charges could bring each of the students, who apparently 
worked independently of each other, five-year prison terms and 
fines of $10,000. — College Press Service 

More student papers fighting to get on- 
campus crime reports " 

Two more student newspapers have opened battles tQ get their 
schools to let them report crimes on their campuses. 

In Michigan, Oakland University's student paper, the Oakland 
Post sued the university in June, demanding the release of a 
campus police report about the May kidnapping and rape of a 
student in a campus parking lot. 

On the day the matter was to go to court, the school agreed to 
open the information to the journalists. 

Similarly, student reporters at West Virginia University in 
Morgantown are trying to pry complete crime reports from the 
campus police department. 

Many colleges argue that releasing information about crimes 
violates the 1974 Buckley Privacy Amendment. 

Congress is close to passing legislation that would require 
college administrators to tell the public when crimes occur on their 
campuses. 

"I just want to know what the police are doing all day, and I want to 
see their records," said Dawn Miller, managing editor of the Daily 
Athenaeum at West Virginia. 

A weekly summary she receives from the campus police chief has 
watered down versions of crimes, and some crimes never make the 
report at all, Miller explained. "Whenever there's something 
serious, we just hear about it." 

The paper is trying to work out a solution with the university 
without taking the matter to court, Miller said. 

In February, The Statesman, the student paper at Southwest 
Missouri State University, sued the school to try to pry crime stats 
from unwilling administrators. — College Press Service

assaulted did not report it to the 
proper authorities. Nearly 100 
percent of the women in this 
survey had either been 
assaulted or knew someone 
who had. 

Becasue of such frightening 
statistics, a women's crisis 
center has been opened here in 
Shepherdstown. According to 
Mrs. Enid Corem, treasurer of 
the Shenandoah Women's 
Center, the need for its services 
in this area has increased 66 
percent in the last year and thus 
warranted the opening of the 


Shepherdstown branch. 

Confidentiality is a big part of 
the new center. “To help with 
confidentiality, we ask that the 
location not be disclosed in 
publication. The women who call 
the hot line will be given this 
information," Corem said. 

The office is open Monday, 
Wednesday and Thursday for 
individual counseling. It also 
offers group counseling and 
child care. The Shenandoah 
Women's Center is funded in 
the most part by the Berkeley 
and Jefferson County United 


Way Organizations. The 
women's center has provided 
services in this area for 1 2 years. 
Currently it has six trained 
professional volunteer assault 
advocates. “Without volunteers, 
we could not run the hot line 
and services or provide child 
care for the women who are in 
counseling,” added Corem. 
“Mary Ellen Lloyd is our 
volunteers coordinator. If 
anyone wishes to volunteer, 
they only need to call the hotline 
numbers. Our staff works 24 
hours a day." 

No one is denied counseling 
or help because the rates are on 
a sliding scale or free.

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Campuses escalate the ‘war on the Greeks'

All Ann Dean knew was that 
she was supposed to deliver a 
pizza to the Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon house the the 
University of Kansas. But once 
at the door, she was greeted by 
an irate, intoxicated student who 
knocked the two pizzas out of 
her hand, threw one at her and 
began screaming racial insults at 
her. 

The frightened woman ran to 
get help. 

The unnamed student's 
fraternity brothers were mortified 
and embarrassed. They 
suspended the student for 
"conduct unbecoming a 
gentleman.” 

But now, the whole SAE 
house is in trouble, threatened 
with suspension and the object 
of a picketing campaign by KU 
minority groups, because one of 
its members went off the deep 
end. 

"Fraternities," observed David 
Skena, student government 
president and a member of the 
SAE chapter at Bucknell 
University in Pennsylvania, "are 
held much more accountable 
than either the university or the 
individual.” 

Indeed, as the nationwide 
crackdown on fraternity 
misbehaviors enters its fourth 
year, some schools are

with Congress or anything else." 

In midst of debates on military 
power, annexation, and oil, a 
crucial issue seems to have 
drowned — the issue of how to 
get Americans in Kuwait home, 
alive. Corddry believes that the 
American and foreign hostages 
are in danger. Like many of his 
"peers," Corddry sees Saddam 
Hussein as a brutal, driven man. 

"I read," says Corddry, "that 
Hussein executes people and 
then sends the bill for bullets to 
their relatives." 

The crisis will not become a 
war, Corddry believes, because 
both countries are all too 
powerful in the weapons 
department. Hussein will try to 
“wait us out," suggests Corddry. 
Years from now, the Mid-East 
crisis will still be an issue. The 
changes and consequences 
that occur as a result of the crisis 
will become an important part of 
history. And that is the "big 
picture," according to Charles 
Corddry. 


punishing frats not only for 
dangerous fraternity practices 
and policies, but also for the 
unrelated actions of individual 
students who may belong to a 
fraternity. 

In March, for instance, officials 
at Santa Clara University in 
California suspended the entire 
Sigma Phi Epsilon chapter 
because a member wrote an 
article in the house's internal 
newsletter that included racist 
and sexist comments. 

KU, in turn, has sentenced 
SAE Presidents Bryce Petty 
and other student leaders to 
undergo cultural diversity 
training. A panel of made up of 
students, staff and faculty will 
decide if the SAE house as a 
whole should be punished. 

Some fear the KU and Santa 
Clara incidents signal a growing 
willingness among campus 
officials to escalate their war on 
Greeks by holding the whole 
fraternity system responsible for 
the actions of individual 
members. 

‘‘I have a real problem with the 
notion of collective 
responsibility,” said Alan Kors, a 
history professor at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

“I couldn't imagine applying it 
elsewhere. If someone from the 
women's center threw an egg at 
an anti-abortion speaker, the 
university is not going to hold 
the whole center responsible.” 

At Santa Clara, the newsletter 
"was written by an individual 
member of the fraternity and got 
circulated. Certainly, it wasn't the 
chapter's effort," said Ken 
Maddox, executive director of 
Sig Ep, headquartered in 
Richmond, VA. The national 
office has suspended the Santa 
Clara chapter because of the 
incident. 

Nevertheless, the whole 
house is to blame because the 
offending item "was in a 


fraternity newsletter, on 
fraternity letterhead," said 
Barbara Brodsky, assistant 
director of student activities 
there. 

Kors suspects it's all part of 
the nationwide crackdown on 
Greeks. “The notion of 
collective responsibility is often 
used as an agency of opposition 
to fraternities.” 

Unless evidence exists that 
shows everybody had a part in 
the action, holding a group 
responsible is “demonstrably 
false, unfair and, I suspect, 
illegal," Kors maintains. 

The notion of guilt by 
association is patently unfair, 
says Johnathan Brant, head of 
the National Interfraternity 
Conference, which is based in 
Indiana. Fraternity members 
“have diverse behaviors and 
attitudes just like the rest of the 
university.” 

Maddox figures being blamed 
for the actions of one person 
comes with the territory. 

“We tout our individual 
successes, and we must live 
with our individual failures,” said 
Maddox, noting that Tau Kappa 
Epsilon, for one, regularly uses 
the face of its most famous alum, 
Ronald Reagan, in promotional 
material. 

Also, many people simply love 
to hate Greeks. "Fraternities are 
one of the most discernible 
groups,” Maddox said. “They're 
high profile, and they're 
perceived to be privileged.” 

Whether it's right or not, its 
fairly normal to hold an entire 
group responsible for a sole 
member's aberrance, says 
University of Oregon 
psychology professor Myron 
Rothbart, who specializes in 
stereotyping and group 
behavior. 

"Oftentimes the most extreme 
activity of any group will be taken 
as the norm. That activity can be 


extremely good or extremely 
bad.” 

Those outside the group, 
Rothbart explained, Tend to 
see the group in a very 
homogeneous manner. We 
don't differentiate.” 

Fraternity members say 
they're tired of being singled 
out. 

"Greeks are an easy target to 


blame societal problems on,” 
said Bucknell's Skena. “More 
Greek organizations are 
addressing them more 
thoughtfully than other groups.” 
He added, “I don't see any 
town meetings about racism and 
changing gender relations.” 
Bucknell's Board of Trustees 
is currently deciding whether to

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Editorial

1989 issue, which some say contained over 400 spelling mistakes, 
not including other journalistic errors.

What we've found, though, to be the major problem we're facing is 
a lack of student dedication. That's a massive problem over our entire 
campus. For us, however, it has also created other difficulties. 

Without a dedicated staff, the quality of our newspaper slips. When 
we lose staff members, we lose issues. As much as we'd like to, it's 
just not possible for Windy and Steve to do everything. When we let 
quality and/or issues slip, our administration and advertisers lose 
confidence in our ability to perform. If we lose either of those, we're 
dead in the water. Simply, we must have money to run our 
newspaper, and the administration and our advertisers provide that 
vital lifeline. 

Not only have we had to deal with lacking student participation, but 
the bureaucracy of the college. There's a certain way to do things 
around here. Being new to this, we've often transgressed those 
unsaid rules, and stomped on many a toe. But in the process, we 
have also gained some respect; people know we will do what we set 
out to accomplish. If there isn't a way, we'll make one. Our most 
important objective last semester was to fulfill our end of the deal and 
to produce a newspaper no matter what garbage we encountered 
along the way. 

And since January, we've certainly dealt with a load of it. 

Everything has been a struggle. We've had to fight for everything 
and start from the bottom up. When we began in January, we didn't 
even have a pair of scissors to our name. Since then, every, single 
piece of office equipment has been worth 10 gallons of blood, sweat 
and tears. Our computer and our air conditioner both are worth their 
weight in gold. Just getting keys to our office was an enormous 
hassle. Despite all the arguments, run-arounds and steamed collars, 
now and then we win one or two without an all-out war. 

Not only have we had to struggle to make our group operational, 
but everyone thinks they know how we should operate. We 
shouldn't do this, and we should do that. We've even been accused 
of trying to be God. Now that's a compliment! 

Our motives are hardly to act as a deity on high, but we feel we are 
here to act as a catalyst. We feel our role is to help move our campus 
beyond the stagnant conservatism which has held it back for so long. 
We want to be on the cutting edge; and if we make someone mad 
along the way, so be it. Yes, we are here to serve the students. But 
we'd rather have people a bit angry and vocalizing their feelings than 
sitting mute along the sidelines.

As with the rest of the world, it's high time Shepherd College adapt 
socially and academically to change. If we don't, we're going to be left 
behind.

But are they soon 
enough? 

This summer, the school was restructured so it can eventually 
move to a university system. But can this help keep Shepherd atop 
West Virginia academically? 

President Michael Riccards has declared this year to be ‘The Year 
of The Student,” emphasizing the importance of students to college 
life. Is that enough to keep students from leaving for greener 
pastures at other schools? 

All of the campus organizations are pleading for students to get 
involved and have a voice in what is going on. “Get involved!” has 
been screamed from the top of every literal mountain here. Do we 
need “Batman from Boteler" to scream it from the tops of the 
buildings? 

No one knows the answers. Only time will tell.

Campuses escalate 


abolish the school's fraternities 
and sororities. Its faculty voted 
last fall to dismantle the Greek 
system, calling it “racist, elitist, 
sexist and anti-intellectual.” 

In January, Middlebury 
College trustees ordered 
fraternities to go coed or be 
eliminated. Bowdoin College 
and Wesleyan University also 
are pressuring their fraternities 
to go coed. 

Critics of Greek organizations 
who say they should be banned 
cite the hundreds of hazing 
deaths, instances of group sex 
and individual rape, heavy 
drinking, unneighborly 
rowdiness and intolerant 
behavior that have stemmed 
from houses' policies and lack of 
supervision with distressing 
frequency. 

This past spring, West Virginia 
Wesleyan College President 
Thomas Courtice ordered 
Kappa Alpha fraternity to stop 
recruiting pledges for six 
months, and forbade the 
house's current pledges from 
becoming active members. 
Courtice, trying to rid the school 
of symbols of oppression, was 
angered when KA members 


wore Confederate garb and two- 
inch rebel flags on their hats as 
part of “Old South” weekend. 
The costumes violated a 
campus moratorium on the use 
of such symbols. (Editor's note: 
Later, Courtice ordered the flags 
removed or the fraternity 
disbanded. The fraternity 
eventually complied with the 
order.) 

At Florida Memorial College in 
Miami, 18 members of Kappa 
Alpha Psi were expelled amid a 
police investigation into 
allegations they committed 
sexual battery at a “little sister 1 ’ 
initiation party. At the party, 
women were asked to wear T- 
shirts without bras so the 
fraternity men could douse them 
with water in the shower for 
"purification.” 

And in April, University of 
Texas President William 
Cunningham suspended the 
Phi Gamma Delta and Delta Tau 
Delta fraternities for alleged 
racist behavior during activities 
for alumni and new students. 

Fraternity members, says Sig 
Ep's Maddox, “reflect the values 
and mores of the university. It's 
their students we're talking 
about.”

(WVPR), a part of the West

Gardiner Hall broken into 

According to Shepherd College Security, Gardiner Hall was 
broken into late Wednesday, Aug. 29. 

Two males, whose names are being withheld, entered the 
female residence hall through the college health center, which is 
located in the basement of Gardiner. Upon entering the health 
center, the men dismantled a gumball machine and stole a can of 
disinfectant. 

After grabbing the disinfectant, the two proceeded to go 
through the ground floor of the hall. A few minutes later, two 
Gardiner Hall resident assistants stopped them. 

Apparently, neither the health center nor the the side stairwell 
of the residence hall were locked at the time of the break-in. 

Meg Fries, the night staff nurse for the college, was in her room 
in the health center at the time of the break-in. She says she 
slept through the entire break-in. Fortunately, the men didn’t try to 
break in her room. 

The non-student has had a warrant for his arrest filed against 
him by the college, while the other has had his case referred to 
the campus judicial system. 

Students ask U. Rochester to close 
‘dangerous’ building 

About 24 University of Rochester, New York, students picketed 
a freshman orientation session Aug. 1, hoping to embarrass ad- 
ministrators into closing Lattimore Hall, which they say may be 
polluted with some sort of cancer-causing agent. 

Ten building employees in 1 1 years have been diagnosed with 
a form of lymphoma. Repeated tests have failed to reveal any 
carcinogenic agent loose in the building. 

Students waved a banner reading “Prove It's Safe Or Close It 
Down” and handed out leaflets to freshman and parents as they 
arrived for orientation classes. They wanted independent tests of 
the building, which before being gutted and remodeled, housed 
chemistry labs and storage areas.— College Press Service 

Catholic U. of America cancels pro- 
choice speaker 

Fearing potential protests, Catholic University’s student pro- 
grams board canceled a scheduled Sept. 27 abortion debate that 
featured controversial pro-choice activist Bill Baird. 

“The program itself had been sidetracked by Bill Baird and the 
controversy around him," explained the Rev. Robert Friday, the 
school’s vice president for student affairs. 

Last spring, a Baird appearance at Loyola University of New 
Orleans, also a Catholic school, was cancelled. Among other 
controversies, Baird was arrested 20 years ago for giving a 
package of vaginal foam to a Boston University student after a 
birth control talk there. — College Press Service 


and Washington, DC. Coverage 
will be on a statewide basis, 
meaning Shepherd and the 
eastern panhandle will no longer 
be overlooked when it comes to 
news coverage from the West 
Virginia media, said Bill Lucht, 
personal counselor at the 
college. 

Lucht had a hand in bringing 
WVPR to Shepherd. By chance, 
he said, he met the one of the 
directors for public radio, who 
was looking for a place to set up 
an office in the eastern 
panhandle. Lucht says she had 
been under pressure to give 
better coverage to the eastern 
panhandle, since one of the 


largest sponsors of WVPR, The 
Blue Ridge Outlet Center, is 
located in Martinsburg. Because 
WVPR is based in Charleston, 
coverage of this area is near 
impossible. Therefore, the best 
way to comply with the demands 
of the sponsors was to set up a 
branch office in the eastern 
panhandle. 

And what better place than 
Shepherd College, Lucht told 
her. After several meetings, the 
money for setting up the office 
was approved last week, Lucht 
said. With the go-ahead from 
both the college and WVPR, the 
branch office will open and be 
operational by October, Lucht 


said. 

In fact, a workshop on ethical 
dilemmas in business will be 
conducted by the new radio 
office Oct. 24. Portions of the 
discussion at Shepherd will then 
be aired across West Virginia. 

What this all means to 
students and the campus in 
general is a higher standard of 
academic learning, especially in 
the communications 
department.

Professor injured in car accident

Shortly before classes were 
scheduled to begin for this fall, a 
valued member of the 
Shepherd College history 
department was involved in a 
serious automobile accident. 

On Thursday, Aug. 16, 
sometime in the late afternoon, 
Dr. Robert Wilgoos was stopped 
at an intersection on Rt. 340 


near Charles Town. He and his 
two daughters were going to 
visit a friend of the family. 

An orange Ford Pinto then 
pulled from a parking lot onto 
the highway. Wilgoos began 
crossing the intersection and 
swerved to avoid hitting the car. 
However, a van headed in the 
other direction broadsided his 
car on the passenger side, 
extensively damaging both 


vehicles. The Pinto, which was 
reportedly occupied by a group 
of teenagers, left the scene of 
the accident, heading towards 
Charles Town. The youths have 
not been heard from. 

The woman who struck 
Wilgoos' vehicle was 
hospitalized for minor head 
injuries and later released. 
Wilgoos was admitted to the

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Swim team disbanded 

Investment scandal costs the college

In 1988, West Virginia went 
through one of its many major 
financial crises. During that year 
the state lost over $279 million 
in a consolidated investment 
fund on Wall Street. Some 
authorities say the state 
eventually lost a total of 
between $310-$350 million 
because of the poor investment 
choices by the state treasurer's 
office. Eventually, the state 
treasurer at that time, A. James 
Manchin, had impeachment 
procedures started against him 
for ignorance, misconduct in 
office and poor office 
management. And more 
recently, the West Virginia 
governor at that time, Arch A. 
Moore, was sent to federal 
prison on charges of bribery and 
political corruption. Due to this, 
the scandal has devastated 
every part of West Virginia 
financially and politically. 

The loss has been particularly 
hurtful to the state's higher 
education system. Much of what 
state colleges owned financially 
had been put into that fund. 
Although attempts to recoup 
the losses have been made, the 
schools basically lost 
everything. To Shepherd 
College, the loss has meant 
continued budget cutbacks, 
cuts in services and salaries and

hospital with a broken vertebrae 
in the neck and a number of 
fractured or broken ribs. He was 
released last week. 

The child who was in the front 
seat was with Wilgoos was flown 
by helicopter to a children's 
hospital in Washington, DC, and 
was treated for liver lacerations 
and internal bleeding.

building projects have been 
pigeon-holed. 

One of the most recent 
examples of those cutbacks 
involves the Shepherd College 
swim team. After building a new 
$9 million athletic complex, 
money for a new swimming pool 
was cut from the budget. This 
meant members of the swim 
team had to use the old pool in 
Sara Cree Hall. 

However, using that pool 
began to be more of an 
adventure than a pleasure. As 
maintenance problems with the 
40-year-old pool continued, it 
was decided to have the pool 
cleaned and filled over 
Christmas break last year. But 
what the swim team came back 
to was hardly fit for man nor 
beast. The chlorine levels were 
upset, and the water had turned 
dark green. To make matters 
worse, it was also only 30 
degrees because of heating 
problems. 

Because of such horrendous 
conditions, the swim team made 
a formal request to President Dr. 
Michael P. Riccards for money to 
build a new pool. They also 
requested a new coach from 
Riccards. According to Riccards, 
if they weren't given what they 
asked for, they said they weren't 
coming back to Shepherd. 


Riccards told the swimmers he 
had no money to give them, as 
the state of West Virginia had 
lost it in the investment scandal. 
Riccards said he looked into 
getting private donations for the 
pool's construction; however, 
the necessary $5 million could 
not be found. 

Riccards said he is not to 
blame for the swim team's 
demise, although many seem to 
point the finger his way. 

“I said that I didn't have the 
kind of money available to me.... 
The idea for closing the swim 
team came from the swim team, 
not me. Rick Gibson, who was 
the swim coach, came to me in 
January [1990] and suggested I 
cancel the team then. I told him 
'no,'" Riccards said. 

But the team had given the 
Riccards and the athletic 
department an ultimatum. After 
discussing it with the athletic 
department, the decision was 
made to cancel the team. 

“Gibson said cancel it. Mike 
Jacobs [the athletic director] 
said cancel it. [Dr. Vince] Gonino 
[chairman of the athletic 
department] said cancel it.” 
Going by those 
recommendations, Riccards 
gave his approval for the 
cancelation. 

In the time since the team's 
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cancelation, money previously 
given as scholarships for 
swimmers was given back to the 
general Shepherd College 
scholarship committee. The 
money was redistributed, 
Riccards said, as the committee 
saw fit. 

As for the future of a 
swimming competitions at 


Shepherd, it doesn't look too 
bright. Unless some large 
donations start coming into the 
school, it's impossible build a 
new pool while other buildings 
are extremely lacking, Riccards 
suggested. So for now, 
Shepherd College will continue 
to support one less athletic 
team.

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New dining hall construction delayed

Why is Boteler residence hall 
still standing? Why are 
students still eating breakfast, 
lunch and dinner in the same 
outdated cafeteria instead of in 
the new dining hall Shepherd 
College was supposed to have 
this semester? 

As always, the problem is 
money. Clinton Davis, director 
of Auxiliary Services, and Harry 
Young, dean of Student 
Affairs, both say that the 


construction of the new dining 
hall couldn't begin because 
Shepherd's reserve accounts 
were depleted by the $3.7 
million cost of the new 
residence halls, the West 
Woods Complex. 

“We want to hold off until we 
can rebuild the reserves,” 
Young commented. 

According to Davis though, 
only the dining hall is being 
postponed. The demolition 
and excavation of Boteler Hall 
should be well on its way by 


the end of the semester 
however additional parking is 
all that is planned for the space 
now. 

President Dr. Michael P. 
Riccards began the drive for 
the new dining facility. 
Unfortunately, monies normally 
available from the state for 
building projects are gone. 
Riccards says the financial 
fiasco of 1988, where the state 
of West Virginia lost over $279 
million in poor investments, 
created the present situation. 


Student services to be looked at 

Riccards declares “Year of The Student

After an entire year of 
reevaluating budgets, 
administrative functions and 
departmental needs, Shepherd 
College President Dr. Michael P. 
Riccards has decided this year 
he wants to work on another 
emphasis area, namely the 
students. With this in mind, 
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Riccards has declared 1990-'91 
to be “The Year of The 
Student.” 

What this means is that 
instead of having the entire 
administrative process revolve 
around revamping and 
restructuring the school, the 
new emphasis area is going to 
be upon the students' needs 
and wants. 

“As you know, we spent a lot 
of time dealing with budget 
problems. ..last year. I thought 
this year we ought to focus on 
the students. Generally, [this 
year is about] how we can put 
the students in the center of 
what we do," Riccards said. He 
said he believes the focus of 
what the college is about has 
been lost during the past year 
and previous years, simply 
because administrators have 
been too involved in 
administrating. 

In making the students once 
again the center of attention, 
Riccards said Shepherd College 
is going to reevaluate all its 
services to students. 
Commuters, non-traditional and 
traditional students — no one will 
be overlooked he said. Services 
currently available which are not 
adequately serving their 
purpose will be changed to 
meet the demands of students, 
while new ones may be added. 

Among others, some specific 
areas to be looked at are the 
bookstore, the health center 
and the dining hall. The 
bookstore is now under new 
management and is currently 
being reorganized. The health 
center has run into problems, 
though, because some 
administrators are questioning 
the need for the health services 
on campus, according to Health 
Center Director Pat Sherwood. 
And the dining hall will be 
looked at closely, particularly as 
to what kinds of foods it serves 
and how long it stays open. 

After shaking up the 
administrative process last year, 
the second-year president 
wants to shake up the student 


process. “That’s the thing about 
being a president. I can make 
issues visible.... But as I told the 
[freshman] already, 'The Year of 
The Student' is only going to 
work if [the students] make it 
work," Riccards said. Therefore, 
student participation in the 
process is being pushed. 

Once changes are adopted, 
Riccards said, “Hopefully, we 
can make this a little more gentle 
place for the students. 

Because, they're what we're all 
about.”

The only other alternatives for 
building the new facility are to 
find outside donations or to 
increase tuition and fees. After 
the large increase in fees over 
the summer, Riccards felt it 
wouldn't be fair to burden 
students with another $500 to 
$1000 per year to pay for the 
new dining hall. And even at 
that rate, Riccards says it would 
be more than 30 years before 
the dining hall would be paid 
for. 

As financing is in doubt, the 
wait may be indefinite. 
However, Davis believes the 
new dining hall will be built and 
operational in the near future. 
“We're talking about at least 
two years...," Davis says. 

For current freshmen and 
sophomores, the wait may be 
well worth it. Instead of building 
just a new version of the old 
lunchroom-type cafeteria, the 


administration is going to 
spend approximately $6 million 
on a state-of-the-art facility. 

“We want to build something 
we all can be proud of,” Davis 
added. The planned building 
will seat 750 students, 350 
more than the current 
cafeteria. It will sprawl over 
30,383 square feet which will 
be about twice as large as the 
library. 

There will be a food court in 
the new dining hall featuring 
different types of cuisine 
including pasta, international 
foods, salads, grille items and 
desserts. 

Furthermore, it will be 
modeled after a restaurant, not 
a cafeteria. It will feature 
recessed lighting instead of 
harsh fluorescent and there will 
be private dining areas for the 
use of student organizations.

Don't let your eyes deceive you 


Recently, a tired student went to think things over where he wouldn't be 
bombarded by the pressures of college life. To escape from the harassment-like 
bothers of living here, he went to sit in the stall of one of the restrooms on campus. As 
he sat there, pondering why he had chosen to come back to school this fall, his eyes 
caught some of the usual artwork which adorn the walls of male restrooms. 

There were the scrawled representations of reproductive organs, an abundance of 
foul language and quite a few potshots directed toward certain authoritative persons 
on our campus. Nothing that would cause most of us to glance twice. 

But then out of the muddle of freshly written graffiti, stood a phrase which angers 
both of us to no end. Some of the carnage gouged into the paint in that particular stall 
said, “Niggers go home." 

We don't know where this kind of garbage came from, nor do we wish to know from 
whom it spewed forth or the rock he crawled out from under. But if this is the kind of 
repugnant mentality that abounds on our campus, which we're afraid is, Shepherd 
College should be shut down in shame. 

A college, to begin with, should be a place for open minds, a place to explore, not a 
dungeon where those who propagate ignorance, racism, bigotry and prejudice let 
their attitudes predominate. Second, this is the 1990s, and we’d like to think most 
people with such offensive views have been irradicated from the higher education 
system. We don't need to be burdened by their kind. 

Obviously this isn't so. Students seem to have learned little from the civil and/or 
equal rights struggles, remembering even less about the history of our nation 
concerning our humble beginnings. America is the most racially and ethnically impure, 
if you want to call it that, country in the world being “The Great Melting Pot” as it were. 

A recent episode of CBS's “Designing Women” showed Anthony, the black man 
who works for the design firm, graduating from college. In it, he has been elected by 
his classmates to deliver one of the commencement speeches. During the speech, 
Anthony tells about some of the people who have influenced his life: 

“My grandmother, the school teacher, who decided that I would not define my world 
by race when she emptied a box of Crayons in front of me one day and said, 'Just so 
you know, Anthony. This is what it's all been about. All the hatred and suffering and 
fighting and dying and.... Over nothing more than the colors that can be found in a 
child's Crayola box.' 

“And then she said, ‘Wouldn't it be terrible, Anthony, if you didn't become 
everything you dreamed you could be just because of the colors in a child's Crayola 
box?’ 

“I will always love her for many things. But most of all, I will love her for that.” 

What we wouldn't do for that kind of thinking at Shepherd College. 

That's not to say some elements are changing. The Office of Minority Student 
Affairs, headed by the Rev. Ernest Lyles, is becoming much more visible on campus. 
And this year it seems we have more minority students attending classes than 
Shepherd has seen in a long time, if ever. 

But the image concerning minorities propagated by Shepherd College is one we 
think the administration should move away from with all haste. One of the things we 
both noticed upon coming to Shepherd College is the ratio of white Anglo-Saxon 


Protestants to minority students, faculty and staff. Who makes up the large proportion 
of manual laborers? The blacks do. Who makes up the almost the entire student 
body, faculty and staff? The WASPs. 

Why is that? We know that educational background has much to do with who is 
hired for what position, but to have an almost complete split in one population versus 
another is ridiculous. Although there's nothing wrong with manual labor, that image of 
minorities acting in only a capacity to serve is one Shepherd should steer away from 
as fast as possible. 

Certainly, Shepherd College could benefit from a shot of cultural and racial diversity. 
The more cultures, ethnic backgrounds, races and subcultures students are exposed 
to, the more well-rounded the students will be and a better contribution to our society 
they can make. Let's face it; many of the students coming to our campus have never 
been exposed to black culture or native American culture, or any culture other than 
their own for that matter (other than what they may view on television). For the most 
part, many students have been cut off culturally, living in the isolation of the 
mountains. 

But, still, we hesitantly approach that sort of change. And with such a slow-moving 
policy toward recruiting minorities, such appalling and offensive slurs, such as the one 
found in the restroom stall, will not go away. 

Bigotry and racism are two things we think President Riccards should address 
during “The Year of The Student." You want to make it a “little more gentle place for 
the students”? Then make it more gentle for all students — older students, blacks, 
native Americans, Asians, Mexican Americans, lesbians, gays — not just those who fit 
the traditional mold of heterosexual WASP, 17 to 24 years of age. 

Janet Jackson ends her “Rhythm Nation" album with a statement that's very 
appropriate for our school. Shepherd College, “In complete darkness we are all the 
same. It is only our knowledge and wisdom that separate us. Don't let your eyes 
deceive you.” 

We believe there are two kinds of darkness. One that destroys mankind when he 
follows the credos of racism, heterosexism and intolerance toward those who are 
different. And one that is beneficial, blotting out differences created by “color lines." 
The second is full of knowledge, understanding and acceptance without seeing the 
“colors” of those who aren't the dominant portion of our society. 

Don't let your eyes deceive you.

Invasion leaves foreign 
students on shaky ground 


Life has gotten hard for Raed 
Alfulaij, a Kuwaiti studying at 
Florid International University. 

Since the Aug. 2 invasion of 
his homeland by Iraq, Alfulaij has 
gone broke. His parents, who 
support him, can no longer 
withdraw money from Kuwaiti 
banks to send him. 

His fellow Kuwaitis at FIU are in 
similar binds. Here on 
scholarships from their 
government, they no longer 
have a government to send 
them the tuition money they 
need to start classes. 

To make ends meet, Alfulaij 
says he and his friends are 
selling their cars, moving in 
together and trying to line up 
part-time work. 

Such monetary concerns, 
however, pale beside the 
worries about family at home for 
many of the 2,280 Kuwaiti 
students who enrolled at U S. 
campuses in 1989-'90. 

“My main concern is the Gulf,” 
said Mohammed Boshari, a 
student at Marietta College in 
Ohio. “I would like Saddam 
Hussein to go out. My family and 
my people are in Kuwait." 

About 1 ,200 of the Kuwaitis at 
U.S. campuses are on 
government-sponsored 
scholarships, reported Bill 
Carroll of the National 
Association for Foreign Student 
Affairs, based in Washington, 


At Marietta College, 

Petroleum Department 
Chairman Bob Chase said he is 
trying to convince the school to 
temporarily waive tuition for the 
school's 12 Kuwaitis. 

For the students, the potential 
financial problems make a 
horrible situation even harder to 
bear. 

“It's had a great effect on my 
schooling,” Alfulaij said, who 
added the invasion, which took 
place during his final exams, 
made studying seem 
unimportant. Consumed by 
following the news, he took 
incompletes in his classes. 

Marietta student Boshari 
hopes the financial burden will 
be lifted easily when, and if, the 
Iraqis are expelled from Kuwait. 
“After the problem is solved in 
the Gulf, the school will take the 
money from our treasury,” he 
said. — College Press Service

One year after Zeta Beta Tau 
became became the first 
fraternity to ban pledging, 
officials report that the ban has 
slowed hazing at all its chapters 
nationwide, and that it hasn't 
hurt membership efforts all all. 

In fact, ZBT recruited 17.3 
percent more students last 
year— the first period in which it 
had dropped pledging 
activities — than in 1988-'89, 

ZBT national Vice President 
Ronald Taylor reported at the 
fraternity's national convention 
in early August. 

“We did the right thing,” Taylor 
declared. 

Just days after ZBT 
announced in August, 1989, 
that it was abandoning pledging, 
Tau Kappa Epsilon said its 
chapters would adopt gradual 
steps to end pledging by fall, 
1991 . (Editor's note: There is 
some disagreement as to 
whether this is a complete ban 
on pledging regarding the 
TKE's. And although the 
practices involved with pledging 
are to be done away with, this 
does not mean Greek 
organizations will no longer 
accept new members.) 


to protect themselves and those 
with them.

Both announcements were 
made in hopes of ending hazing 
rituals that often occur during 
the pledging period. 

Last February, eight more 
greek organizations — Omega 
Psi Phi, Phi Beta Sigma, Kappa 
Alpha Psi and Alpha Phi Alpha 
fraternities, and the Delta Sigma 
Theta, Sigma Gamma Rho, Zeta 
Phi Beta and Alpha Kappa 
sororities — announced bans on 
all pledging activities except 
initiation ceremonies. 

ZBT's abandonment of 
pledging hasn't been easy. 

“In theory it's good, but it's 
really hard to make a switch over 
like this,” complained a ZBT who 
didn't want his name or his 
school revealed. 

“It hasn't hurt our rush one 
bit,” he continued, “but it's not 
something we advertise during 
rush. We don't publicize the fact 


that we’re different than the 
rest.” 

About 85 percent of the TKE 
chapters “have taken some 
steps toward implementing” the 
non-pledge programs, reported 
Charles Trabold, TKE's director 
of chapter services. “There's 
been no negative impact," he 
maintained. “If anything, it's 
been positive." 

Despite the move to end 
practices associated with 
pledging, hazing incidents 
continue to be reported. 

More than 40 students have 
died in the past decade due to 
hazing. 

Last term, fraternity members 
at the University of Washington, 
Florida A&M University, the 
University of Florida and 
Northwestern State University in 
Louisiana were disciplined for 
various hazing activities. — 
College Press Service

Of the faces in the crowd and 
the music in the air, one could 
pick out some nationalities, but 
not all of them. One of the 
WVDP’s technicians was a 28- 
year-old, Russian-born 
oceanographer, Uri Andropov, 
nephew of the Russian 
cosmonaut Uri Andropov. As 
the crew was setting up, the 
Leningrad native talked about 
the differences in languages, 
culture, politics and cities. 

“It is difficult to come to a 
country where you do not speak 
the language. I came to U.S. few 
months ago and have learned 
some English,” he says, 
watching his partner chase an 
electrical short in one of the 
lights. 

He says the people of both 
the U.S. and the USSR are very 
similar. “People are nice here 
and there. But wherever you go, 
you will find bad people, too. In 
Russia, people are concerned 


day to day with the shortages 
and rely much on tradition. Here 
people are concerned with 
money and cars.” 

Catching a can of Mountain 
Dew tlying through the air, he 


tries to explain some differences 
between our countries. 
“Students are different here. In 
Russia, one table is party. You 
drink then go dancing. Here, 
many tables are in party. 


“Russia cities are not good. 
Narrow streets. Bad layout. 

Some U.S. cities are crazy. New 
York, crazy....” 

He looks to his partner who 
jokes about translating. “He likes 
vodka, women, late nights....” 
Finally, the subject of Iraq was 
brought up. “Fanatics. That's 
what they are. Most of this is 
propaganda. Like Russia 


international relations and 
Russians, they only think 
negatively. But meeting a 
Russian face-to-face is a shock 
in many ways. One of the first 
things one notices about 
international relations is that 
humans are humans are 
humans.

TKE's on probation 

Fraternity disciplined after residents complain

On Sept. 18, Shepherd 
College placed the Tau Kappa 
Epsilon (TKE) fraternity on 
disciplinary probation until May 
18, 1991 . This action was taken 
by the Office of Student Affairs 
after it received complaints from 
local residents about an Aug. 30 
TKE party which “disturbed the 
peace” and had illegally parked 
cars snarling traffic around the 
river road. 

. “As part of the disciplinary 
action, the fraternity is 
prohibited from having 
organized social events until 
Dec. 13," a statement released 


by the college public relations 
office said. “Additionally the 
president of the chapter is 
required to have bi-weekly 
conferences with the Dean of 
Student Affairs in order to keep 
him apprised of the fraternity's 
activities. This disciplinary action 
was taken with the full 
cooperation of Tau Kappa 
Epsilon National.” 

Harry Young, dean of Student 
Affairs, said that as soon as the 
incident came to light, he called 
TKE National and told them of 
the situation. TKE National, 
Young and the Shepherd TKE 
chapter worked together to 
reach a suitable disciplinary 


action for the problem. 

Brad Patterson, president of 
the local TKE chapter, admitted 
that he thinks “it’s to the point 
the campus is doing something 
about the parties,” but he feels 
the administration is giving 
Greeks a “wrong shake. We no 
longer have an outlet to be 
social. [We feel] bottled up. [The 
college] needs to work with the 
Greeks to provide activities 
[through which] the groups can 
be social. In the past there has 
been no cooperation with the 
administration for these 
activities, so we have taken 
them off-campus.” 

Young expressed hopes that

Local woman 
raped on 
campus

A local woman was raped on 
campus during the Labor Day 
weekend. The woman, whose 
name is being withheld for 
protection, was a former 
Shepherd student and had 
come to visit some friends, 
according to Ann Wilson of 
Shenandoah Adoption and 
Maternity Services, Inc. in 
Martinsburg. 

Wilson, acting as the woman's 
counselor and advocate, says 
the woman was walking from 
Thacher Hall to Shaw Hall, a 
distance of approximately 50 to 
75 feet, when she was 
abducted. 

According to Wilson, at 
approximately 1 :30 a.m., 
Sunday, Sept. 2, the woman 
began walking from Thacher to 
Shaw. As she passed some 
landscaping rocks between the 
residence halls, she saw a male 
sitting on one of them. The 
woman kept walking, Wilson 
said, but the man grabbed her 
by the neck from behind. 

After grabbing her neck, the 
man proceeded to twist the 
woman's arm behind her back. 
He then pushed her forward, 
making her walk from Thacher

Mass arrests mar the opening of school

The school year has opened 
with a seemingly unusual 
number of mass arrests at 
campuses nationwide. 

A number of private student 
parties, a mainstay of the season 
as collegians return to campus, 
have eroded into 
confrontations, sometimes 
violent, with police. 

Big parties, sometimes spilling 
outdoors from apartments and 
fraternity houses, have ended in 
clashes at Bowling Green State 
University and at the universities 
of Arizona, New Mexico, 
Missouri-Columbia and 
Southwestern Louisiana, 
among other campuses, in 
recent weeks. 

Observers cite relatively new 
drinking age limit laws and a new 
campus willingness to crack 
down on student drinking for 
the increased number of 
confrontations. 

Students say their social lives 
effectively are being pushed out 
of bars and sponsored campus 
functions and into unsupervised 
private parties. 

“There's the broadening 
propensity for the people to go 
to private residences, where 
they party hard, long and 
noisily," said Kevin Scully, police 
chief in Burlington, VT, home of 
the University of Vermont 
campus. 

“The bars aren't as crowded as 
they used to be a couple of 
years ago," observed Marty 
Freeman, head of Vermont's 
student association, “and every 
year residential life policies get 
stricter." 

“The general feeling you get 
is that they're moving toward a 
dry campus.” 

Now many schools are trying 
to break up, or at least regulate, 
the private student parties, too. 

Many collegians think their 
“unspoken rights as college 
students are being violated," 
said Felix Savino, head of drug 
and alcohol program at the 
University of Wisconsin, where 
Madison police have been busy 
breaking up large private parties 
this fall. 


At the same time, there's “an 
increased recognition of the 
devastating effects of alcohol,” 
said Dave Storm, president of 
the International Association of 
Campus Law Enforcement 
Administrators (IACLEA), a 
Connecticut-based group. 

Moves to break up parties 
ended in tragedy at the 
University of Arizona, where a 


Elsewhere, police arrested 
more than 100 people at a block 
party near Bowling Green in 
Ohio Sept. 7. Many students 
say the Bowling Green police 
were overzealous, and the city 
council is evaluating the 
situation. 

And at Missouri, an annual 
fraternity-sorority gathering went 
haywire Aug. 24. A 17-year-old

campus security police officer 
was killed at fraternity party on 
Aug. 24, during what is usually 
the biggest party weekend of 
the semester. 

Apparently, some female 
students arrived at the party with 
two uninvited male guests. 

They were asked to leave, 
words were exchanged, and 
one of them returned with a 
gun. Corporal Kevin Barleycorn 
was shot and killed as he and 
another officer tried to wrest the 
gun away. 

The killing has led to an 
invitation-only rule at fraternity 
parties. 

One day later, on Aug. 25, 
University of New Mexico (UNM) 
campus police, trying to control 
a Lambda Chi Alpha street party 
that apparently got out of hand, 
arrested 14 students. 

In the process, police 
barricaded the streets of the 
school's fraternity row, brought 
in a canine unit and then turned 
the episode into a racial issue by 
first trying to round up students 
at Alpha Phi Alpha, the only 
predominantly black fraternity in 
the area. 

“When they got there, the 
action they took was against us,” 
complained Shihunwa Crum, 
head of the Black Student 
Union. 

While UNM officials investigate 
the incident, Campus Police 
Chief Berry Cox has been put 
on paid leave and students got 
stiff new rules to govern Greek 
parties. 
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youth was seriously injured 
when he accidentally touched 
high-voltage wires on a utility 
pole, but emergency personnel 
trying to reach him were pelted 
by beer bottles from the crowd, 
which number between 5,000 
and 10,000. 

“I've noticed the tendency in 
the past few years on the part of 
students that it's not a question 
of going out drinking, but 
instead going out to get 
smashed,” says lACLEA's 
Storm, who also is head of 
security at Penn State. 

Perversely, students may be 
drinking less responsibly 
precisely because of the new 
prohibitions, suggests David 
Hanson, a sociology professor 
at the State University of New 
York's Potsdam campus. 

“Just telling people not to do 
something makes them more 
likely to do it," Hanson said. 

In a 1989 study, Hanson 
found that when states 
increased the legal drinking age, 
the percentage of students 
drinking rose dramatically. 
Similarly, Hanson said drinkers 
living in “dry” counties tend to 
consume more alcohol than 
drinkers living in counties that 
allow liquor sales. 

“Excessive drinking in 
uncontrolled places can lead to 
riot situations,” Hanson said. 

To try to keep students out of 
“uncontrolled places” 


Burlington police in early 
September warned returning 
students they would enforce 
the city's noise ordinance, which 
forbids loud parties after 1 1 
p.m., and make a point of 
looking for underage drinkers. 
Moreover, they said they would 
immediately issue citations, not 
warnings, to students they 


collared. 

On the busy Labor Day 
weekend, police issued 16 
citations. 

Scully himself knows students 
won't stop having parties. “I 
don't think things will calm down, 
but people are acting more 
civilized.” 


Shepherd student 
assaulted and robbed

A Shepherd College student 
was recently assaulted and 
robbed by a group of men as he 
tried to help them fix a flat tire. 
According to TFC W.D. Walker 
of the Martinsburg detachment 
of the West Virginia State 
Police, Wendell H. Kline Jr., 20, 
of Turner Hall, was driving back 
from Martinsburg on Rt. 45 
around 2:30 a.m., Sept. 28, 
when he passed a car which was 
broken down. Seeing four to 
five men, Kline passed them by. 

Apparently, he decided to go 
back and help the group. After 
stopping, Walker said, the men 
asked Kline to take them to the 
car owner's residence. Kline 
agreed, taking the car's owner 
and a second man with him. 
Walker says after driving to the 
residence, which is near the 
Jefferson and Berkeley County 
line, the men with Kline got a 
spare tire and began to drive 
back to the broken-down car. 

In the meantime, the men left 
behind had also decided to 
drive to the owner's residence, 
taking the broken-down car. As 
they went along, Kline and the 
other car passed each other. 

The driver of Kline's car 
stopped, and all the men got 
out, Kline included. 

Walker said although the other 
car's owner was angry at the 
men for driving with a flat tire, for 
some reason the men began to 
attack Kline. Kline got away from 
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them, and the the group drove 
off in his car. 

After getting away, Walker said 
Kline went to a nearby 
residence and called the police. 
Kline was then taken to 
Jefferson Memorial Hospital in 
Charles Town, where he was 
treated and released. 

Kline's vehicle was recovered 
later the same day, abandoned 
on Woodrow Drive in 
Martinsburg. 

Walker said the incident is still 
under investigation, and no 
arrests had been made by 
presstime. 
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Truth or cover up? 

Athletes reprimanded for harassing freshmen

“I feel that it was horseplay that 
got carried away." 

Those are the words of Harry 
Young, dean of Student Affairs, 
concerning an incident in which 
12 Shepherd football players 
were harassing others. 

According to Young, late the 
evening of Sept. 6, a group of 
upperclassmen football players 
entered Thacher Hall, searching 
for freshman football players. 
Upon finding the players' rooms, 
they entered and proceeded to 
harass them, apparently 
spraying shaving cream on 
them, the walls and the floors. 
Young said this only occurred in 
the “privacy of each [player's] 
room.” 

After the events in Thacher, 
the upperclassmen proceeded 
to Kenamond Hall, again 
harassing the freshmen players 
there. However, the “horseplay” 
went further than it was 
supposed to. The group began 
to spill into the hallways, where 
the resident assistants tried to 
break it up.

“You [then] had an attempt by 
the RA’s to break it up that went 
unheeded," Young noted. 
Young said he was very 
concerned about the total 
disrespect for resident 
assistants. 

The group then left the 
building, where they were 
confronted by the resident 
assistants and asked to clean up 
the mess. Young said the 
players were compliant with the 
request. 

There are many questions 
about the entire situation which 
haven't been answered 
because of conflicting reports. 
Repeatedly, some have said this 
incident was hazing, not just 
horseplay, because horseplay is 
hazing according to Shepherd 
College policy. Also, some have 
said there was some physical 
abuse of residence life staff 
during the incident, but the 
official viewpoint is nothing of 
that nature took place. 


The Scoop, the regulations 
manual for students, states the 
following is prohibited, and 
“Those violations that are most 
likely to result in suspension or 
expulsion are preceded by an 
asterisk": 

“*c. Hazing by individuals or 
organizations. Hazing means to 
impose demeaning or 
dangerous activities on any 
person including members and 


which results in (1) disorderly 
conduct; (2) physical or mental 
harm or shock to an individual; 
(3) forcing an individual against 
his/her will; (4) interference with 
academic work; (5) interference 
with the liberty or comfort of 
others, either with or without 
their consent...." 

The punishments given most 
were complete losses of 
intervisitation privileges until

prospective members of 
campus organizations. 
Prohibited activities include: (1) 
to subject to cruel horseplay; (2) 
to harass or punish by the 
imposition of excessively heavy 
or disagreeable tasks; (3) to 
frighten, scold, beat, or annoy 
by playing abusive tricks upon 
an individual. 

“Hazing is further defined as 
individual or group behavior 


Dec. 14. However, a number of 


the players live in areas, both on 
and off campus, where the 
restriction is difficult to enforce. 

Young said, in his opinion, the 
players were given adequate 
reprimands. He said he believes 
the incident wasn't serious 
enough to warrant anything 
further. “And I might add I had 
full cooperation of the players 
and [the athletic department]," 

Mike Jacobs, the athletic 
director, agreed with Young. “It 
was a football issue with football 
players.... They were just having 
fun...,” Jacobs said.

Hall, through the large parking 
lot, to the HPERS Complex, 
where he proceded to rape her. 

Other than the gynecological 
damage and mental havoc rape 
inflicts, Wilson said the woman 
had bruises on her neck, and 
her clothes were torn. 

Although she can't remember 
doing it, Wilson indicated some 
students in one or both of the 
residence halls supposedly 
heard the woman scream. “I 
can't imagine that someone in 
that situation wouldn't have,” 
Wilson said. However, the 
screams were never reported to 
Shepherd Security. 

In fact, Shepherd College 
Security was never called. Due 
to this, no investigation has 
been conducted. According to 
Clinton Davis, director of 
Auxiliary Services, Shepherd 
can't do anything because the 
rape is not an official crime. 

The reason this is not 
considered an official crime is 
that the woman refuses to press 
charges. Wilson says she is 
afraid of repercussions from the 
man who raped her and that her 
reputation will be smeared. The 
woman told Wilson she had a 
friend who was also raped and 
reported the crime to police. 

The woman said the friend was 
made out to be “the bad guy,” 
and her reputation was 
destroyed. 

“She said, ‘If that's what 
happens when you tell, then I'm 
not going to.'... Until our system 
changes and the women aren’t 
placed on trial,” rape is going to 
continue to be a big problem for 
our society, Wilson said. 

The woman does not know 
the man who victimized her. He 
is described as being a white 


male; aged 18-25; about 5 feet, 
9 or 10 inches tall; with light 
brown hair, which is short on top 
and longer in the back; and has 
an athletic physique. At the time 
of the rape, he was wearing a 
red T-shirt, button-fly jeans and 
Polo cologne.

We're not safe 

We came to Shepherd College with the impression that the 
institution and grounds were sate little nooks ot higher education, 
nestled away in a safe, tiny town on the banks of the peaceful 
Potomac. A perfect place for mom and dad to send Billy or Susie to 
get a good education in a safe environment. A place where the trees 
outnumber the buildings and the air is filled with birds singing. A 
quaint little village where everyone should have had the chance to 
grow up, but didn't. And a place for open minds, unbiased attitudes 
and non-judgmental faculty and staff. 

That's what our administration would have everyone to believe. 

And that “it’s safe to live here” attitude is the biggest farce about 
Shepherd College. We’re not safe, nor should anyone swallow the 
line of bull we're being fed. 

Why aren't we, the students, safe? 

• Approximately one month ago, some beatings occurred near the 
corner of German and Princess streets. Although we don't know for 
sure how many individuals were involved or the exact circumstances 
surrounding this incident because no investigation was conducted, 
we do know that at least one individual was hospitalized because of 
the altercation. 

• Also about one month ago, a woman was abducted and raped 
while walking between Thacher and Shaw Halls. Between Thacher 
and Shaw!! Anyone who knows our campus knows how close 
Thacher and Shaw are and that the area she was abducted in is well- 
lit. Date rape is also a problem on our campus, though very few 
administrators would admit it because the incidents aren't officially 
reported. 

• We have a group of individuals on campus who follow the Skin 
Head doctrine. Although they aren’t dressing or cutting their hair as 
such, they are said to believe the neo-Nazi principles of the Skin 
Heads. In fact, last semester the group threatened one of the 
speakers who came to Shepherd. Security was beefed-up for the 
event, and, fortunately, the threat was just a threat. 

• The residence halls have been broken into. Last semester, a 
former female resident of Miller Hall was terrified when she awoke to 
find a man crawling in her window. Luckily, when the man saw her 
looking at him, he left. Also last semester, Gardiner Hall had an early 
morning visitor, who discharged fire extinguishers in the hallways and 
stairwell, redecorated bathrooms and entered several rooms. More 
recently, Gardiner Hall and the Health Center were broken into during 
the early morning hours. Shortly thereafter, there was an attempted 
forced entry to a room on ground floor of Gardiner in which a screen 
was damaged; the two ladies in the room were frightened, and luckily, 
their noises startled the culprit, who quickly disappeared. 

• Gay-bashing is becoming more evident on campus. The open 
hostility toward homosexuals on campus is evident even in 
classrooms and street conversations. In an incident this summer, a 
lesbian acknowledged her sexual orientation during a class, and 
nearly the entire class got up and moved away from her. The 
professor did nothing. It is also quite common for professors not 
approving of any sexual orientation other than heterosexuality to 
promote anti-gay views, making comments as such during their 
classes. 

• Racial tension has been building, especially after the (rumored 
racially-based) beatings near the comer of German and Princess 
streets. People are tending to distort the issue, turning it into a 
blackMhite fray. Because of the racially-distorted view, some blacks 
and whites are polarizing against each other. 

• Alleged hazing continues to be a problem, not only concerning 
Greek organizations, but others as well. An incident concerning a 
group of 12 football players and the freshman football players was 
dealt with very lightly. The official view is that the incident was 
“horseplay that got out of hand," not something serious. 

Now tell us that we're the same safe little school, hidden away from 
harm’s reach on the banks of the peaceful Potomac. 

What is even more disturbing is the school seems to sweep all the 
ugliness under the proverbial rug. It doesn't want the dirty laundry 
aired, and therefore, most incidents are trivialized or are completely 
covered-over. By not letting us know the things we should be wary 
of, students are put in a very vulnerable position. 

Well, here's vour warning . Shepherd College and Shepherdstown 
for that matter are not completely safe havens from the outside 
world. 

In some respects, our little comer of the world is even more 
dangerous than a city. At least there you know what to expect. 



College crime: The ugly facts 


Students tend to think of 
college campuses as safe, idyllic 
communities. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. According 
to USA Today, “crime is 
rampant” on campus. 

The number of violent crimes 
on campus is increasing by five 
percent a year. Consider these 
most recent per-year figures: 

• At least 31 homicides 

• More than 1 ,800 armed 
robberies 

•13,000-plus physical assaults 

• 6,000 estimated rapes 

Figures for non-violent crimes 
are as staggering: 22,170 
burglaries and 144,171 thefts. 
This crime wave is striking big 
city universities and colleges 
nestled in rural hills with equal 
ferocity. 

The severity of the problem 
can be seen in the unanimous 
passage of June 4 of the Crime 
Awareness and Campus 
Security Act by the U.S. House 
of Representatives. The 


legislation, which is expected to 
pass the Senate early this fall, 
would make it impossible for 
colleges to continue their 
practice of sweeping the ugly 
facts under the rug. Every 
college and university would 
have to make crime statistics 
public under the new 
legislation — currently only five 
percent of colleges release 
these figures. By forcing 
colleges to report campus crime, 
students will be made aware of 
the threat and able to take the 
necessary precautions. 

The saddest part of the 
campus crime wave is that 80 
percent of it is perpetuated by 
students. College campuses 
were once safe communities of 
scholars, where the search for 
truth occupied students' time. 
Today, campuses are crime 
nests where drugs. ..and 
violence are a way of life. Who 
can learn amidst this 
pandemonium? 


That the campus community is 
being tom apart at the seams is 
not entirely the work of 
students. Campus criminals are 
indeed responsible for their own 
actions, but this reign of terror is 
partly the result of campus 
administrators and faculty who 
preach moral relativism... deny 
that campus crime exists, and in 
some cases, turn their backs on 
illegal drug use and rape on 
campus. 

Campus crime is the most 
striking result of the breakdown 
of the traditional college. It is 
unfortunate that America's had 
to sink to this level before action 
was taken, but maybe the Crime 
Awareness and Campus 
Security Act is a signal that 
society is fed up and ready to 
demand collegiate reform —

A campus rape! 


Many people believe they 
cannot be raped or that there is 
no such thing as rape. These 
are false assumptions. Rape can 
happen to anyone at anytime. 
Even on the Shepherd College 
Campus. Rape can be 
described as sexual acts 
perpetrated by one party when 
the other party says “NO!” One 
can be raped by a friend, an 
acquaintance, a family member 
or a complete stranger. 

“One in seven college 
freshman females is raped within 
the first five to seven weeks in 
college,” The September, 

1990, Glamour Magazine 
reported. The article said that 80 
to 90 percent of these incidents 
were not reported to the 
appropriate departments 
because the victims are often 
treated as the criminal in the 
offense — the girls were 
intoxicated at the time and took 
the blame upon themselves, or 
feared embarrassment, 
harassment, shame or their 
lives. 

Susan McIntyre, executive 
director of the Shenandoah 
Women’s center, stresses that, 
“If it happens to you, seek help. 
You will not be forced to report 
it. Help, talking about it is strictly 
confidential. A sexual assault 
makes you feel powerless, often 
guilty. You tend to take the 
blame on yourself." 

Help is available at the 
Shenandoah Women’s center, 
free of charge for sexual assault 
victims. These persons can call 
the hotline, 876-6679 or 263- 
8522, to talk, make an 
appointment to visit a counselor 
in either Martinsburg or 


Shepherdstown, or to have a 
trained assault advocate return 
their call. 

A sexual assault advocate is a 
volunteer, who has been trained 
to help women through an 
assault crisis. These women are 
very discreet. The advocate will 
arrange childcare for those who 
need it. She will go to the 
hospital and stay with the victim 
during police questioning. If the 
victim decides to go to court, the 
advocate will go to court with 
her. 

A spring 1990 RA Training 
class survey found that nearly 
75 percent of the females 
surveyed at Shepherd College 
did not believe they could be 
raped. And of the ladies 
surveyed, only five percent 
knew that after a female reaches 
her teens and 20s “there is a 20 
to 30 percent chance she will be 
raped." This number does not 
include other sexual assaults 
and crimes. 

“[A congressional study found 
that] since 1974, assaults 
against young women have 
risen over 50 percent,” McIntyre 
said. “And one of two women is 
the victim of sexual assault or 
domestic violence in her life 
time. [Most people do not 
realize that] domestic violence 
will occur in two of three 


marriages in the U.S." 

McIntyre recommended that 
any woman who has been raped 
(whether date, associate or 
stranger), violated, or sexually 
assaulted do the following 
things: 

First, go to the doctor before 
showering or waiting a long 
period of time. 

Second, realize it is a crime 
and that you need help to deal 
with the feelings. The Women's 
Center is just one of the many 
agencies that can help you, 
there is nothing to feel ashamed 
of, realize that the crime will 
leave you feeling dirty, out of 
control and depressed. 

“Date rape will not be 
recognized as a crime until 
women start saying it is. [Many 
women would rather blame 
themselves than to give the 
blame to those who desen/e it]," 
McIntyre says. 

Also, realize rape can and 
does happen on the Shepherd 
College campus. Whether one 
believes it or not is up to himself 
or herself. After the Sept. 7 
edition of The Shepherd 
College Picket went to press, 
the editors were approached by 
a faculty/staff member asking 
that an article warning about 
campus rape be inserted.

“We want it to be known we will not be intimidated by anyone, 
student or administrator....

This statement was contained in a recent letter written to 
President Riccards by The Picket Editors. 

This has been a particularly gruesome issue to put together, not 
only because of the content of many of our articles, but also 
because of the major hassles we have had to deal with. Two 
incidents in particular, which we feel our readers should know about, 
are very disturbing to both of us. 

In putting together one of the articles printed in this issue, we 
were indirectly threatened by a person on this campus. This person, 
who shall remain nameless, basically told us we had better not print 
the article in question, simply because it would expose some dirt in 
his department. If we did print the article, his tone and attitude 
suggested there would problems for The Picket. 

The second major difficulty we encountered this issue was getting 
access to security reports. Since the beginning of the semester, we 
have been asking for access to them, as they should be public 
record. If security reports aren't made public, everyone remains in 
the dark about what's going on across campus. After contacting our 
legal counsel, we were informed that, yes, we should already have 
access to those reports. We were also informed The Picket would 
be granted free legal counsel should we need to sue the school for 
such access. 

However, we thought we had reached somewhat of a compromise 
whereby The Picket could have access to the reports, but no names 
would be printed. We thought that would be fine. 

We were wrong. What we got was a extremely watered-down 
version of what's been going on around campus, with no actual 
details surrounding the events. 

We know the school doesn't want to look bad. And we hate to 
bitch and throw our weight around. But there's never a clear cut 
answer when we ask questions. 

We think it's about time there was. And we think the kind of 
behavior we've had to deal with is atrocious.

The details 
behind Shepherd's swim team 
cancellation are somewhat 
different than the Sept. 7 article 
portrays. The article displayed 
Dr. Riccards' viewpoint of what 
happened, and his statements 
presented a distorted view of 
what actually happened.

Because of the concern of 
some citizens, the Rev. Ernest 
Lyles, pastor of Asbury, dubbed 
the march an anti-drug, anti- 
violence march. 

Meredith Waite, a 
Shepherdstown resident, called 
Lyles to request his help in 
protesting the recent episodes

During its regular meeting 
Sept. 26, SBA members cited 
some of the ideas they have 
approached the 
Shepherdstown City Council 
and Police Commission with.

of violence Shepherd College 
and Shepherdstown have been 
experiencing. In particular, she 
was deeply concerned over 
some beatings which occurred 
Sept. 6 on the corner of German 
and Princess streets, near The 
Reunion.

• Having cars towed and 
impounded 

• Having cars booted, with the 
boots not being removed until 
the owner pays a hefty fine and 
any outstanding parking tickets 

• Having parking tickets 
printed which remind parking 
violators they are breaking the 
law, not simply parking over- 
time. 


doing the right thing and setting 
a good example for the young. 

“Primarily, [our goal was] to 
send a message that there are 
citizens who are concerned with 
the drug problem in our society 
and community. There are 
citizens who refuse to turn a 
deaf ear to the reality. ..that there 
is drug use and abuse in our 
community. 

“We also wanted to send a 
message to the drug abuser that 
we love him, care about him and 
will support him.. .when he 
decides to seek treatment. And 
we wanted to send a message 
to the dealers we will not allow 
any drug dealing in our town if 
we can help it," Lyles said. 

“For the march, I was very 
pleased with the diversity of the 
participants, in terms of race, 
age, gender.

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‘We will not allow any drug dealing in our town’ 

Community candlelight march and vigil 
protests drug abuse and recent violence 
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Crime watchers say violent acts increasing on campuses

While the murders of five 
college students within three 
days in Gainesville, FL, the last 
week of August were unusual, 
crime watchers say murder is a 
more common crime on 
campuses nationwide than most 
people think. 

Hard statistics are hard to find, 
but crime observers say they've 
been surprised by the results of 
several recent studies of the 
problem. 

“The rate of victimization is 
higher than anyone had 
known,” says Jan Sherrill of the 
Campus Violence Prevention 
Center, based at Maryland's 
Towson State University. 

Though people had not been 
studying the phenomenon for 
long, some statistics seem to 
“show an increase" in murders 
and other violent crime at 
colleges across the country, 
added Clarinda Raymond, 
Sherrill's colleague at Towson. 

Moreover, Raymond said, the 
murderers are often other 
students. 

“I guess we cannot rule out 
that the Florida murders were 
committed by a student,” 
Raymond said. 

On Sept. 1, police arrested 
Edward Lewis Humphrey, 18, a 
University of Florida (UF) 
freshman, for questioning in the 
case. Police added they might 
have other suspects in the off- 
campus murders of the three UF 
and two Santa Fe Community 
College students. 


Police found the bodies of 17- 
year-old Christina Powell and 
her roommate, 18-year-old 
Sonja Larson, in their apartment 
Aug. 26. Both were UF 
freshman. Both were partially 
nude and had been stabbed. 

Eight hours later police found 
the stabbed, decapitated body 
of Christina Leigh Hoyt, a Santa 
Fe student, at her apartment. 

The next day, Aug. 28, Santa 
Fe student Tracey Inez Paules, 
23, and her roommate, UF 
senior Manuel Ricardo Toboada, 
23, were found stabbed to 
death. 

The brutality and timing of the 
killings prompted widespread 
student panic on the UF 
campus. Many apparently left for 
home just as classes were 
starting. Some who stayed held 
large slumber parties for 
protection. Still others bought 
weapons. 

They could find readily 
advertised in the Independent 
Florida Alligator, the campus 
paper, which suddenly found 
itself with an influx of ads for 
mace, tear gas and stun guns, 
said an Alligator ad rep, who 
didn't want her name used. 

Some campus leaders 
nevertheless said UF is a 
relatively safe place. 

“I think security on campus is 
incredible," said Michael Brown, 
UF's student body president. 
“Campus crime has been 
down." 

Multiple slayings are in fact 
rare at colleges. The most 
notable instance occurred in 
December, 1989, when a 


gunman killed 14 female 
students and wounded 13 
people at the University of 
Montreal. 

Some 1,990 violent crimes 
were committed on c campuses 
in 1988, the most recent FBI 
census of crime in America 
found. While the FBI report is 
notoriously misleading, the 
number probably did not 
represent all of the violent 
crimes because colleges were 
not required to report them. 

In January, 1990, Raymond's 
group released a survey 
showing that 36 percent of the 
nation's students had been 
victims of violent crimes. 

Yet students typically don’t 
think of their campuses as 
dangerous. 

“They naturally want to believe 
it's a safe place,” noted Jeanne 
Morrow, housing director at the 
University of Illinois at 
Champaign-Urbana, where a 
student was murdered in her off- 
campus apartment in mid- 
August. 

Montana State, Ball State, St. 
John's, Louisiana State, 
Northeastern, Wesleyan and 
Oklahoma State universities, the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, and Ithaca, Stephens, 
Hunter and Carroll colleges, 
among others, have been the 
scenes of violent crimes 
recently. 

Another reason students may 
be shocked to hear of violent 
crimes is that schools 
themselves mislead them, 
Morrow added. 

“It is constantly reinforced (to

Security is also investigating an 
Aug. 31 assault and robbery by 
two males of a student in front of 
Miller Hall. The incident occurred 
at approximately 1 :30 a.m. 

Destruction of private property 
was reported on Sept. 2 in 
Kenamond Hall. On Sept. 8 an 
attempted breaking and entering 
also at Kenamond Hall, was 
discovered. Entry was not 
gained, and no charges have 
been filed. 

The following day several signs 
stolen from local businesses 
were discovered in the wooded 
area behind Thacher Hall. Most 
signs have been returned to the 
owners. The case remains under 
investigation. 

A disturbance at 3 a.m., Sept. 
12, occurred near the north end 
of the football field. A large 
number of students and non- 
students were dispersed by 
security and the Shepherdstown 
Police. Students involved were 
referred to Student Affairs for 
appropriate disciplinary action. 


Criminal charges have been 
filed against one student for 
tampering with a motor vehicle in 
H-Lot on Sept. 14 at 3 a.m. 

One male student charged 
with harassment in the Ram's 
Den on Sept. 17 has been 
referred to the Student Affairs 
Office for disciplinary action. 

Finally, a student reported a car 
parked in F-Lot had been 
vandalized. Damage was done to 
a rim and hubcap. The incident is 
currently under investigation.

However, because of 
conflicting reports and differing 
versions of exactly what 
happened, the actual events, as 
well as the application of thejaw, 
remain in question. 


students) what a friendly, warm 
environment the campus is,” 
she said. 

Students, moreover, may not 
know about campus crimes 
because their campus 
newspapers don’t report them. 

Campuses, worried about the 
school’s image and protecting 
victims' privacy, often refuse to 
reveal campus crimes to 
reporters. 

Editors at Southwest Missouri 
State, West Virginia, Oakland 
and Southern Arkansas 
universities have sued during 
the past year to force 
administrators to give them 
information about crime in their 
communities. 

Whatever the reasons for the 
false sense of security, students 
often inadvertently contribute to 
campus crime rate by leaving 
doors unlocked or taking ill- 


advised nighttime walks around 
campus alone. 

“It’s important to make 
students realize that propping 
open a door could endanger 
other students," Raymond said, 
adding that administrators are 
often lax about preventing 
crime. “Schools must realize that 
more important than hiring Dr. 
Wonderful is to provide a safe a 
campus as possible.”

Chancellor says he wants to bring Shepherd up to par

On Sept. 14, Dr. Paul Marion, 
Chancellor of the State College 
System of West Virginia (WV 
SCS), held a press conterence 
in Shepherd College's 
Cumberland Room in the 
College Center. 

The conference was to 
answer questions about the 19- 
point “Plan for Quality and 
Accountability" for the WV SCS. 
This plan is to monitor each 
college and have each 
president report yearly on 
progress. The purpose of the 
points of action are to bring all 
colleges up to approximately the 
same level and to diversify the 
degree programs offered within 
the state. 

“Each college has strong 
points,” Marion said, “peaks of 
excellence, we are calling them. 
These peaks are what we want 
to capitalize on.” 

Another reason for the plan 
Marion said, is to get funding for 
college programs from outside 
of state tax revenues. 


“More funds from the large 
corporations go to the 
universities,” Marion said, 
adding, “and we want to get 
more of these types of grants to 
the other schools in the higher 
education program and to get 
more federal funding for West 
Virginia. This year the economy 
has been ahead of the 
projections, but there is never 
enough money for everything 
we want to do.” 

When asked why West 
Virginia continues to provide 
large amounts of aid to out-of- 
state students, the chancellor 
replied, “Some out-of-state 
students are provided aid, but 
they benefit our state in many 
ways. They add to the local 
economy. Some stay in the 
state after graduation, and they 
add diversity to the student 
body. There is an upper limit at 
all state institutions as to the 
number of out-of-state students 
who can enroll there, and there 
is an existing tuition differential.” 
One of the 19 points of the 
plan is a limit to be placed by the 


Board of Advisors beginning 
with the 1 991 -92 fiscal year on 
the amount of state funds and 
student fees which may be 


spent by each college on 



intercollegiate athletics. This is 
to assure that this aspect of 
campus life continues to be kept 
in the proper perspective. 

Marion was quick to point out 


that “the funds would [probably] 
not be reduced from current 
[rates]. This is to keep athletics 
in check and prevent it from 
becoming a major industry 
[which would] distort 
academics.” 

When asked about capital 
improvements at Shepherd 
College such as the new 
cafeteria and demolition of 
Boteler Hall, Marion responded 
by saying those plans are 
funded by student fees and, 
“We often see that buildings do 
not ‘live’ to their usefulness 
because the proper amount of 
maintenance money is not 
allotted for them.” 

As for new academic 
buildings, Marion said they are 
considered to be part of a 
college's operating costs. And 
when asked why, with West 
Virginia losing population, the 
state does not close some of 
the existing institutions and take 
the extra money for 
improvements at the growing 
colleges, he replied many 


students are locked 
geographically into one area, 
whether it is because they live at 
home, have jobs, have a family 
or whatever the reason. 

These students cannot go to 
another area for schooling so we 
must look at that. Also it is easier 
to “improve existing institutions 
than to build new ones." 

“Shepherd is a good 
institution," Marion said, “but it 
can be better and must improve. 
The resource allocation model, if 
put in place and not tampered 
with, would be good [to] 
Shepherd since the school has" 
outgrown it’s current funding. 

Student fees are average 
when compared to others in the 
South, even though the per 
capita income is lower in this 
state. We want to try to increase 
the going-[to college]-rate of 
high school seniors and not 
[raise costs of college to the 
point that we] price some 
students out of going to 
college,” Marion concluded.

It began when Clinton Davis, 
director of Auxiliary Services, 
realized that Shepherd College's 
finances were bouncing back 
from the 1988 investment 
scandal. Cuts in West Virginia 
higher educational spending 
meant the school could better 
afford to continue to maintain the 
old athletic complex rather than 
build another building. When 
Daivs noticed this, he made his 
suggestion to the college's 
president. 

“I recommended to Dr. 

Riccards that Sara Cree be used 
as a multi-purpose facility,” Davis 
said. 

The next step was to address 
the problems of deterioration in 
the building. Dr. Al Ottley, Vice 
President for Administration and 
Finance, did this by contacting 
the Marriot Corporation.

“We're buying from Marriot 
technology and training for our 
people,” Ottley said. He further 
explained that Shepherd's 
maintenance and repair staff 
needs this help from Marriot to 
avoid costly replacements of 
existing facilities in Sara Cree and 
campus wide. 

“We need technology to bring 
our [current facilities] up to a level 
of good repair and to implement 
a program to maintain them,” 
Ottley explained. 

Finally, decisions had to be 
made about who gets what 
space in Sara Cree Hall. The 
office space available in the 
building was allotted to both 
campus organizations and faculty 
on the basis of their requests. 
Some of the new occupants will 
be West Virginia Public Radio, 
part of Student Affairs and Dr. 
Hanak. 

The theater department, with 
new director Ed Herendeen, has 


already taken over the small 
gymnasium in the building. 

However, the biggest 
occupant of the revitalized hall 
will be the Wellness Program 
coordinated by Dr. Vince 
Gonino, health, physical 
education, recreation and safety 
division chairman. 

The Wellness Program, which 
is cost-effective because of 
memberships, rentals and sales 
to the public, will be almost 
wholly contained in the large gym 
with the only construction being 
three or four racquetball courts in 
the large gym at an approximate 
cost of $2,600 each. 

The large gym will also be the 
site of the program's walking 
track, as well as free and 
cardiovascular weight areas. 

As for the pool, it will remain 
unchanged but will have 
extended hours of operation for 
those participating in the 
Wellness Program.

New theater professor brings with him different styles

Shepherd's campus has been 
experiencing a lot of 
renovations, from the buildings 
to the faculty. Along with 
renovation comes innovation, 
and that is exactly the kind of 
changes the theater department 
has been experiencing. 
Professor Ed Herendeen, 
known simply as Ed to his 
students, is the man with the 
ideas. 

Herendeen sports a long 
blonde ponytail, red high top 
sneakers and jeans or shorts — 
depending on the weather. In 
his Elements of Theatrical 
Production class, textbooks 
aren't used; instead, his 
students are reading acting 
editions of plays. Herendeen 
also plans to take his students to 
see three live, professional 
theater companies. His 
intentions aren't to remove 
academia from the theater 
department, but to give 
students learning through first- 
hand experiences. 

Herendeen grew up in Boston 
and then moved to Milwaukee 
where he received his bachelor 
of arts degree from Marquette 
University. There he started The 
Alternative Theater in a local 
coffee house. He then received 
his master of fine arts in directing 
from Ohio University. From there 
he went to the Missouri 
Repertoire Theater where he 
directed the world premiere of 
“Play It Again, Mr. Goodbar.” At 
the Old Globe Theater in San 
Diego, CA, he assisted with 
“Romeo and Juliet." After three 
years in regional theater, 
Herendeen began teaching. 

In 1984 Herendeen was 
recruited by West Virginia 
University to start an MFA

program in acting. An associate 
professor, he rewrote the BFA 
and MFA curriculums. “The 
Crucible,” “Fifth of July" and the 
world premiere “Bodoni County 
Songbook Anthology" are some 
of the plays Herendeen directed 
while in Morgantown. 

In 1987, Herendeen visited 
Shepherdstown with the 
Governors Honors Academy 
and says he fell in love with the 
area. This, coupled with his 
dream of starting a professional 
summer theater festival brought 
Herendeen to Shepherd 
College. 

Herendeen said that because 
there is no theater major at 
Shepherd, his teaching will be 
done through a 
performance/production 
program that will be 
supplemented with intense, 
selective class instruction. 

“I want to teach theater by 
doing it. ..a lot of it it," 

Herendeen said. 

Herendeen already has a full 
theater season underway. The 
fall production “Chekhov: Short 
Stories” will feature seven 
adaptations by various 
contemporary playwrights 
including Wendy Wasserstein, 


John Guare and Michael Weller. 
The majority of the stories are 
performed during the 
Chekhovian period (1890's), 
although Guare's adaptation of 
“A Joke” takes place in 
contemporary times. 

“The stores are entertaining, 
zany, colorful, and enjoyable,” 
said Herendeen, “and I believe 
that these adaptations make 
Chekhov's writing accessible to 
today's audiences." 

A unique feature of the fall 
production is that Herendeen 
will be placing the audience on 
the stage by using risers for 
seating. 

“I want to make this an intimate 
theatrical experience by putting 
the focus on the stories and the 
actors not the set," Herendeen 
noted. 

The winter production is going 
to be “Killing Game" by Eugene 
Ionesco. The setting is a 
peaceful village where people 
speak only in cliches. The 
plague strikes bringing sudden 
death. Herendeen said the crisis 
reveals the raw emotions behind 
the cliches — hypocrisy and 
treachery by politicians, clergy 
and citizens alike.

Victims of a ‘sexual auction block’ 


College women drop 
careers for men, 
researcher says 


Many college women 
abandon or subordinate their 
career goals to their mates' 
careers, a researcher at the 
University of Colorado has 
found. 

Margaret Eisenhart, a 
professor at CU, surveyed 350 
women at two unnamed 
universities, and regularly 
interviewed 23 of the women 
over a period of eight years. 

By the end of the period, only 
five of the 23 women had full- 
time careers, although all 23 had 
started college with ambitions of 
becoming doctors, lawyers or 
diplomats, Eisenhart reported. 

Most of the 
other women 
had children 
and part-time 
jobs they really 
didn’t want, 
having 

sacrificed their 
plans in favor of 
their husbands' 
or boyfriends' 
careers, she 
said. 

Eisenhart said 
they had fallen 
victim to a “sexual auction block 
where their attractiveness to 
men is continually being 
reviewed and ranked by their 
peers.” 

“It's a subtle peer system by 
which men and women are 
reproducing the status quo in 
gender relations.” 

Some female college 
students say Eisenhart is off- 
track. 

Amy Egeland, an elementary 
education major at Central 
Washington University, called 
Eisenhart's comments “harsh.” 

“Isn't it natural to want to meet 
people?” Egeland asked. 


Egeland, who is engaged and 
will be putting her fiance 
through law school, said she 
thought both men and women 
face losses in a situation where 
both parties want to stay 
together and have careers. 

However, other female 
college students seem to agree 
with Eisenhart's findings. 

“When I was engaged I 
though I would back down on 
my career until my boyfriend got 
his on track,” said Gina Fatout, a 
government major at New 
Mexico State University who 
added her engagement had 
been broken off. 

“I think it 
happens a lot 
because of the 
way [female 
college 

students] were 
raised,” 

Fatout said. 

Tanya Cook, a 
marketing major 
at Georgia State 
University, 
explained when 
she started a 
job at her 
school's college of education, 
one of the first things she was 
asked was why she didn't have a 
boyfriend. 

“It's frustrating to know that 
the only way people judge your 
self worth is by whether you 
have a man wrapped around 
your shoulders,” Cook said. 

Cook, who is black, said she 
thinks women of color especially 
tend to put their careers on hold 
in favor of the men in their lives. 

All three women said they 
knew women who had 
abandoned their career goals in 
favor of following a husband or 
boyfriend. — College Press Service

Some of the recent issues 
discussed by student leaders 
include a new inter-visitation 
policy, a recycling program 
located on campus, and a 
shuttle service plan to curb the 
parking problem on campus. 

“These three areas are our 
main objectives for this 
semester,” commented SGA 
President Jeff Bolyard. 

Concerning the issue of inter- 
visitation, Student Life Council 
(SLC) last semester passed an 
intervis proposal which would 
extend the hours of 
intervisitation on the weekends 
beginning Friday at noon and 
ending Sunday at midnight, 
provided that a visitor who 
wishes to stay past 2 a.m. 
obtains a visitor's pass. Hours 
during weekdays would run from 
noon to midnight. 

This proposed new policy is 
still pending final approval by 
SLC and President Riccards. 

Kelley Roach, SGA Pro-Tern is 
leading the move toward 
establishing an on-campus 
recycling program. 

“The program is still in the 
early planning stage,” explained 
Roach, “but hopefully, through 
the cooperation of Shepherd 


College and Waste 
Management of Martinsburg, we 
can do our part to make a better, 
cleaner world.” 

Parking seems to be the most 
enduring problem that 
Shepherd faces. The SGA 
cabinet has proposed a shuttle 
service plan in which a shuttle 
bus would run every hour 
between both sides of campus 
so as to prevent students living 
on the west side of campus from 
driving to class. The plan has 
been approved by President 
Riccards; all is that is left is to 
work out the financial questions. 

SGA President Bolyard and 
Vice-President Mindy Merk 
recently met with faculty and the 
Board of Advisers to discuss 
President Riccards' budget 
request to the State Board of 
Directors. Riccards' goal is to 
bring Shepherd, the top ranked 
schools in West Virginia 
according to Peterson's Guide 
and numerous other sources, 
up to par in funding with the rest 
of the school in West Virginia. 

Recently, ACS 
Representative Kevin Lewis, 
called a joint meeting between 
the SGA senators and the West 
Virginia Advisory Council of 
Students to write up a resolution 
of cooperation between the two 
organizations. President 
Riccards was present at this 
meeting, and had the chance to 
meet with West Virginia State 
Legislative Representative 
Sandra Lucht to discuss 
initiatives that would put 
Shepherd closer to the top in 
the funding of state colleges.

Thacher Hall to get cable TV 

After several months of negotiations between the administration 
and CR TV Cable, Inc. of Charles Town, it appeared the Shepherd 
College campus would never receive cable television. However, 
upon request of Thacher Hall House Council, CR TV Cable will be 
wiring the residence hall's lobby for cable this week, says Thacher 
House Council President Gerald Turner. 

Other than the Media Services Department, which has had 
cable sen/ice for over two years, this is the first student-accessible 
place on campus to get cable television.

As crime bill nears passage 

Campuses deal with possible cover-ups 


While students and officials at 
two campuses traded 
accusations of crime cover-ups 
and sensationalist reporting, 
Congress moved one step 
closer Oct. 18 to approving a law 
to require schools to publish 
their crime statistics. 

A joint House and Senate 
committee came up with a 
compromise “right to know” bill. 

The bill, which now must be 
approved by both houses 
before it goes to President 
Bush for approval, will require 
administrators to make campus 
graduation rates and crime 
statistics public. 

Such a law won’t come a 
minute too soon at Shepherd 
College in West Virginia or at the 
State University of New York at 
Buffalo, where a student was 
raped and killed Sept. 29 in an 
area where two other students 
had been similarly assaulted. 

At Shepherd, college 
President Michael Riccards 
accused editors of The Picket of 


creating “a climate of fear and 
suspicion on this campus" by 
publishing an issue focusing on 
an increase in school crime. 

The Picket's Oct. 3 issue 
included reports of rape, assault 
and the alleged hazing of 
freshmen by members of the 
football team. 

An editorial written by co- 
editors Windy Blevins and Steve 
Rosa noted rises in gay bashing, 
racial tension and hazing on 
campus, and bemoaned the lack 
of thorough campus crime 
reports. 

“In some respects, our little 
corner of the world is even more 
dangerous than a city,” Blevins 
and Rosa wrote. 

But the articles, Riccards 
contended in an open letter two 
days after the paper came out, 
“have created a sense of anxiety 
on campus among students and 
employees; these articles are 
also a mixture of fact, rumor, 
falsehood and innuendo.” 

“There is no crime wave on 


this campus,” Riccards declared 
in the letter. 

SUNY-Buffalo administrators 
made a similar claim in defending 
their role in publicizing — or not 
publicizing — three crimes that 
technically occurred off campus. 

Buffalo sophomore Linda 
Yalem's raped, gagged and 
strangled body was found by 
police near a recreation path 
about a quarter of a mile from 
campus. Four months earlier, a 
woman — a nonstudent — was 
attacked and raped in about the 
same area. 

In August, 1989, a junior high 
school girl was attacked and 
raped in the same area in the 
same way as the other two 
victims. 

“Linda was very meticulous, 
and she would have found out if 
the information was there for 
her," asserted Ann Yalem, the 
most recent victim’s sister, in 
blaming Buffalo administrators 
for not warning students of the

Another college announces plans to drop 


In the movie “How I Got Into 
College," the protagonist tries to 
make up for his poor Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) scores by 
sending the college he wants to 
attend a humorous videotape of 
himself. 

Now Lewis and Clark College 
in Oregon says it will turn fiction 
to reality. 

In late September, campus 
officials said that, starting next 
school year, they will let 
students apply by submitting a 
“portfolio" of original work along 
with high school transcripts. 
Students that try it won't have to 
send their SAT or American 
College Testing (ACT) scores. 

The idea, said Peter Brown, 
Lewis and Clark’s dean of 
admissions, will attract “a bright 
student who is highly motivated 
but doesn't want to be 
categorized" by a SAT score. 

While Brown's school 
apparently is among the first to 
offer a “portfolio path” to getting 
in, it's only one of a growing 


number of campuses foresaking 
the SAT. 

Hawaii Pacific, Southern Utah 
State, Southern Vermont and 
Fort Lauderdale colleges, and all 
the schools in the Oregon State 
and California State university 
systems have made SAT and 
ACT scores optional for 
students in recent years. 

College reformers often claim 
the SAT in particular does not 
reveal much more about test 
takers than how well they have 
learned male, middle-class 
values. 

The test, critics add, does not 
accurately forecast how well 
female high school seniors will 
do in college. 

“The SAT," Brown 
maintained, “has become a 
symbol of the statistical 
approach to college 
admissions." 


Mindful of the criticism and the 
defections, trustees of the 
College Board, the organization 
that oversees the SAT, are 
pondering changes to make 
the test less “statistical.” 

At a Sept. 29 meeting, the 
trustees voted to wait until late 
October to decide whether to 
make sweeping changes that 
would include having students 
write an essay. [Editors' Mote: 
Results of this vote were 
unavailable at presstime.] 

If a mandatory essay is 
included without first trying it 
out, however, the big nine- 
campus University of California 
system should drop the SAT, 
said UC admissions chief Patrick 
S. Hayashi in a memo to UC 
President David Gardner. 

An essay, Hayashi noted, 
would trouble students for 
whom English is a second 
language. 

“The one really good thing 
about the SAT is that it is the 
one factor in admissions" that is 


not affected by the differences 
in each school, added R. Fred 
Zuker, enrollment management 
vice chancellor at the UC 
campus at Riverside. 

Zuker conceded it would be 
possible to admit students 
without the SAT, either by using 
the ACT or by creating another 
test. Vet, “the cost of 
developing, administering and 
grading our own test would be 
prohibitive.” 

While statistics truly help 
administrators like Zuker who 
must sift through as many as 
10,000 applications each year, 
Lewis and Clark-which got 
2,340 applications for admission 
for the 1990-91 school year- 
may have more time to view 
“personal portfolios.” 

Brown expects 1 0-to-1 5 
percent of the school's 
applicants to submit portfolios 
instead of test scores next year. 

The portfolios, he says, may 
include creative writing samples, 
videotapes and audiotapes. 


SAT exam 

Brown said the school was 
responding to “a segment of 
students who felt they were not 
being given a personal touch." 

Faculty members will be 
brought in to view the portfolios 
and advise the admissions 
department.— College Press

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Colleges deny newspapers access to security reports

Student newspapers at 
several West Virginia colleges 
have recently complained ot a 
lack of access to campus 
security reports. Some 
administrations are not providing 
adequate or even any 
information about campus 
crimes they say. Here at 
Shepherd College, school 
officials have agreed to give The 
Picket a statistical summary of 
crimes every two weeks with a 
minimum of detail. 

The Picket has also been 
criticized by the administration 
for publishing stories about 
violent crimes on campus. 
President Michael Riccards 
distributed a letter to the college 
after The Picket published 
several articles in the Oct. 3 
issue dealing with campus 
crime. In it he accused The 
Picket of invoking fear and 
suspicion on the campus. He 
says he wants students to be 
informed, but still refuses to 
release complete reports. 

College administrators often

argue that privacy laws prevent 
the release of crime details, and 
that reporters make too many 
mistakes and over- 
exaggerations. One such 
federal privacy law is the 1974 
Buckley Act, which states 
educational institutions can lose 
federal funding if students’ 
educational records are made 
public. 

On the other side, state 
officials, the Student Press Law 
Center in Washington, DC, 
Security On Campus, Inc., a 
Philadelphia-based group 
dedicated to making students 
aware of campus crime, and 
student reporters question 
whether educational record 
confidentiality applies to crime 
records. They say that if 
someone commits a crime on 
campus, whether a student or 
nonstudent, that should not 
entitle him/her to blanket 
protection from public scrutiny. 
They also believe college 
administrators often want to

danger. “She didn't know, and 
would not have run there if she 
knew." 

The 1986 murder of Lehigh 
University student Jeanne Clery 
led her parents, Howard and 
Connie Clery, to pressure 
Congress to require colleges to 
let students know of crime 
danger, if only to give them a fair 
chance of taking adequate 
precautions. 

The result was the recent vote 
in favor of the bill. 

During the past year, campus 
papers generally have been 
devoting more resources to 
reporting local crime, sometimes 
over the objections of 
administrators anxious to 
preserve victims' privacy and 
their schools' reputations. 

In mid-October, the Student 
Press Law Center in 
Washington, DC, set up a 
“Campus Crime Hotline” to help 
editors pry crime reports from 
reluctant administrators. 

At Shepherd, editor Rosa 
thinks Riccards is retaliating 
against the paper's stories to 
intimidate the paper into 
reporting what the 
administration wants it to. 

Both Blevins and Rosa sent 
letters to Riccards in which they 
restated the newspaper's case. 

“We're playing a waiting game. 
Public opinion is on our side, as 
well as the law,” Rosa noted. — 
College Press Service

keep crimes from the public 
because administrators believe 
such knowledge would be 
detrimental to the school's 
image. Also, says the Student 
Press Law Center, the Buckley 
Act has never been upheld in 
court to protect campus crime 
records. 

Student papers, as well as the 
Student Press Law Center and 
Security On Campus, say that in 
the long run making crimes 
public is not detrimental at all. 
For example, the police 
department at the University of 
Washington has made a habit of 
publicizing crimes since the 
early 1970s. During that time, 
they report a general decline in 
crime rates. In 1989 alone, 
overall crime rates declined by 
13 percent. Officials there feel 
that publicizing the crimes has 
made students more aware, and 
therefore, more able to avoid 
dangerous situations. 

However, the disagreement 
continues on many campuses 
nationwide. For example, suits 
for access have been filed at 
Oakland University in Michigan 
and Southwest Missouri State 
University. As for West Virginia, 
The Daily Anthenaeum at WVU 
gained access to police reports 
about a month ago only after 
threatening to sue the 
administration. The Yellow 
Jacket of West Virginia State 


College has also recently 
complained that they have 
trouble getting information. 

Currently, state higher 
education officials are 
considering making a mandatory 
statewide policy similar to that of 
WVU. The Daily Anthenaeum 
receives a daily police report 
each morning. Editors and the 
director of the WVU Department 
of Public Safety both agree that 
the plan works well. 

Recently, the House of 
Representatives and Senate 
both passed “right to know” bills 
requiring the release of campus

crime statistics. In the meantime, 
student papers all over West 
Virginia and the nation continue 
to step up pressure to gain 
access to the crime reports.

Campus crime 
Students do have a 
right to know 

Student newspapers provide their staff members a taste of what 
journalism is like for professionals. At Shepherd College, campus 
police [and administrators] are teaching the editors of The Picket a 
lesson in official stonewalling. 

The Picket wants the campus police records of incidents each day. 
The college refuses to make them public. 

The college is on shaky ground. Public records belong to the 
public, not the bureaucracy. And college students are members of 
the public. 

The administration's efforts to thwart The Picket have been 
inventively inane. Administrators agreed only to provide a monthly 
statistical summary of crime reports — no specifics, no names. 

Useless. 

The police apparently have the full backing of the college 
president. He says the newspaper editors are trying to create a 
climate of fear on one of the safest campuses in the United States. 

If the campus is so safe, why the stonewalling? Officials could 
advertise such an accomplishment by opening up the campus police 
reports. 

If rapes, assaults and hazing have occurred on campus, as The 
Picket contends, then opening the records would be a crime 
prevention measure. 

Either way, officials at Shepherd College have no business 
keeping the truth from the public. College educators who cannot 
handle a few stories in the student newspaper may be in the wrong

My friends, 

This issue [Oct. 3] of the 
college newspaper, The Picket, 
contains a series of articles 
which seeks to create the 
impression that this College is 
fundamentally an unsafe and 
intolerant place. I do not 
generally respond to college 
newspaper statements, 
believing that the editors have a 
right to publish what they wish. 
But those articles have created a 
sense of anxiety on campus 
among students and 
employees: those articles are 
also a mixture of fact, rumor 
falsehood and innuendo. In 
some cases, assertions have 
been made which the editors 
themselves know to be 
incorrect. No one is served by 
that sort of journalism. 

Let me be candid with you. 
After the long Labor Day 
weekend, the Dean of Students 
and I were informed that a young 
woman, a former Shepherd 
College student, told a local 
counselor that she had been 
accosted and raped. We did not 
and do not know her name due 
to her strong desire to remain 
anonymous. We did encourage 
her to work with her counselor 
and us to identify the alleged 
assailant. At no time did we seek 
to curtail that investigation; in 
fact, it was college officials who 
initiated such an investigation in 
spite of her early ambivalences. 
The matter is now in the hands 
of the appropriate authorities 
and not in the hands of the 
college. When The Picket story 
came out, the alleged victim and 
her mother were very disturbed 
at what they perceived to be a 
transgression of the very 
confidentiality they so desired. 

On the larger issue of campus 
safety, we have instituted an 
escort service for female 
students at night, established 
workshops in October on date 
and acquaintance rape, begun 
training session for RAs, 
examined the lighting patterns 
campus, and have recruited new 
campus security people to serve 
in the evening and early hours 
of the morning. 

In addition, our attitudes must 


change. Rape must be seen for 
what it is — an act of violence 
committed by an assailant. 
Victims of that crime should no 
more feel shame than those 
people who are mugged and 
robbed by other assailants. As I 
indicated, we will have on 
campus workshops on date and 
acquaintance rape. I support 
such workshops, but I must also 
confess that I do not see the 
confusion. One should have 
learned long before one comes 
here that the most intimate and 
personal expression of human 
relationships — sex — should be 
characterized by caring and 
voluntary giving and not by 
force, intimidation or 
exploitation. 

The Picket articles also seek 
to create a climate (or 
inadvertently help to create a 
climate) of fear and suspicion on 
this campus by implying that 
somehow the school will not 
provide its editors with detailed 
information on security 
violations. There is no crime 
wave on this campus. Actually, 
according to recent statistics, 
Shepherd is one of the safest 
campuses in the country and it 
lies in one of the safest states in 
the United States. 

Those overall figures, 
however, do not mean that this 
is a risk-free campus community. 
It is not. We do have anti-social 
incidents, and the security 
reports given to me and to the 
Dean daily lay out those 
problems. There are occasional 
thefts, but most of the problems 
are due to alcohol and alcohol 
abuse. The Dean of Students 
has been at Shepherd College 
for nearly a quarter century and 
has said that this is the tirst 
reported case of rape that the 
college has had. One case in 25 
years is one too many, but it is 
important for us to understand 
the frequency in order to gauge 
the risk. 

When we consider that this is 
a community of nearly 3,500 
people, with large numbers of 
young transients, near major 
interstate highways, this campus 
is remarkably safe. Again, it is 
not risk proof, but neither are 


your families' neighborhoods in 
the towns and cities in which 
you and I have grown up. The 
world we live in is awash in 
drugs, alcohol and personal 
violence; it is less influenced 
and less structured by moral 
judgements than it has been in 
the past. We must be prudent in 
traveling alone, in walking in dark 
corners, in stopping on 
unguarded roadways, in 
frequenting bars where brawls 
are a way of life and in being too 
friendly too quickly with 
strangers. 

In addition, one of the articles 
criticizing the hazing activities of 
some members of the football 
team is just incorrect. This 
administration does and and will 
not tolerate any intimidation of 
RAs and none occurred. There 
is only one standard for 
students; but The Picket 
without verification is seeking to 
turn a stupid prank into a major 
incident. Such a story is not only 
unfair, but it belittles the attempt 
of people in responsibility to 
guarantee some due process 
and to respect student rights in 
these and in other alleged 
infractions. Lastly, the allegation 
that The Picket was threatened 
by a faculty member is just not 
true, and one of the editors so 
confirmed that to me just last 
week. 

This college needs a free and 
unfettered college newspaper. 
This college needs a fair and 
responsible college newspaper. 
It has the first, but not the 
second. I do want you to know 
that Shepherd College is a safe 
campus in which to work and to 
study, and it is a safe campus for 
me and my family to live. But it is 
not a bucolic paradise; it is an 
open campus, both physically 
and psychologically. It is not 
sealed off from the world and all 
the events that seem to trouble 
it. 

In facing that world, however, 
our best ally is vigilance and not 
fear. 

I welcome your thoughts on 
this matter.

In view of my concerns 
regarding campus security, I was 
encouraged when I read the 
Oct. 3 issue of the Shepherd 
College newspaper, The Picket. 

I would like to compliment you 
and the Managing Editors, 

Windy Blevins and Steve Rosa, 
for a job well done! I admire your 
straight-forward attitude and the 
courage needed to 
acknowledge the growing 
problems of campus crime. Too 
often, academic leaders are 
reluctant to deal with this sort of 
unpleasantness. The fact that 
our Congressional leaders are 
involving themselves in this far - 
reaching national problem is 
evidenced by the unanimous 
passage of the Crime 
Awareness and Campus 
Security Act by the US House of 
Representatives. It is my hope, 
that when the Senate 
reconvenes, that they respond 
to this Bill in the same positive 
manner.

Even as a reporter for The 
Picket, I felt that the Oct. 3 issue 
was overdone.

Dear editors, 

As a concerned parent of a 
former Shepherd College 
student and as a student of 
Shepherd College myself, I was 
very upset when on Labor Day 
weekend my daughter was 
raped while walking between 
dorms on the Shepherd College 
campus. 

When she came home after 
the incident my first reaction was 
to call the state police, but she 
didn't want me to. I was able to 
convince her that she had to talk 
to “someone.” We tried to call 
The Shenandoah Women's 
Center Hot Line for over an hour 
and only got a busy signal. I 
couldn't tell you how many times 
in that hour I redialed that 
number trying to get someone 
who was capable to handle this 
emergency and who could tell 
us what to do. When we couldn't 
get an answer at the Berkeley 
County number, I tried the 
Jefferson County number only 
to get a recording saying that 


the number was no longer in 
service. Not knowing what to do 
I called a friend that I thought 
could at least give us some 
direction and tell us what to do 
next. I know that if you were 
physically injured you can always 
dial 91 1 , but who do you call 
when the main injury is to 
someone's emotional state? 

I was told that the process that 
you have to go through in the 
emergency room is very 
demeaning and degrading (And 
at that point is that what my 
daughter really needed?) The 
only thing that they would be 
concerned with was collecting 
physical evidence and since she 
didn't want to press charges was 
that really necessary? 

When we got a hold of Ann 
Wilson from Shenandoah 
Adoption and Maternity 
Services we finally found 
someone who could counsel 
her and help her with what she 
was feeling and how to handle 
those feelings. I felt that 


Shepherd should at least be 
made aware of what had 
happened, and Ann helped do 
this by acting as a liason 
between my daughter and the 
college. It was agreed that 
everything be kept confidential 
and that my daughter's identity 
remain anonymous. 

Before actually reading the 
article concerning the rape of my 
daughter, I was not pleased 
about the publicity and that is 
exactly what I told Dr. Riccards, 
as did my daughter. She was 
told The Picket was an 
independent entity, and he had 
no control over what was printed 
in the paper. I guess that's how it 
should be though. However, 
when I finally read the entire 
issue of The Picket, I realized 
that the article did not

Although Shepherd may 
have less of these problems 
than other campuses they still 
do exist and anyone who says 
“NOT AT SHEPHERD” is living 
in a fantasy world. 

I hope Dr. Riccards and 
Shepherd's staff know that this 
is not the first case of rape at 
Shepherd but it is the first case 
that has gotten any publicity. 
Shepherd has been taking 
some steps to solve this 


problem and that is good, but 
there has to be someone on 
campus whom a student can go to 
and get help and can also make 
the administration aware that this 
is happening. We need 
someone whom a girl can go to to 
report date rape or any other 
type of physical abuse. Society, 
as well as Shepherd College, 
has to realize that a woman is not 
to be “blamed.” No one asks to 
be raped or beaten up. Males 
must change their idea about 
what is their right and what is 
owed to them when it comes to 
the opposite sex and never to 
raise their hand in anger at any 
female for failing to do what they 
want them to.

Dear editors, 

In his book, Straight Shooting: 
What's Wrong With America and 
How to Fix It, John Silber, 
president of Boston University 
wrote these lines: 

“If we have the courage to 
face reality, we will know and 
proclaim these harrowing truths: 
that the degenerate society. . . 
that will not defend its freedom 
will lose it. . . . We ill serve 
ourselves and our children by 
preparing them for a life of 
freedom and easy pleasure that 
may never come and most 
certainly will never last. We had 
better prepare ourselves and 
them for a reality — a reality that is 
infused with moral laws as surely 
as it is infused with physical laws; 
a reality in which there is no 
consumption without 
production, no freedom without 
defense, no self-fulfillment and 
no self-government without self- 
disciplined persons who govern 
themselves. . . . 

“It is often said, mistakenly, 
that students on graduation 
finally go out into the 'real' world. 
That is an expression of 
escapism. It suggests thgt they 
were avoiding the real world all 
the time they were in school. . . 
And educators should ensure 
that reality is packed into the 
curriculum. . . . 

“[I]f we are to retain our joy in 
life, we must find much of that 
joy in spite of disappointment, 
for the joy of life consists largely 
in the joy of savoring the 
struggle, whether it ends in 
success or in failure. Our ability 
to go through life successfully 
will depend largely upon our 


ourselves...” 

traveling with courage and a 
good sense of humor, for both 
are conditions of survival. It is for 
this reason that educators 
should stress the importance of 
living with reality and therefore 
with disappointment.” 

I think that we as students, 
and also the administration must 
face reality. We do not, as Dr. 
Riccards explained, live in a 
bucolic paradise, but a small 
piece of the real world. And the 
world can be a very bad place. 
Unfortunately, here on our 
sylvan campus, locked in our 
ivory towers, both students and 
administrators tend to forget this 
all too often. The Picket did not 
create a climate of fear. The fear 
was already present. What The 
Picketed was to codify those 
fears for students and also to 
confront the reality of campus 
violence as no one has been 
able to do before. 

In a meeting I had with Dr. 
Riccards, I encouraged him to 
institute a mandatory “Freshman 
101" program to teach our new 
students each year that this is a 
part of the real world and how to 
deal with it. With such a 
program, I believe that we can 
heed Silber's cry to put reality 
into the curriculum, find joy in 
savoring the struggle of life and 
allow us to travel through our 
time here with courage and 
good humor. 

We have a moral duty, as 
President Silber says, to ensure 
that students face reality and 
bring them out of the ivory 
tower.

Rape victim says she's not happy with way case was handled

As many now know, a woman 
was abducted and raped on the 
Shepherd College campus 
during the Labor Day weekend. 
However, what most don't know 
is what's happened to her since 
the attack. 

Upon talking to Ann Wilson, 
the victim decided to let the 
campus know what happened to 
her the during the morning 
hours of Sept. 2. According to 
Wilson, the woman gave 
permission to allow Wilson to 
relate the story to The Picket. 
However, upon publication, the 
woman heard many, many 
versions of what the article said. 
Afraid her identity had been 
compromised, she called the 
school to complain. 

But after reading the article, 
however, the victim says there 
was nothing wrong with the 
article. She said it was correct in 
every aspect. But, she says, 
there are still some things 
troubling her. To try to “clear the 
air" on some things, she 
decided to grant The Picket a 
direct interview. 

When asked what things are 
bothering her, the victim related 
several incidents, among them: 

•When President Riccards 
issued a letter to the college 
community Oct. 5, he said this 
had been the first case of rape 
reported at Shepherd College in 
nearly 25 years. 

•Students allegedly heard her 
scream when her abductor 
initially grabbed her, but failed to 
report the screams. 

•The school says there was an 
investigation into the matter. 

The victim says nothing was 
done until after the article 
appeared in The Picket, 
approximately a month 
afterward. 

“As far as this being the only 
case of rape at Shepherd 
College in 25 years, that's 
bullshit. It's not so much that I'm 


traumatized anymore; I'm angry 
now,” she commented. 

“I'm kind of upset if you heard 
a scream that you wouldn't 
report it," she said. But what was 
even more disturbing, she said, 
was that she said she never saw 
a security officer around the 
entire time. She said she was 
taken to an area next to the 
HPERS Complex, which was 


well lit, and was raped. During 
the entire incident, which lasted 
approximately 45 minutes, she 
again saw no security officers. 

Why not press charges? She 
says after the attadk, she went 
and sat by the river until 8 a.m. 
Sunday morning. By that time, 
she said, most physical 
evidence would have been 
gone. And without the 
evidence, a rape is virtually 
impossible to prove, she added.

On the morning of Tuesday, 
Oct. 23, Shepherd lost a 
member of its student body. 
Tony Del-Colle was on his way to 
school driving on Leetown Road 
near Charles Town when he 
apparently lost control of his 
vehicle and hit a utility pole. He 
was rushed to Jefferson 
Memorial Hospital and was later 
taken to a hospital in 
Winchester, VA, where he was 
later pronounced dead on 
arrival. A viewing for family and 
friends was held on Friday night, 
and funeral services were held 
on Saturday at St. James 


As for the identity of her 
attacker, the man remains at 
large. There are no leads in the 
case. After her story was 
published, she said the school 
provided pictures of 13 possible 
suspects, two of which didn't 
even match her description of 
the attacker. None of the men 
were identified as the assailant. 

“The thing is what Shepherd 


wants me to do is say it wasn't 
someone in those pictures so 
they can say it wasn't anyone 
that goes to school there. I think 
if Ann [Wilson] hadn't told [The 
Picket\, then the whole thing 
would have been dropped. No 
one would’ve ever known if the 
article hadn't been printed," she 
said. “I was initially upset, but I 
think it's really good that [the 
article] was printed." 

Is she satisfied with how 


Catholic Church in Charles

Del-Colle was a member of 
the Delta Sigma Pi business 
fraternity, where he held the 
offices of chancellor and 
housing chairman. He 
commuted to Shepherd from his 
home in Summit Point, WV. 

Del-Colle's fraternity brothers 
say they have suffered a great 
loss with the death. His attitude 
toward the fraternity was “we are 
one." One brother was quoted 
as saying “he was a person who 
loved life....” At the burial, his 
brothers held a short ceremony 
in memory of Del-Colle.

Author says changes must be made in college sports programs

Big-time college sports do 
little to educate students and 
actually siphon money away 
from academics, says a damning 
new book by an Indiana 
University professor. 

In Sports Inc., The Athletic 
Department vs. the University, 
author Murray Sperber issues a 
long litany of charges against 
college sports. Among them 
are: 

•The big revenue-producing 
sports — football and men's 
basketball — do not earn enough 
to support the other athletic 
programs. 

•Most athletic programs 
operate in the red and steal 
money from classroom and 
other student activities. 

•It's almost impossible for 
athletes, sometimes practicing 
and playing 40 hours a week, to 
find time to be students. 

•The powerful National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA), a group that represents 
its member schools, and in 
practice protects and serves the 
coaches and athletic directors 
who serve on its committees. 

Sperber's book, which 
generally has gotten favorable 
critical notice while drawing 
angry reaction from campus 
sports officials, goes on to 
document how athletic 
department employees often 
are among the highest paid 


people on a campus. 

They are also overpaid, 
Sperber demonstrates, in 
relation to the amount of 
revenue they produce. 

The average income for at 
least 150 NCAA Division I men's 
basketball coaches and 100 
Division l-A football coaches 
tops $100,000. At the same 
time, Sperber wrote, only 10-to- 
20 athletic programs make a 
profit, and another 20 to 30 
break even. 

But schools, either unwilling 
or unable to recognize that their 
sports programs lose money for 
them, regularly spend millions to 
expand their stadiums' seating 
capacities and build lavish 
training facilities, all in hopes of 
generating still more revenue, 
Sperber writes. 

Filling those seats requires a 
winning team, which also costs 
money and inspires colleges to 
admit people who otherwise 
might never qualify. 

Athletes recruited to play at 
NCAA Division l-A schools in 
1988 were four times more likely 
to be admitted as “exceptions'' 
to normal campus admissions 
standards than other students, a 
NCAA study released Sept. 26 
found. 

“Money that could go to 
better-qualified students ends 
up going to jocks,” Sperber told 
College Press Service. 

Such statements, needless to 
say, have infuriated campus 
sports officials. 


“There isn’t much on a college 
campus that operates in the 
black, and I don't think it 
should,” retorted Donna 
Lopiano, assistant athletic 
director at the University of 
Texas-Austin. 

A sports program is 
successful, she says, “as long 
as it's serving the student- 
athlete in the same way the 
university serves the cellist, the 
dance major, the drama major or 
anyone else with a special 
talent.” 


Added Brad Rothermel, who 
in August finished a 10-year 
stint as athletic director at the 
University of Nevada at Las 
Vegas, “the mission of 
intercollegiate athletics is to 
educate students who happen 
to be student-athletes." 

At UNLV, whose powerhouse 
basketball team members in the 
past have been accused of 
being academically 
disinterested, athletes are as 
successful in the classroom as 
their less athletically gifted 
classmates, Rothermel 
maintained. 

“There's no doubt a lot of 
these kids aren’t getting 
anything that you and I would 
call 'higher' education,” charged 
Clifford Adelman of the U.S. 
Department of Education in 


releasing a September study of 
what happens to college 
athletes later in life. 

“I do think there's educational 
exploitation, and a lot of broken 
promises," he added. 

Sperber maintains the cost of 
supporting big-time college 
sports also hurts other students. 

“Where it really affects 
students is in-debt servicing," 
the lanky former semi- 
professional basketball player 
said in an interview. 

Students often end up paying 


for sports programs under the 
guise of “activity fees,” and in 
athletic scholarships taken from 
general scholarship funds. 

And instead of encouraging 
school spirit, Sperber says 
college sports foster little more 
than cynicism. 

“It's the jock dorms. You’re 
paying lots of money for this 
shitty place, and their dorms are 
really palatial. Every school has 
special dining rooms for 
athletes, and the food is 
fantastic, and you’re eating this 
lousy food...” 

Sperber blames the 
tremendous injection of money 
from TV advertisers for the 
current state of college sports. 
“They're not making a 
contribution to higher 
education. It's payment for a 


product (to fill TV time), for 
college sports to be played at 
the highest possible level.” 

Sperber has few hopes the 
current reform movement, 
spurred by scandals of fans 
paying players, drug and rape 
arrests, low graduation rates and 
charges of grade fixing, will 
return college sports to 
respectability. 

Although the NCAA adopted 
new reform rules in 1989 and 
1990, reform-minded college 
presidents stand little chance of 
wresting control from the athletic 
directors who, Sperber claims, 
really run athletic departments. 

The NCAA itself, which 
represents 800-plus schools, 
disagrees. 

“The president of each 
institution can run it the way he 
or she wants,” contended 
NCAA spokesman Jim 
Marchiony. 

In lieu of successful reforms, 
Sperber instead sees the 40 or 
50 biggest campus sports 
programs, engorged with fat TV 
contracts and sustained by 
boosters, evolving into “jock 
factories." 

The rest of the nation's 
schools, unable to compete, will 
have to let their programs be 
“returned to the students,” 
Sperber predicted. 

He would welcome it. “The 
point of higher education is 
higher education. It's not 
supposed to be commercial 
entertainment."

and involved a student cited for 
driving recklessly on King 
Street. 

Four students in Thacher Hall 
were cited for intervisitation 
violations on Oct. 20 at 3:25 
a.m. They were referred to 
Student Affairs for appropriate 


disiplinary actions. 

Finally, disorderly conduct at 
the Westwoods Complex was 
reported Oct. 23 at 12:15 a.m. 
Two students were screaming 
and didn't realize they were 
causing a disturbance. No 
disciplinary action was deemed 
necessary.

Assistant Dean of Students 
enjoys new responsibility

“I am here for them,” Dave 
Cole says of the veteran, 
commuter and international 
students to whom he's 
become advisor since accepting 
a newly-created position in the 
administration last May. 

As the new Assistant Dean of 
Student Affairs and Director of 
Student Support Services, Cole 
has already met with some 
success. 

According to Cole, after 
veteran students expressed 
anxiety about tuition losses if 
called to active duty during 
Operation Desert Shield, he 
voiced their concerns “to the 
powers that be” and was able to 
assure full refunds to reservists 
forced to leave school in mid- 
semester. 

Furthermore, Cole hopes to 
achieve similar ends for other 
students he is representing. 
Currently, he is stressing 
commuter involvement. 

“I want to get commuters more 
involved in the decision making 


process and to sensitize 
campus organizations to 
commuter needs,” he 
commented. 

Cole feels that if the various 
clubs and groups met and 
scheduled activities at times 
convenient to commuters, there 
would be more participation from 
off-campus students who out- 
number residents approximately 
three to one. 

In addition to the more than 
3,000 students who may call 
upon Cole for advice, he also 
gets first crack at incoming 
students in his capacity as 
Director of New Student 
Orientation. This includes 
coordinating all orientation 
activities as well as selecting and 
training orientation assistants. 

So does all of this 
responsibility bother him? Not at 
all. Cole says he enjoys dealing 
with students after five years in 
the maintenance department 
and therefore maintains an open 
door policy. In fact, he says he 
hopes to hear from more of his 
advisees, especially commuters.

Shepherd Advisory Council of 
Students Representative Kevin 
Lewis reported Tuesday, Oct. 

16 to SGA on the proposal 
recently presented by the ACS 
during their meeting at Concord 
College. 

The proposal, which deals 
with six issues ACS feels need 
to be addressed in the West 
Virginia higher education 
system, was presented to the 
Board of Directors which, 
according to Lewis, received it 
with great interest. 

“The board listened to what 
we said and asked questions; 


they generally support us,” he 
commented. 

This support is essential for 
ACS to instigate any policy 
changes at its 1 0 member 
colleges since the board is in 
control of the entire $800 million 
state higher education system. 

One policy change the ACS 
proposed in the annual report 
was the development of a long 
range tuition pricing plan. In 
effect, this would set a limit on 
how much tuition could be 
increased each year. 

Other issues raised in the 
proposal were; 

•Unbalanced athletic and 
academic spending 


•The underfunded WV Higher 
Education Grant Program 
•Environmental concerns 
such as recycling and the use of 
biodegradable products by the 
schools 

•Education on sexually 
transmitted diseases 
•Academic concerns including 
library spending, student-to- 
teacher ratios and transfer 
agreements between schools. 

According to Lewis, a revised 
version of the proposal will be 
presented to the legislature, 
which may or may not act on it. 

“The best thing we can do is 
add a student's voice,” Lewis 
stressed.

After the controversy 
surrounding the reported rape 
on campus over Labor Day 
weekend, campus security has 
become more of a concern for 
students. Although Shepherd 
has hired three new security 
officers, students complain of 
the inefficient escort service 
provided by campus security 
and feel something more needs 
to be provided. A few house 
councils are organizing student 
volunteer escort services. In 
addition, the proposed campus 
shuttle service might also 
provide transportation for 
students at least until midnight 
when the library closes. 

Recently the SGA cabinet had 
lunch with President Riccards to 
discuss many of the students' 
concerns. The cabinet pressed 
the President to give more 
concrete details as to whether or 
not we will be able to have the 
shuttle service on campus by 
next semester. The shuttle 
would run hourly between both 
sides of campus in an effort to 


curb the parking problem by 
discouraging students who live 
on the west side of campus from 
driving to class. Students could 
also use the shuttle to save time 
between classes in getting from 
the new gym/CAC to White Hall. 
The President said if students 
want the shuttle, a fee of up to 
$190 would have to be 
assessed to all students next fall 
in order to cover expenses. The 
parking committee will conduct a 
student survey about paying a 
fee for this service. 

Kelley Roach, SGA President 
Pro-Tern, also proposed a 
campus-wide recycling program 
to Dr. Riccards, following her 
contact with Rutgers University 
about their recycling program. 
She plans to meet with 
maintenance about the cost of 
putting collection bins in the 
dorms. 

The Wellness Program in Sara 
Cree was also discussed. The 
cabinet conveyed the concern 
that many students have about 
the weights in the new gym 
being transferred to Sara Cree. 
Riccards said the plans for this 
program are still in the making 
and nothing is definite. 

Kevin Lewis, ACS 
Representative, expressed his 
concern to the President about 
the higher percentage of 
athletic tuition waivers over 
academic tuition waivers in West 
Virginia, which was just one of 
the issues outlined in the 26- 
page proposal presented during 


a regional meeting of the ACS to 
the State College System Board 
of Directors. Among the other 
topics presented in the proposal 
were higher education, social 
information, environmental 
awareness and long range 
tuition plans.

On Oct. 18, the Shepherd 
Program Board and residence 
life staff sponsored a lecture on 
sex and dating in the Ballroom of 
the College Center. Bob Hall's 
presentation focused on the 
aspects of dating that deal with 
conflict over sexual activity. Hall 
is a well known instructor on 
rape prevention. He uses humor 
to address these subjects. His 
presentation was entitled 
“Hands Off! Let's Talk” and dealt 
with a great deal of issues that 
come up between couples in 
relationships. 

Hall’s method in dealing with 
sexual aggression and dating is 
called “conflict management." 
Conflict management 
encourages both men and 
women to take responsibility in 
dating. It stresses the 
importance of communication 
between partners at all levels, 
especially on the topic of sex. 
This is vital, according to Hall,

The presentation was aimed at 
teaching students how to avoid 
confrontations that may lead to 
sexual assault or even rape. He 
posed many ideas that are often 
overlooked in relationships. 

Most are unaware that 90 
percent of date or acquaintance 
rapes involve the abuse of 
alcohol. Since marketing 
research has long linked sex to 
the successful sale of alcohol, 
advertisers often lead people to 
equate the two, Hall suggests. 

Hall also discussed 
differences in belief systems, 
values and attitudes toward sex, 
and his lecture used a variety of 
techniques to make the topic 
slightly more comfortable, 
interesting and entertaining. 
Hall's lecture focused on one 
main theme, namely that trust 
and communication are 
invaluable tools in relationships, 
and that “one never needs a 
good reason to say 'no'.” 


Communication necessary to prevent sexual 
assault in relationships, lecturer says 
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Two campus papers blasted for printing anti-Semitic comments 


Students and administrators at 
two colleges blasted campus 
newspapers in early October for 
publishing anti-Semitic 
sentiments. 

One of the papers, at the City 
College campus of the City 
University of New York System, 
evoked a public reprimand from 
its school president for printing 
an anti-Semitic column on its 
opinion page. 

Another paper, the 
intentionally provocative 
Dartmouth Review, provoked a 
firestorm of criticism and a giant 
demonstration by over half the 
student body when it printed a 
quote from Adolf Hitler on Sept. 
28, the Jewish holiday of Yom 
Kippur. 

In the ensuing uproar, three 
staff members of the avowedly 
conservative, independently 
financed and strenuously 
controversial Review resigned. 

“By warding off the Jews, I am 
fighting for the Lord's work," 
read the Hitler quote, which the 
Re view printed within its usual 
masthead credo, a Theodore 
Roosevelt nostrum. 

An opinion column by former 
student Vivek Golikeri in the 
Sept. 17 edition of the The 
Campus similarly charged that 
City College is dominated by a 
“Jewish clique" made up of 
“powerful, arrogant people who 
often control everything.” 


“I was appalled by the blatant 
anti-Semitism expressed" in the 
column, said City College 
President Bernard W. Harleston 
in a letter to the paper. 

“I urge the editors of The 
Campus and other student 
media to reject such blatant 
prejudice both in their news 
stories and on their opinion 
pages,” he added. 

Dartmouth President James 
O. Freedman, who the Review 
once charged was himself 
behaving like Hitler, reacted with 
almost the exact same 
sentiments. 

“Appalling bigotry of this kind 
has no place at the college or in 
the country,” he said. 

“For 10 years, the Dartmouth 
Review has consistently 
attacked blacks because they 
are black, women because they 
are women and Jews because 
they are Jews,” Freedman's 
statement said. 

Freedman and two professors 
from Dartmouth spoke at a 
student rally against the Review 
on Oct. 3, which was attended 
by more than 2,500 students. 

Review editors could not be 
reached for comment. 

In a statement released to the 
press, they said the quote got 
into the newspaper “through an 
act of sabotage, subterfuge, a 
dirty trick that we are determined 
to track down and expose.”

However, the statement also 
lashed out against the school for 
its protests. It called the situation 
“Dartmouth's Tawana Brawley 
case,” in reference to the black 
New York teenager who said 
she had been raped by white 
men, a claim that was later 
discredited. 

“A sabotage and hoax is 
cynically exploited by 
demagogues to stir up hatred 
and polarization,” the statement 
said. 

The paper has indeed 
attracted the enmity of many 
Dartmouth administrators and 
students. In years past, it 
sponsored a lobster-and- 
champagne dinner during a 
campus fast to raise money for 
homeless people, published a 
list of Gay Student Association 
members, ran a “Black English" 
column alleging the school's 
black students are generally 
illiterate and had staff members

Seminar on

On Oct. 18, the Shepherd 
College Department of Social 
Work and City Care of 
Martinsburg presented a 
workshop entitled “Intimate 
Violence: The Problem and 
Treatment of Sexual Abuse" in 
Reynolds Hall. 

Dr. Paul Ephross, professor of 
psychiatry from the School of 
Medicine at the University of 
Maryland was the workshop's 
featured speaker. Ephross has 
been interested in sexual abuse 
since the late 1950s. He said he 
has been involved with research 
concerning sexual abuse ever 
since, “I worked with teens in a 
community center.... One day a 
girl came in and closed the door 
behind her and just started 
talking....” 

During the morning session, 
Ephross talked about the 
prevalence of sexual abuse and 
stressed that “it is found in all 
races, classes and sexes. ..[but] 
most of it is not reported.” 

Studies find there are four to 
five times more cases than are 
actually ever reported. As with 
other crimes most are not 
reported because of fear, a 
desire to avoid involvement or 
just keeping a commitment not 
to tell. 

Ephross says that many times 
the “effects go underground for 
a while, but [eventually] pop up 
in relationships, marriages [and] 
parenthood....” 

He points out three major 
ideas to remember with sexual 
abuse: 

•Substance abuse is often 
intertwined and without help first 
for substance abuse, little else 
can be done. 


suspended for wrecking an anti- 
apartheid shanty and getting in a 
shoving match with a black 
professor. 

In August, William Cole, the 
professor who fought with 
Review staffers, resigned, citing 
two years of harassment from 
the Review as one of his 
reasons for leaving. 

Alex Huppe, Dartmouth's 
news service director, said the 
Review's stereotyping and 
criticism of whole groups of 
people has hurt the school's 
recruiting of minority students 
and faculty members. 

Moreover, he doubted the 
Review's contention that 
publishing the Hitler quote was a 
mistake, recalling Reviewers 
previously claimed the “Black 
English,” shanty wrecking and 
Cole incidents were all works of 
individual staffers and not the 
Review itself. 

While Review Editor-in-chief 


•Victims often find guilty 
feelings because of their 
“enjoyment” of the stimulation — 
of the physiologically involuntary 
actions of the body. 

•But most of all, Ephross says, 
“We must keep in mind the 
seriousness of sexual abuse, 
both with female children and 
males.” 

Research has found that girls 
are abused much more often (as 
many as one in four girls are 
sexually abused) than are boys 
(only one boy in nine is sexually 
abused). The perpetrators are 
almost always reported to be 
males, Ephross commented. 

Abuse by fathers or 
stepfathers has been reported 
to cause the most negative 
psychological effects. Most 
studies point to penetration of a 
body orifice as associated with 
more negative after-effects of 
sexual abuse, Ephross 
explained. 

Three case studies were 
discussed in the workshop: 

•a 15-year-old girl abused by 
her father who confided to her 
grandparents about her abuse 
•a 9-year-old girl abused by a 
15-year-old boy who called the 
police about her abuse 
•a group of 7 to 1 1 -year-old 
girls meeting under the direction 
of the Department of Social 
Services and the Ministerial 
Alliance at a local church. 

Ephross noted sexual abuse 
creates many problems for the 
victims, and he termed some of 
them: 

•Affective effects such as 
anxiety, depression or anger 
•Physical effects like 
stomachaches, headaches and 
the sudden onset of 
psychosomatic symptoms 


Kevin Pritchett has apologized 
repeatedly for the incident, the 
editors at The Campus have not 
done so. 

In an editorial printed two 
weeks after the first opinion 
piece, the editors defended 
their right to print such an article. 

“A range of views tend to get 
people to act. ..hopefully 
towards justice and peace,” the 
editorial said. 

The Campus editors were 
unavailable for comment. — 
College Press Service

•Behavioral symptoms and 
swings — “acting out” good to 
bad or bad to good 

•Self-destructive behavior — 
suicide, sexual issues in 
adolescence and drug abuse 

•Poor interpersonal 
relationships — poor sexual 
functioning, trading sexual 
favors, hypersexuality and 
avoiding normal adolescent 
sexual activity. 

“Often, prosecution is more 
important to laws than the 
victims. There is a need for 
public knowledge, but also for 
treatment and privacy,” Ephross 
stressed.

Ram gridders move closer to play-off hopes

Shepherd's hopes for making 
the NAIA Division I football play- 
offs are still alive. Despite tying 
Fairmont on Saturday, Oct. 20, 
the Rams moved up to eleventh 
in the national rankings. 

In the first home game of the 
season, under the leadership of 
head coach Monte Cater, 
Shepherd football defeated 
Millersville University 28-24. 

On Homecoming in front of a 
crowd of 5,300, the Rams 
added another big win by 
defeating Concord, which is 
currently ranked seventh in the 
nation. It was an offensive day 
for the Rams starting with 
quarterback, Jim Signora, 
scoring the first touchdown on a 
one-yard run in the first quarter. 
Shepherd scored again in the 
second quarter when Signora 
hit Mike Falk for a 15-yard 
touchdown pass. With four 
seconds to go in the third 
quarter and trailing 14-21, 
Signora hooked up with senior 
wide receiver Chris Scaglione in 
a 16-yard touchdown pass. The 
extra point by John Duke tied 
the game, 21-21. Shepherd's 
defense shut down the 
Concord offense in the fourth 
quarter, however. After that 


Concord could not contain the 
offensive efforts of the Rams. A 
34-yard field goal by Duke put 
the Rams ahead 24-21. But 
Shepherd didn't settle for a 
three-point lead. They scored 
again when Signora hit Justin 
Duhaime for a 56-yard 
touchdown pass. Duke then hit 
his fourth extra point of the day. 
Shepherd defeated Concord 
31-21. 

Shepherd clinched another 
conference victory the following 
week by defeating West Virginia 
Tech. 34-30. Then on Saturday, 
Oct. 20, they hosted the 
Falcons from Fairmont State. Six 
minutes into the second quarter 
Fairmont scored the first points 
on a 17-yard run. Eight minutes 
later, Shepherd responded 
when quarterback Skip Stasky 


hit Kurt Minifield for a 22-yard 
touchdown pass. John Duke's 
extra point for the Rams tied the 
game with one minute left to go 
in the first half. Neither team was 
able to score in the second half. 
The game ended in a 7-7 tie 
bringing Shepherd's record to 
5-2-1. 

Shepherd played at home 
Saturday, Oct. 27, against West 
Virginia State. They defeated 
State by a score of 33-26. 

With the top 12 teams 
advancing to the national play- 
off, each remaining game is 
crucial in keeping the Rams’ 
play-off hopes alive. 

The Rams will end their regular 
season when they host 
American International at Ram 
Stadium, Nov. 3 at 12:30 p.m.

Yearbook publishers settle 

price-fixing allegations 


The nation's three top school 
yearbook publishers have 
agreed to pay more than 
$400,000 to settle legal claims it 
illegally fixed prices it charged 
schools to print their books. 

The case, which involved 
schools and campuses in the 
state of Washington, could hurt 
relations between the 
publishers and schools all over 
the country, one yearbook 
observer claims. 

The Oct. 1 settlement “may 
cause other school districts to 
call into question their contracts 
with the publishers,” said Tom 
Rolnicki of the Associated 
College Press and the National 
Scholastic Press Association, 
trade groups for yearbook and 
school newspaper workers. 

Herff-Jones of Indianapolis, 
Taylor Publishing of Dallas and 
Josten's of Minnesota — the 
companies involved — print 
yearbooks for hundreds of high 
schools and colleges, Rolnicki 
added. 

In a statement, Herff-Jones 
maintained that it has “faithfully 
served the educational 
community for over 70 years and 


has consistently followed a 
policy of maintaining a high level 
of ethical and legal standards in 
the conduct of its business.” 

Jacqueline Stenson, editor-in- 
chief at Pennsylvania State 
University's yearbook, said the 
suit wouldn't affect her school's 
relationship with Josten's. 

“If they haven't been proven 
guilty, that would never hurt our 
relationship,” she said. 

In Washington, state officials 
accused the publishers and 10 
of their salespeople of illegally 
working together to rig the 
printing bids they made to 
schools, fix their prices and 
agree not to try to steal clients 
away from each other by offering 
more services or lower 
estimates. 

The collusion artificially raised 
the amounts students had to 
pay for their yearbooks “in the 
range of a few dollars, probably 
less than 10,” said State 
Attorney General Ken 
Eikenberry. 

To settle the claim, the three 
companies agreed to pay 
$390,000 in damages and 
$130,000 in court costs. — 
College Press Service

Funding

A rash ot state funding 
emergencies has forced public 
colleges in at least 14 states to 
cancel course sections, fire 
staffers, cut back on student 
services and overcrowd their 
classes in recent weeks. 

The crisis, moreover, could 
lead to mid-year tuition hikes in 
December, some observers say. 

“The situation is getting worse 
all the time," reported Tom 
Hawkins of the California State 
Student Association. 

From California to Rhode 
Island, the problems stem from 
state governments that say they 
are running out of money. 

Uncertain business 
conditions, campus funding 
experts say, have hurt states 
because they have not been 
able to collect as much tax 
money as they had expected. 

When states approved their . 
1990 budgets nearly a year ago, 
they assumed they would 
collect more sales and 
employment tax money to give 
to all their endeavors, including 
public colleges. 

Consequently, the colleges 
have had to either cut their 
expenditures or find more 
money from different sources. 

Students likely will be the new 
sources in many states. “The 
most immediate effect will be an 
increase in tuition,” predicted 
Richard Novak of the American 
Association of State Colleges 
and Universities, a Washington, 
DC-based group. 

It's already happening in 
Virginia. 

Public campuses have been 
blindsided by two 5-percent 
budget cuts Gov. L. Douglas 
Wilder imposed to plug a $1 .4 
billion hole in the two-year 
budget cycle that began July 1 . 

Most campuses, abruptly 
without money to operate, won 
Wilder's permission to require 
students to pay extra tuition 
surcharges.

At George Mason University, 
for instance, spring tuition will 
increase $62 dollars for in-state 
students, $186 for those from 
out-of-state. 

Statewide, hundreds of 
teaching vacancies remain 
unfilled, and many faculty 
members who had part-time or 
annual contracts were laid off. 

Students aren't happy. More 
than 5,000 turned out Sept. 11 
to protest budget cuts, which 
have caused class sizes to 
increase 10 percent and led to 
the loss of 273 faculty and staff 
members. 

Similarly, 250 Virginia 
Commonwealth University 
students marched in protest to 
the Capitol in Richmond. 

Virginia's the only school to 
announce mid-year tuition 
hikes, Novak said. 

Many other states, though, 
including Nebraska, Maryland, 
California, Arizona, New York, 
Washington, Florida, Georgia, 
Mississippi, New Hampshire, 
North Carolina, Rhode Island 
and New Jersey have or soon 
will cut the amount of money 
they give to public campuses. 

“It looks very negative,” 
summarized Illinois State 
University Prof. Ed Hines, who 
monitors state higher education 
funding across the country. 

A number of states, he said, 
are reporting an absolute 
decline in absolute dollars they 
collect. 

That's because legislatures, 
hurt by slowing sales tax 
revenues, lower-than-expected 
income tax receipts and slow 
economic growth, don't have as 
much money to allocate as they 
expected. 

The Persian Gulf Crisis has 
added to the uncertainty. By 
forcing crude oil prices up, it has 
dramatically raised costs at 
campuses — especially in the 
East — where oil is used both as 
transportation fuel and heating 
fuel. 

George Mason's oil bill, for 
instance, already is about

$300,000 over budget, GMU 
officials report. 

The last time the country was 
in a recession, in the late 70s 
and early 80s, colleges resorted 
to double-digit tuition hikes, 
postponed faculty salary raises 
and deferred building repairs. 

“It seems more severe this 
time, at least on the East Coast,” 
Novak said. “The states were 
growing so rapidly. This crash is 
going to hurt more because it's a 
deeper fall.” 

“It's bad news,” affirmed 
Hawkins, who lobbies state 
legislators in California. 

In August, Gov. George 
Deukmejian cut 2 percent off 
the original 1990-91 budgets for 
the nine-campus University of 
California and the 20-campus 
California State University 
systems. 

“It's mostly meant the 
cancellation of classes and 
students not being able to get 
what they need,” Hawkins 
recounted. 

University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
students also had as harder time 
getting the classes they 
needed. Only 44 percent of 
UNL's students actually got into 
the course sections they 
requested in September, 
school officials concede.

canceled, and in others, 
students are sitting on the floor. 

While no one is sure how state 
economies will fare next year, 
students are convinced 
changes need to be made. 

“Clearly the state's going to 
have to find another source of 
revenue,” California's Hawkin's 
says. “We just can't take another 
round of cuts.” [Editors' Note: 
Tutition hikes have already been 
discussed and are currently 
being considered for the next 
semester and/or academic year 
at Shepherd College.]

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College discrimination across the country 

Lesbian and gay couples locked out of campus housing

Henry Fernandez and Charles 
Nieto had been lovers for nearly 
two years and wanted to move in 
together. 

Daunted by the high rents of 
Manhattan, Fernandez applied 
for a residence change from his 
dorm to the apartments 
designated for couples at 
Teachers College, an affiliate of 
New York's Columbia University, 
where he is a doctoral student. 
Though he and his lover were 
ready to make a commitment, 
the college was not — no 
housing policy on same-sex 
couples existed. 

Fernandez's experience is a 
common one. Housing, health 
insurance, and campus 
privileges ranging from library to 
gymnasium use are granted to 
spouses of straight students at 
most colleges, but gay and 
lesbian students face a 
quagmire of red tape and 
bureaucracy as they attempt to 
integrate their relationships with 
their education. No longer 
content with manipulating the 
system to finagle their way in, 
these students are now 
agitating for reform.

What is traditionally known as 
married-student or family 
housing is at the center of the 
controversy. Policies vary widely 
among campuses, and at many 
schools, so-called exception- 
based policies have allowed gay 
and lesbian students limited 
access to campus housing. For 
example, at the University of 
California, Irvine, a lesbian 
couple with children was 
granted housing under a “non- 
traditional family" procedure, 
which made eligible any 
students with children. 

Nontraditional-family 
procedures, though, 
discourage gay and lesbian 
students from applying for 
housing. “You could do it, but it 
was not a fun process to go 
through,” remembers Julie 
Tanit, a recent graduate of 
Irvine. “You had to prove you 
were a couple and show 
extensive financial 
documentation.” 

In early 1990, the Irvine policy 
was rewritten to specifically 
exclude gay and lesbian 
couples from residing at Irvine's 
family-housing facility. A 
firestorm of protest ensued 
including a brief occupation of 
the chancellor's office and the 
construction of a shantytown on 
campus. “The shantytown 
committee demanded 
reinstatement of the 
nontraditional-family policy,” 
says Tanit, “which soon became 
a cry for a domestic-partnership 
policy. We realized that the old 
policy was a backdoor entrance 
for lesbians and gays. We want 
to come in through the front 
door.” 


Many students who have 
campaigned for policy reform are 
impatient and sense that 
resistance to change belies a 
deep homophobia. 
Administrators, many students 
suspect, fear that approving 
same-sex domestic partnerships 
pushes the same buttons as 
condom giveaways in high 
schools: Its sanction of gay 
sexuality is too explicit for 
squeamish straight stomachs. 
Students speculate that 
domestic-partnership policies 
may alienate conservative 
donors. 

“The university is slow to 
respond,” says David Bradfute, 
a doctoral student at Stanford 
University in California. Bradfute 
has been working on an ad hoc 
committee of graduate and 
professional-school students to 
implement a policy that would 
protect gay and lesbian 
students in housing and also 
secure spousal-privilege cards, 
which are given to married 
couples at Stanford. 

Bradfute worries that the 
administration is delaying a 
decision until after the 
completion of Stanford's current 
$1 -billion fund-raising campaign. 
“It upsets me that the university 
is thinking so much about public 
relations,” he says. Tom 
Henning who is also on the 
committee, expresses similar 
worries. “Stanford likes to think 
that it decides these things on 
principle,” Henning says, “but it 
boils down to politics.” 

Compared to most, 

Fernandez and Nieto were 
fortunate in their search for 
campus housing. The couple 



moved into a university 
apartment on July 3, after 
Teachers College formally 
changed its policy to include gay 
and lesbian students. 

But the victory was not without 
a fight. The couple had waited 
seven months from the time of 
Fernandez’s original application. 
The usual wait is a matter of 
weeks, so Fernandez grew 
concerned enough to 
contacted New York City's 
Commission on Human Rights. 
He also retained a lawyer 
through the Lambda Legal 


Defense and Education Fund, a 
gay legal organization, and 
though the attorney never 
contact the university, the legal 
presence seemed to make a 
difference. The application was 
approved along with a formal 
policy change. 

Nieto explains, “Our main goal 
was to establish parity between 
lesbian and gay couples and 
heterosexual couples. I hope 
this sets a trend that other 
college and universities across 
the country will follow.”— ©1990

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Anatomy of a controversy 

Student sent to the electric chair 
during demonstration

“Danger: High Voltage” was the warning on the box 
wired to the chair that electrocuted Jason Murphy, a 
student of Hedgesville High School. 

Murphy struggled as prison official Anthony McLinc 
and executioner Tim McMullen forced him into a chair 
and shaved his head. Murphy was read his last rites by a 
priest before being strapped into the chair that he took 
his last breath in. McLinc instructed the executioner to 
pull the lever and sent thousands of volts of electricity 
through Murphy. After having his pulse checked by a 
doctor, Murphy was found to still be alive. The lever was 
pulled once more. As blood trickled out of Murphy's 
mouth, his body twitched and convulsed for the last time. 

On Oct. 22, Amnesty International chapters from 
Shepherd College, St. Maria Goretti, Hedgesville and 
Martinsburg high schools gathered in the Shepherd 
College campus midway to protest the execution of Joe 
Giarratano, a Virginia state inmate who has been denied 
his last appeal and is scheduled to be executed in mid- 
November for the murders of a Norfolk, VA, woman and 
her daughter. 

Giarratano has been on death row for over 10 years for 
the 1979 double murder. Those who question his guilt 
claim that there is no physical evidence against 
Giarratano; the stab wounds found on the women's 
bodies were typical of those made by a right-handed 
person, while Giarratano is left-handed. Also, the video 
tape of the crime scene mysteriously disappeared when 
questions against his guilt were raised. Psychiatrists, too, 
have concluded his confessions (there were a total of 
five; all contradicting each other) are false. 

McMullen, founder of the Shepherd chapter of 
Amnesty International and organizer of the 
demonstration, feels that the mock execution showed 
“the inhumanity of the death penalty.... It's supposed to 
be a deterrent against murder but [the United States has] 
been executing people for years, and it is not working.” 

There was a time when McMullen thought there was 


some to value to the death penalty because of the views 
he was brought up to believe. Now he feels we should all 
ask ourselves the mind-boggling question: “Why do we 
kill the people who kill people to show them that killing 
people is wrong?” 

There have been 23 people executed in the United 
States in this century that have later been found 
innocent. Will Joe Giarratano become the 24th?

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Occult happenings 


Former witch speaks to women's group

Janelle Wade, a witch 
converted to Christianity, spoke 
at the Women's Aglow meeting 
Oct. 16 at the Asbury United 
Methodist Church in 
Shepherdstown. 

Women's Aglow is an 
interdenominational faith 
meeting of women who come 
together to worship and share 
experiences. 

Wade spoke for over an hour 
about her experiences with the 
occult. She began by saying, 
“Just remember that I am here 
tonight to praise [God], I no 
longer need animal blood to 
anoint me, I have been anointed 
with the blood of Jesus Christ...! 
am here to please God and not 
any of you!” 

Wade spoke of of an abusive 
childhood that lead her to the 
streets looking for love, but 
instead found lust and drugs. 
She said she was introduced to 
witchcraft by some friends. 

“[They bought me a book] 
one of the 69 cent Dell 
publishing [things] you see at 
the grocery check-out 
line. ..White Witchcraft [they 
called it]. How to get the things 
you want." 

She followed the instructions, 
read the words and got what she 
wanted. Wade gradually got 
deeper into the occult and 
began working the “Ouija Board 
like a natural.” She said, “I had a 
mirror I could cloud up and show 
people their past lives. I didn't 
know that after you get in so 
deep others can find you." 

She eventually married a man 
that she believed “even the 
devil would be afraid of....” 

A warlock found Wade and 
taught her a Satanic language, 
and mind control, and, “Talk 
about things moving around!” 

The warlock wanted her to 
become the “Princess of 
Midnight” of a coven, a sort of 
church for witches, but first 
she'd have to give up what she 
had held on to of her Christian 
beliefs regarding Jesus Christ — 
a feeling of kinship that both she 
and Christ had been abused. 
Wade tried to discuss that 


feeling with the other witches 
and warlock. “I said, ‘But He 
came back to life.’ They 
answered, 'Reincarnation.' I 
said, 'but He shed His blood for 
sins of man.’ They replied, ‘Don't 
mention that blood!'” 

“I wanted out,” she related. 
“Every night I was bothered by 
demons. Do you know what 
they look like? Parents, you 
better watch what you buy and 
put into bed with your kids and 
the cartoons [they watch] on TV. 
The closest thing, one of the 
closest things, to them is a 
Gremlin! 

“I got calls and threats. ‘We'll 
kill your kids,' they said. ...One 
night a car crashed through my 
boys' bedroom...! cried out, 'No! 
God! Not my boys!'. ..My eldest 
son, a dresser landed on top of 
him. My husband took the other 
one out of the room and went 
back to move the dresser.. .His 
limp body was carried out. ..His 
leg moved and he stood, wiping 
blood out of his eyes. ‘What's 
going on?’ he asked.” 

Soon, however, Wade's 


experiences with the the 
supernatural began to take a 
different turn. “A few weeks later 
[on a drug high] God took me to 
Calvary. I saw a man. ..raw 
tissue. ..blood dripping [on me] 
and sizzling off.. ..He was saying 
‘I love you, baby. I'm doing this 
for you...’.” 

She continued her workings 
in drugs and witchcraft until “a 
reborn Catholic and Baptist 
girlfriend took her to an 
interdenominational meeting 
where she was prayed for by a 
group of ministers. 

“I never killed animals. I love 
animals. They always returned 
the love I needed so 
desperately. I never killed 
people, but I knew those who 
did, or claimed they did. [But 
everyone knows witchcraft 
spells need blood and] I used 
blood sacrifices [my blood].” 

Wade's presentation ended 
with a question and answer 
session, but she warned, “Don't 
ask me how to cast a spell, [or 
work the Ouija Board]. ..I won't 
tell you anyway.”

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Notes from the Health Center 

Survival tips for the diseased

If you've visited the Health 
Center recently, I'm sure you've 
noticed an increase in the 
number of our clientele. Even if 
you’ve been fortunate enough 
to not need our services, it is 
next to impossible to get 
through the day without 
encountering at least half a 
dozen people who are ill. Most 
are victims of the common cold. 
Here are some facts and survival 
tips, courtesy of Dr. Kellogg's 
office. 

The common cold is a 
contagious viral infection of the 
upper respiratory passages. The 
.nose, throat, sinuses, ears, 
eustachian tubes, trachea, 
larynx and bronchial tubes may 
be involved. Both sexes and all 
ages are affected. You can 
expect recovery in seven to 14 
days barring complications, such 
as bacterial superinfection of the 
ears, nose, throat, sinuses or 


lungs. Signs and symptoms ot 
the common cold include:

Any of at least 200 viruses can 
cause the common cold. Virus 
particles spread through the air 
or from person-to-person 
contact, especially 
handshaking. Risk increases 
with: 

•Stress 

•Fatigue or overwork 
•Poor nutrition 
•Smoking 

•Exposure to cold, wet 
weather 

•Crowded or unsanitary living 
conditions 


To prevent spreading a cold to 
others: 

•Avoid unnecessary contact 
during the contagious phase 
(first two to four days). 

•Wash hands frequently, 
especially after blowing your 
nose or before handling food. 

Also consider these factors 
when you have a cold: 

Activity. Bed rest is not 
necessary, but avoid vigorous 
activity. Rest often. 

Diet. Drink extra fluids, 
including water, fruit juice, tea, 
and carbonated drinks. Avoid 
milk because it may thicken 
secretions in some persons. 

Medication. No medicine, 
including antibiotics, can cure 
the common cold. To relieve 
symptoms, you may use 
nonprescription drugs, such as 
acetaminophen, nose drops or 
sprays, cough remedies and 
throat lozenges. 

•To relieve nasal congestion, 
use salt-water drops (one tsp. of 
salt to one quart of water). 


•Use a cool-mist humidifier to 
increase air-moisture.

•Increased throat pain, or 
white or yellow spots on the 
tonsils or other parts of the 
throat. 

•Coughing episodes that last 
longer than the intervals 
between coughing; cough that 
produces thick, yellow-green or 
gray sputum; cough that lasts 
longer than 1 0 days; or difficult 
or labored breathing between 
coughing bouts.

Blood drive slated for tomorrow 

Phi Epsilon Kappa physical education fraternity is sponsoring a 
Red Cross Bloodmobile scheduled for tomorrow, Thursday, Oec.

The Red Cross says with the holidays approaching, there is an 
increasing demand for blood, especially for types O and B. 

To donate blood, a person must weigh at least 110 pounds, be 
between the ages of 17 and 65 and not have donated blood 
within the last eight weeks. Those who donated at the first blood- 
mobile this semester are now eligible to do so again. Also, it is 
suggested those wishing to donate blood eat generous meats 
before and after doing so. 

Campus crime bill passed 

After four years in the making. President George Bush signed 
the Crime Awareness and Campus Security Act Nov. 12. The 
new federal law requires colleges and universities to make public 
crime statistics, as welt as publish graduation rates of athletes 
and the student population. The bill becomes effective Sept. 1 , 
1991. 

Mark Goodman, director of the Student Press Law Center in 
Washington, DC, says the bill will prevent administrators from 
"hiding behind the Buckley Amendment" when it comes to 
campus crime. The Buckley Amendment is a 1974 Congres- 
sional act which says educational institutions can lose their 
federal funding if student educational records are disclosed 
Without written permission. 

Beginning in 1991 , schools will be required to collect crime 
statistics. By the fall of 1992, schools must give them to anyone 
who requests them. 

Language scholarships available 

The AASCU/Taiwan Scholarships has announced that it will 
award fifteen scholarships for the 1991 -92 academic year to stu- 
dents who wish to study the Chinese language in Taiwan. The 
award includes full payment of tuition and fees at the Mandarin 
Training Center, and monthly stipends of approximately $300 per 
month (Sept. 1991 -Aug. 1992). Applicants must demonstrate a 
serious desire to study Chinese and the ability to live independ- 
ently In another culture.

Two dead as a result 

Three Shepherd students involved in car accident

Two Shepherd College 
students died Nov. 30 due to a 
car accident on Rt. 45. Andrew 
Haba, 18, of Damascus, MD, and 
Douglas Cleaver, 19, of 
Shepherdstown, died of injuries 
sustained from the single- 
vehicle accident. A third 
Shepherd student involved, 18- 
year-old Michael Hulburt of 
Harpers Ferry, was not harmed. 

According to the Berkeley 
County Sheriff's Department, 
the accident occurred outside 


Aito's Club, a local bar, at 
approximately 2:15 a.m. 
Although at presstime it was 
unknown if Haba was coming 
from or going to the club, the 
Shepherd football player was 
struck by Hulburt as he crossed 
the roadway. The spokesperson 
for the BCSD refused to 
comment as to whether alcohol 
was a factor in the accident or 
not. 

After rescue personnel arrived 
at the scene, Haba and Cleaver 
were taken by ambulance to City 
Hospital in Martinsburg. Haba 


was pronounced dead upon 
arrival. Cleaver was flown by Med 
Star helicopter to a Baltimore 
trauma unit, where he died later 
that day. 

Hulburt's 1987 Pontiac Fiero 
was declared a total loss. 

At presstime, the 
spokesperson for the sheriff's 
department said witnesses were 
still being questioned, and it was 
not known if Hulburt would be 
charged in the incident. 

Haba was a resident of 
Kenamond Hall, while Cleaver 
was a commuter. 


Major overhaul expected soon 

Changes in intervis policies announced

According to Kevin Cuppett, a 
member of the Student Life 
Council Intervisitation 
Committee, Shepherd College 
could be changing its intervis 
policies in January. The new 
intervis policies that President 
Riccards would like to enact is as 
follows: Sunday-Thursday 12 
p.m. -12 a.m., weekends 24 
hours. Cuppett explained that 
these hours would be possible 
after some changes in the 
dorms are made. “The spiral 
staircases in Shaw and Thacher 
would be key access. In Turner 
and Gardiner, the doors leading 
to the steps would be key 
access as well,” Cuppett 
commented. Therefore, he 
added, the President's plans are 
addressing the students' 
desires but with safety in mind. 

When speaking of Miller Hall, 
some changes will be enacted 
as well. Although the self- 
governing dorm submitted a 
new 24-hour intervis policy two 
months ago, the dorm will not 
see a change until January. 

Miller Hall will supposedly 
change to a 24-hour policy, 
provided that the building was 
already key access. Cuppett 
said that the delay in Miller's 
intervis approval was because 
the President would like to make 
a total campus change. 

There will also be alternate 


intervis living areas for those 
students who do not wish to live 
under the proposed policy. 
Certain wings of the traditional 
dorms will be designated as 
alternative living areas and only 
the areas will be restricted, not 
the residents living there. These 
areas will operate under the 
current intervis policy. 

Penalties and violations have 
been changed under the new 
policy as well. Violations will be 
broken into four classes, with 
Class I being the worst offenses, 
and Class IV being the least 
serious offenses. Students in

Students may find themselves 
competing for fewer, smaller Pell 
Grants for the 1991-92 school 
year, thanks to a possible $145 
million shortfall in funding for the 
program, the U.S. Department 
of Education has confirmed. 

The shortfall, if it occurs, 
would come as the result of a 
last-minute funding cut made 
during the 1991-92 federal 
budget negotiations, which 
Congress finished Oct. 27. 

Legislators approved a $100 
increase in the maximum Pell 
Grant — bringing it to $2,400 — 
and initially appropriated $5.3 
billion for new grants. 


violation of intervis in some 
cases will be required to perform 
community service and under 
no circumstances will a student 
lose intervis privileges.

But at the last minute, 2.41 
percent was cut from most 
discretionary programs, 
including the Pell Grant 
program.

for fewer, smaller Pell grants 
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Federal budget exempts tuition benefits, aims to cut defaults

Congress approved a budget 
Oct. 27 that will exempt both 
undergraduate tuition benefits 
from federal income taxes, 
reform the federal student loan 
program and increase the cost 
of a six-pack of beer. 

The new budget, which seeks 
to trim the federal deficit by 
$500 billion during the next five 
years, is a mixture of tax 
increases and spending cuts. 

Most significantly for students 
and colleges, the budget said 
both undergraduate and 
graduate students would no 
longer have to pay taxes on 
tuition benefits paid for them by 
employers, or to them in return 
for campus work they do. 

It also will try to reform college 
loan programs by not giving 
students loan money until 30 
days after classes begin, and by 
dropping schools with default 
rates over 35 percent from the 
guaranteed loan program. 

Some observers also worry 
the budget will make it harder for 
colleges to solicit money from 
alumni by limiting the amounts 
wealthy taxpayers can claim as 
tax deductions. 

In all, the budget cuts $40.1 
billion from this year's budget 
and $492 billion over the next 
five years. The House passed it 
228-200. The Senate then 
followed suit, voting 54-45 for 
the bipartisan compromise. 

“I don't think anyone believes 
it is a perfect budget,” said Jim 
Nelson, secretary of the 
American University Staff 
Council and a founding member 
of the Washington-based 
Integrated Response Against 
Taxing Education (IRATE). "This 
bill is the best we could expect 
out of this Congress and out of 
this White House." 

Students with employers who 
pay for their classes will have 
some extra pocket change 
under the new budget. The bill 
continues the tax exemption for 
undergraduate students and 
restores the exemption for 
graduate students. 

The bill makes the exemptions 
retroactive to Sept. 30 for 
undergraduates, and for 
graduate students, the changes 
take effect Jan. 1 . It is valid until 
Dec. 31, 1991. 

For the last three years, the 
government has treated 
graduate remission benefits as 
taxable income. For some 
graduate students, the cost of 
additional taxes has prevented 
them from taking advantage of 
the program. 

“This is very satisfying after 
three years of efforts," Nelson 
said. "We need people to call 
this Congress and the next 
Congress and the next 
Congress with thanks for our 
inclusion and to push to make 
this extended law permanent." 


Terri Ferinde, president of the 
American Association of 
University Students, agreed. 
“That was the right move for 
Congress to take. It was stealing 
money from students who were 
working their way through 
college. It had made it nearly 
impossible to make it on your 
own through college.” 

The budget also hopes to cut 
$1 .7 billion from federal student 
loan programs during the next 
five years, mostly by trying to 
prevent more students from 
defaulting on loans. 

Among other measures, the 
new law will stop students at 
schools with default rates more 
than 35 percent from getting 
loans, require students without 
high school diplomas or 
Graduate Equivalency Diplomas 
to pass a test to receive federal 
assistance, and delay funding 
first-time loans until 30 days into 
the semester. The delay would 
keep students from using loan 
money to pay non-college bills. 

Such efforts may not be the 
ultimate means that Congress 
uses to cut the federal loan 
program, Ferinde said. 

“I think the real decisions will 
be made with the 
reauthorization of the Higher 
Education Act,” Ferinde said. 
“I'm not convinced that this is a 
major overhaul.” 

The Higher Education Act, up 
for renewal next year, authorizes 
most federal financial programs, 
including Pell Grants and 
Stafford Student Loans. 

Eric Wentworth, a senior vice 
president with the Council for 
the Advancement and Support 
of Education, said the section of 
the federal budget that reduces 
personal tax exemptions for 
people with incomes more than 
$100,000 could reduce overall 
donations and lower the number 
of lump-sum gifts. 

“Historically, donations have 
been 100 percent deductible,” 
Wentworth said. 

“What we are dealing with in 
this is putting a limit across the 
board.” 

But Donald Triezenberg, vice 
president for development and 
planning at American University, 
said he didn't believe the 
changes would hurt the 
university's funding efforts. 

“I think those people that are 
supporters of our projects will 
continue to be supporters of our 
projects,” he said. "They didn't 
get involved for tax breaks.” 

While Wentworth said he does 
not expect the three percent 
reduction to greatly impact 
donations, he worries Congress 
may go further. 

"We are unhappy with both 
the principle and the potential 
negative effects on the size and 
timing of larger gifts,” Wentworth 
said. 

Ferinde said she feared 
lowered contributions could 
increase financial demands on 


students. 

“I am a little concerned that 
there might be less giving from 
the top because that means that 
there will be more of a burden 
for universities to raise tuition,” 
Ferinde said. 

In addition to education cuts, 
students will face the same 
higher alcohol, gasoline and 


travel prices that other citizens 
now face as part of the 
compromise. 

The budget raised the beer 
tax 16 cents a six-pack and the 
tax on wine 3 cents a 750 ml 
bottle. The tax on spirits went 
up 1 cent per proof of alcohol, 
which means an 80 proof bottle 
of vodka now costs 80 cents 


more. 

Plane fares increased two 
percent, gas 5 cents a gallon 
and cigarettes 4 cents a pack. 

Higher education programs 
were cut as much as other 
federal programs, Ferinde said. 

“I certainly wouldn't call it 
getting off easy,” Ferinde said. 
“Any cuts are going to affect 
education overall." 


College to institute recycling 
program next semester

The philosophy of digging a 
hole in the ground, filling it with 
garbage and covering it in 
hopes that it will disappear is 
rapidly being recognized as not 
only an environmental hazard, 
but an ecological disaster. 

When one stops to consider 
that most towns along rivers 
draw their drinking water from 
the now polluted rivers, the 
detrimental impact of garbage 
dumps takes on a whole new 
perspective. When the 
environmental aspects of 
current types of reckless waste 
disposal are coupled with the 
financial aspects, the logic of 
recycling should become 
obvious, say many Shepherd 
College students. 

Shepherd College sends, by 
itself, three truckloads of “trash” 
to the dump each week. Each 
load weighs about 3.5 tons. The 
cost for dumping this amount at 
$90 per load comes to about 
$14,000 per year. Collection of 
waste requires 3,900 hours of 
labor per year at a cost of 
$31 ,200. Maintenance and fuel 
costs of the truck are $7,500 
annually and a replacement 
truck purchased every five years 
costs another $62,000. 

Add ail of this to the 88 
percent of Shepherd College 
students who, in a recent 
survey, said they would like to 
see a recycling program started 
at Shepherd. All of this figures 
heavily in Student Government 
cabinet member Kelly Roach's 
recent attempts to start a 
recycling program on the entire 
campus. Roach has been 
meeting with housing directors 
and maintenance personnel 
most of this semester in hopes 
of starting a large-scale recycling 
program at Shepherd. 

The program will begin this 
January in Thacher and Turner 
halls. There will be clearly 
marked bins on each floor for 
paper, aluminum, glass, plastic, 
and non-recyclable materials. If 
all goes well and the program is 
effective, we could see 
recycling bins throughout the 
campus as early as next fall. 

As Roach points out, though, 
the program will only work 
efficiently with the cooperation 
of everyone who uses 


Shepherd College facilities. 
Recyclable materials do not 
magically sort themselves, she 
says adding, “Sorting the 
materials is up to the individual.” 

Indeed, Roach says, the 
greatest downfall of most 
recycling programs is that 
people tend to feel it is too 
difficult to determine if 
something is made of aluminum, 
paper, glass or plastic, or a non- 
recyclable material. The next 
step people seem to have 
difficulty with is figuring out 
which bin the recyclable item 
goes in. Fortunately, this 
shouldn't be too difficult since 
the bins will be clearly labeled. 

Another common downfall of 
recycling programs is organizing 


the collection of the materials 
from the bins, as well as getting 
regular, reliable transportation to 
a recycling facility, Roach 
reports. She believes students 
may be able to overcome these 
problems if individuals or groups 
interested in helping with the 
recycling effort lend a hand in 
the process. Anyone interested 
in helping to organize 
Shepherd's recycling program 
should contact Kelly Roach in 
the Student Government offices 
on the bottom floor of the 
College Center building. The 
sooner Shepherd begins 
recycling, Roach says, the 
sooner everyone will reap the 
benefits, both environmental 
and financial.

Athletic department gets additional monies from students

At Shepherd College 55 
percent of the tuition and fee 
waivers goes to the athletic 
department, while only 45 
percent goes to academics, 
according to John Thrawls, 
senior administrator of the West 
Virginia State College and 
University System. Statewide 

49.1 percent of tuition and fee 
waivers goes to athletics, while 

48.1 percent goes to 
academics; the remaining 2.8 
percent going to other student 
activities. 

Once again, students of 
academia are giving more than 
their fair share to athletics by 
helping to pay the salary of 
Wayne Riser, current intramural 
director at Shepherd College. 

According to Kevin Lewis, 
student government cabinet 
member and Shepherd College 
Advisory Council of Students 
representative, there was a 
resolution passed two years ago 
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to keep the Sara Cree building 
open by implementing a $10 
hike in student fees per 
semester. It is from this fund that 
$10,000 was transferred by Jeff 
Bolyard, Student Government 
Association president, to the 
athletic department to help fund 
Riser’s salary. 

There has never been any 
question as to the need for the 
funded position of Intramural 
Director at Shepherd College or 
as to Riser’s ability to fulfill it. But 
does the end justify the means? 

Bolyard said Dr. Vincent 
Gonino, chairman of the Health, 
Physical Education, Recreation 
and Safety department, came to 
him last spring and explained 
that the department needed 
extra funding to be able to hire 
Riser as the intramurals director. 
Gonino also told Bolyard that 
other schools in West Virginia 
have intramural directors paid for 
by the students. 

“I felt Wayne was directly 
serving the students. He could 
have gone to another school (for 
employment) but didn’t,” said 
Bolyard. 

Bolyard, then, with his 
decision made to transfer the 
funds from SGA to the athletic 
department, spoke to Harry C. 
Young, Jr., dean of Student 
Affairs, and Haydon Rudolf, 
director of Financial Aid and 
administration advisor to SGA, 
as to the proper funding 
procedure. 

Bolyard said Young and 
Rudolf told him to pass it 
through the executive board of 
SGA and that a Senate vote was 
not necessary. 

However, according to the 
SGA constitution, the executive 
board holds no such power. 
Article V, which deals with the 
executive branch, section one, 
sub-section H, states that the 
president has the power “to 
formulate policy and suggest it 
to the Senate.”

their grants cut by $225. 

Another 1.22 million grants 
would be trimmed by about 
$ 100 . 

The cuts would affect about 
2.2 million of the neediest 
students who, because of the 
$100 increase, would receive 
bigger grants, the official said. 

In all, 3.37 million students 
would get average grants of 
$1,495 in 1991-92, down from 
the 3.44 million students 
receiving grants averaging 
$1 ,504 this year. 

"We’re talking about a $9 
difference for the students who 
still get grants,” the Education 
Department official said. —

According to Lewis there was 
no attempt made by Bolyard to 
have the Senate vote on 
whether or not to designate and 
transfer the funds. 

Lewis added, “[The SGA] 
executive board can only make 
recommendations, not vote a 
proposal through.” 

When Young was reached for 
comment he said he did not 
recall the specific incident. 
Rudolf was unavailable for 
comment. 

On the other hand, students 
have already been paying a $75 
athletic fee which brings in 
approximately $300,000 in 
revenue to the athletic 
department each semester. 
Twenty-five percent of the fee is 
placed in a reserve account, 
which is used to finance 
Shepherd teams going on to 
the play-offs. According to 
Gonino, this account has built 
up over the years, but he did not 
know the exact amount that is in 
the account currently. 

When asked why Riser’s salary 
was not funded from this 
account, Gonino replied, “I 
hadn’t thought of it.” 

However, the money could 
have been used because of the 
large balance in the account; 
also, due to the fact that 
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Shepherd will soon be 
supported by the NCAA during 
any future playoffs; and then 
students would not have had to 
fund the athletic department 
twice over. 

Gonino freely admits that he 
was so anxious to keep Riser at 


Shepherd that he may have 
acted in haste concerning the 
financing of Riser’s salary. 

“I’ll take the blame; don’t put it 
on Jeff. I will take the 
responsibility,” Gonino 
acknowledged.

"UNITED NATIONS, Nov. 29 — The Security Council today gave the 
United States and other countries with forces arrayed against Iraq the 
most sweeping authorization to engage in warfare under U.N.

“The resolution states that unless Iraq, by Jan. 15 fully complies 
with previous council resolutions calling for its unconditional 
withdrawal from Kuwait and release of foreigners, member states may

As journalists, we often come face to face with the harsh realities of 
life. While others can choose to ignore the unpleasantries of daily 
living, journalism is based on telling the stories behind the facade, 
not only the bad, but the good as well. And our recent attempts at 
fulfilling our duties as competent journalists for The Picket have often 
proved to be less than gratuitous. We've dealt with death, rape, racial 
problems, bigotry and an administration that previously often 
overlooked students' needs for its own purposes. 

But suddenly, all of that is now paltry chatter. Suddenly, the world is 
on the brink of a war, one that looks to be a major catastrophe. Some 
would like to suggest this is going to be Armageddon, the war that 
brings the second coming of Christ and the end of the world. 

Some would like to suggest this is going to be World War III. We 
would like to suggest this is going to be pure malevolent stupidity. 

It is understandable that Saddam Hussein's “naked aggression” 
against Kuwait “cannot stand," as the president so poetically 
spouted off. It is also understandable that someone must stop that 
terrorist sitting in Baghdad from attacking Saudi Arabia. But why is it 
that in the last 1 0 years or so, while Saddam has been allowed to 
flourish, we’ve conveniently disregarded his actions? 

The man ordered poison gas to be used on his own people, 
slaughtering them. And no action was taken by anyone. 

The man routinely tortures and executes anyone who disagrees 
with him. A news item on CBS’s “60 Minutes” relayed the story of one 
of Saddam's former cabinet members.

Dear editors, 

Immersed as we all are in the 
day-to-day activities and work of 
the college, there are many 
issues that we may feel strongly 
about but seldom have the time 
or perhaps the extra remnant of 
energy in order to respond. This 
issue, however, is one that we 
feel compelled to address: the 
recent brouhaha over the 
campus rape and over the 
response from The Picket and 
from the administration causes 
great concern on the part of 
both the male and female faculty 
and staff members on campus.

Much of the recent 
controversy occurring here at 
Shepherd over the campus rape 
case is indicative itself of the 
misunderstanding and 
misinformation in general 
concerning the subjects of date 
and campus rape. To facilitate a 
clearing of the air and a better 
understanding of the problem, 
we might make a number of 
suggestions. First, ought there 
not to be accurate records kept 
and a publicized central place 
where students know they can 
report cases of campus rape and 
sexual harassment? (All of us are 
aware in the past several years 
of incidents on this campus that 
have occurred but not been 
reported because of the lack of 
facilities and sympathetic people 
to staff those facilities.) 

Students need to feel that the 
administration is concerned first 
with their safety and well-being 
and only secondarily with the 
campus image. Also, ought not 
such an office be under the 
domain of a full-time Associate 
Dean of Student Affairs for 
Women's Issues, and ought not 
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their questions and honest 
investigation? Our task at 
Shepherd should be to prod our 
students to think, to question 
social myths and prejudices, to 
become concerned about 
issues that touch their lives, and 
most important to act on their 
concerns and beliefs. Only as 
we help them to achieve a 
sense of authenticity do we 
achieve our own.

I have lived in Shepherdstown 
now for nine years, and never 
paid much attention to what 
went on at Shepherd College. 
This fall however, I applied for, 
and was accepted, as the night- 
clerk at Shepherd College 
Library. My work hours are from 
3:30 p.m. until midnight. 
Suddenly I found myself 
interested in what went on at 
night around Shepherd 
campus, because now it would 
affect me. 

I really appreciate the security 
officers, and that they attempt to 
be present when I am locking up 
the building at midnight.

This person is capable of 
violence, and I firmly believe that 
the only reason I escaped harm 
was because two security 
officers were right behind me.

I wonder if I should have 
reported the incident, and to 
whom? What should I have done 
to discourage any similar 
incidents from happening in the 
future? At the time, like most 
innocent victims of crime, my 
thoughts were I wanted to be 
home. ..that I HAD to get home.

After all, I 
was only going home from work 
and I had never harmed anyone 
or anything in my life. 

I now know that crime is no 
respecter of persons, that it can 
happen to anyone at anytime. 
Only if you are informed and 
aware can you decrease the 
chances of becoming a victim. I 
hope Shepherd College 
students and employees are 
always informed of what goes on 
and where, so that they may 
take the proper precautions 
when necessary, in order to go 
about their daily lives 
unmolested.

If you live out-of-state and can 
dribble or throw a ball well, 
chances are that you will be 
going to a West Virginia public 
school for little, if nothing. 

Sondra Lucht, state Senator 
(D) for Berkley County, and chair 
for the Senate's education 
committee, plans to address the 
problem with athletic tuition 
waivers this coming January 
when the legislature convenes. 
What she sees right now is a 
problem of West Virginia tax 
dollars being spent on out-of- 
state athletes. It is an inequity to 
students and West Virginians 
she believes. “I feel strongly 
about the waiver money,” Lucht 
said. 

“It's pure West Virginia tax 
dollars. It's not blended in with 
scholarship or [federal] grant 
money." Since out-of-state 
tuition costs more, state schools 
absorb a great expense. In fact, 
$4.1 million are spent on all 
tuition waivers; of these waivers 
$1.61 million are spent on 
athletics, while $1 .4 million of the 
athletic waivers went to out-of- 
state students. 

However, it's not only the 
money which has Lucht upset. “I 
think we forgot why we have 
institutions of higher education. 
It's for academics. That’s the 
reason we're there,” Lucht 
explained. 

“If they have to give tuition 
waivers to out-of-state students, 
they could at least give them for 
science or music or something 
toward their education program, 
not because of their physical 
endowment,” Lucht stated. 
Additionally, if academic waivers 
are given, the monies favor West 
Virginia residents, while for out- 
of-state students, athletics are 
stressed. 

According to the Board of 


E-Lot. Criminal charges have 
been filed by the college. 

Security reports a non- 
student, John Vincent Pierce, 
PO Box 371 , Montross, VA was 
charged with DUI. Pierce was 
stopped by security at 3:04 a.m.

Directors of the State College 
System, Shepherd's statistics fit 
this profile. As of June 15, 
Shepherd awarded 45 out-of- 
state athletic waivers compared 
to three out-of-state academic 
waivers. In dollar amounts, 

$9,485 was spent on out-of- 
state academic waivers, while 
$1 24,660 was allocated for 
athletics. 

Kevin Lewis, a junior at 
Shepherd and representative for 
the state Advisory Council of 
Students,says that it's possible at 
Shepherd to pay more in athletic 
fees that in tuition. 

“Students who come from in- 
state and go to Shepherd for 
seven hours of credit will spend 
$75 on an athletic fee, and $72 
on tuition.” On the other hand, 
he says full time out-of-state 
students would pay $125 in 
tuition and a $75 athletic fee. 

Lewis further commented, 
“Now that students are finding 
out that if you receive a 3.5 
[GPA] to keep an academic 
waiver, but just a 2.0 for athletics, 
they think they should play 
basketball.” 

Until a change is made it looks 
like West Virginians have a better 
chance for “free-ride” tuition 
waivers if they move to Maryland 
and exchange their books for 
bats.

Until last week, Shepherd had 
no female in a “major 
administrative position" 
according to statistics released 
by a West Virginia state 
legislative committee earlier in 
November. 

State Senator Sondra Lucht 
(D-Berkley) feels that the figures 
represent a gross oversight. 
“Fifty-one percent of American 
citizens are female. Shepherd 
students are 61 percent female, 
2.1 percent Black (3.5 
percent all other minorities.) 

“Full time faculty is 75 percent 
male and 25 percent female, 
and of this number, 3.77 
percent are minorities. Classified 
staff was 41 percent male and 
59 percent female. Full time 
classified staff receiving pay 
increases were 66 percent male 
and 34 percent female, of 
which 86.5 percent were 
white,” Lucht noted. 

The unclassified staff [higher 
administrative levels] were 
reported to be 100 percent male 
at Shepherd. 

The committee found that the 
state college system reported a 
total of 75 major administrators. 
Of that 75, Shepherd had three, 
while South West Virginia 
Community College had five, 
Fairmont State nine, and West 
Virginia State had 17. In contrast 
the State University System had 
230 major administrators — WVU 
had 159 of those. 

Shepherd was not the only 
school that had no females filling 
major administrative positions. 
Glenville, Concord and West 


Student Affairs Office. Another 
incident of vandalism to a car 
occurred on Nov. 9 in E-Lot.

Lucht said 
that she hopes that someone 
won't be appointed just so that 
other administrators will feel that 
they’ve "done something... 
and won't change attitudes 
or practices.” 

As of this week Shepherd has

Your body is designed in a 
beautiful manner to be healthy. 
Your body has a natural power to 
heal; it has many mechanisms to 
keep it healthy in spite of the 
abuse it takes. This dynamic 
process is called homeostasis: 
state of equilibrium of the 
internal environment of the 
body that is maintained by 
dynamic processes of feedback 
and regulation. You have the 
innate capability of curing 
infections, healing fractures, 
overcoming emotional turmoil. 

Treatment for any health 
problem is directed along one of 
two lines: 1) Disease Care: what 
disease, or tumor has to be 
killed of or cut out of the body. 

2) Health Care: what needs to 
be done to strengthen or 
support your body’s natural 
healing capabilities. If you're 
healthy, you won't be sick. 

In disease care, you let 
somebody do the work for 
you/your body. However, 
disease care does little to 
encourage a healthy lifestyle 
which would prevent many of 
the medical crises in the first 
place. 

In natural health we are 
concerned with three basic 
factors that are responsible for 


concept of health 

health problems: 

STRUCTURAL CHEMICAL 
AND MENTAL. These factors 
compose an equilateral triangle 
in your health picture. If one side 
of the triangle becomes 
deficient, poor health results. 

STRUCTURE: Chiropractic 
has always been the major 
healing profession dealing with 
the triangle’s structural base. 
Structure not only with obvious 
factors — like sports injuries, low 
back pain, whiplash etc, which 
cause a certain measure of 
health loss — but, more 
important, with structural 
instability which may irritate 
nerve roots as they exit the 
spinal column.

Northrop takes

The Northrop Corp. has taken 
legal action to prevent a Texas 
company from marketing a new 
product Northrop says might be 
confused with its B-2 Stealth 
bomber. 

The product: Stealth 
Condoms. 

In opposing the company's 
application for a trademark, 
Northrop contends that the use 
of the name "is likely to cause 
confusion, or to cause mistakes, 
or to deceive" people in the 
marketplace. It does not specify 
how this confusion might occur, 
or how dire might be the 
consequences of such a 
confusion. 

Northrop also charges that the 
Stealth Condom slogan could 
bring the military hardware 
manufacturer, and its products, 
“into disrepute." 

The slogan? 

“They’ll Never See You 
Coming.” 

The fancifully named 
contraceptive was the brainchild 
of John Hughes, the 28-year- 
old owner of Stealth Condoms 
Inc., a family enterprise in Taylor, 
Texas, created last year around 
a marketing concept. SCI is a 
packaging company; the 
condoms are made in New 
Jersey, packaged in Texas and 
sold regionally. From the 


beginning, the name was 
everything.

A necessary royal pain 


Study: 1 in 500 college students has AIDS 


BOSTON — About one in 500 
U.S. college students is 
infected with the AIDS vims, and 
further spread of the deadly 
disease is likely on campuses 
unless students change their 
sex habits, a study concludes. 

Based on the new findings, 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control estimates that between 
25,000 and 35,000 college 
students are infected with HIV, 
the AIDS vims. 

“Risky behaviors are 
occurring, and now we know we 
have the infection. It is cause 
for concern and appropriate 
attention," said Dr. Helene D. 
Gayle, who directed the study. 

The CDC study is the first 
nationwide attempt to judge the 
presence of HIV on college 
campuses, said co-author Dr. 
Richard P. Keeling of the 
American Health Association. 

It shows that the vims is 
probably about as common 
there as in the public at large. 

However, the researchers 
cautioned that AIDS could still 
be spread dramatically among 
college students, just as some 
other sexually transmitted 
diseases have done. 

"I think probably the most 
important thing from this study is 
that it shows us the potential," 
said Keeling. “The combination 
of a sexually transmitted disease 


tossed into campus behavior 
has the potential for very serious 
consequences in the future. It 
also shows us we have an 
opportunity to prevent that." 

The study was based on 
random testing of blood 
samples drawn from 16,383 
students at 19 schools, 
including the University of 
Maryland at College Park and 
the University of Maryland 
Baltimore County. It found that 
two-tenths of one percent of the 
students were infected with the 
vims. 

“This is -both good news and 
bad news,” commented 


Leighton Ku, a public health 
specialist at the Urban Institute 
in Washington. "It is good that it’s 
not sky high, as some might 
have feared. But it's bad that it's 
there at all.” 

Among other results of the 
study, published in Thursday's 
New England Journal of 
Medicine: 

•Overall, the survey found 30 
AIDS-infected students. All but 
two of them were men. 

•The infection rate was half of 
one percent for men and two- 
hundreths of one percent in 
women. 

•Those over age 24 were 


seven times more likely than 
younger students to be 
infected. 

•At 10 of the 19 campuses, 
the survey turned up no AIDS 
infection at all. 

The researchers noted that 
the risk of AIDS for college 
students is far lower than among 
some other groups, such as 
male homosexuals and drug 
abusers. 

"The potential clearly exists, 
however, for the further spread 
of HIV infection in this 
population, and preventive 
measures are needed,” they 
wrote.

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Increased crime brings changes in college police forces around the country

First there seemed to be a 
terrible change in campus crime 
nationwide. 

Now, not so slowly, campuses 
are changing the way they're 
defending themselves against 
crime. 

In recent months schools 
have hired more officers, started 
more sophisticated training 
programs, expanded their arrest 
powers and, most controversial 
of all, begun to arm their people 
with guns. 

Letting campus police carry 
guns is “a logical step to provide 
better service,” maintained John 
McGinnis, head of security at 
Marquette University in 
Milwaukee, whose unarmed 
officers currently are fighting to 
become commissioned by the 
state and thus qualified to carry 
guns. 

On the other hand, many 
students at Millersville University 
of Pennsylvania, where a 
debate to arm officers has been 
raging for years, “don't see any 
reason for [campus] police to 
have guns,” reported Doug 
Killough, a member of 
Millersville’s student 
government. 

Nevertheless, scores of 
schools are considering it. 

The State University of New 
York System, the University of 
Michigan, California University of 
Pennsylvania, Millersville, 
Marquette and Mesa State 
College all have considered 
whether to commission their 
officers and allow them to carry 
guns this year. 

Part of the reason campus 
police want more power comes 
from an increased use of 
weapons in crimes on college 
campuses, said John Carpenter, 
public safety officers for San 
Diego State University and a 
former president of the 
International Association of 
Campus Law Enforcement 
Administrators (IACLEA). 


“We have an arsenal here” of 
arms confiscated from campus 
criminals, Carpenter said. 

Moreover, Carpenter added, 
“it’s really frustrating" for college 
police who don't have the power 
to arrest criminals, or carry a gun, 
yet still must confront serious 
crimes on campus. 

There has indeed been an 
uncanny series of major league 
crimes for campus officers to 
battle this fall. 

Since the still-unsolved 
murders of five students in 
Gainesville, FL, in late August, 
campus cops have had to face 
arsons, frightening riots, 
murders, assaults and other 
felonies at Lock Haven 
University, the State University 
of New York at Buffalo, Delaware 
State College, and the 
universities of Illinois-Urbana, 
and California at Berkeley. 

“Most colleges and 
universities can’t control who 
the bad people are, and 
whether they come on campus," 
observed Richard Leonard, 
security chief at Oakland 
University in Michigan, where 
police have carried guns for 20 
years. 

It's been 13 years, Leonard 
added, since a campus officer at 
Oakland “had to discharge a 
weapon in enforcing the law.” 

“It’s good they are carrying 
guns,” affirmed Oakland student 
Amy Nida. “It makes the 
students feel safer.” 

But 30 minutes away at the 
University of Michigan, 250 
students in September 
protested UM’s decision to arm 
its police officers. 

Students “aren’t 
knowledgable about what 
commissioning entails,” claimed 
John Serpe, student body 
president at Marquette, where 
the campus is divided over a 
proposal to give their police 
more powers. 

Similarly, about 49 percent of 
the students at Millersville State 
said they opposed a campus 
police proposal to carry guns, 


citing worries that guns could 
lead to tragic accidents and that 
there wasn’t enough serious 
crime to warrant firearms. 

In a poll by the Snapper, 
Millersville’s student paper, 45 
percent of the students 
supported the proposal. They 
gave reasons such as self- 
defense and an increase in 
violent crime on campus. 

“A student asked, ‘how can 
you protect us when you can’t 
even protect yourselves?’” said 
Millersville police director Wayne 
Silcox in explaining why his 
department wants guns. 

Silcox said campus officers 
have been reintroducing the 
proposal each year since 1986, 
when a student was stabbed by 
an assailant. 

Unlike many other schools this 
fall, however, Millersville 
decided not to adopt guns. 

“A small majority [of the 
campus] would rather not” have 
armed police on campus, 
explained President Dr. Joseph 
Caputo in turning down the 
proposal in September. 

But campus police argue they 
don’t have the tools or powers 
they need to battle the current 
crime wave. 

“You’ve got to give [campus 
police] the equipment to 
enforce the law,” said San 
Diego’s Carpenter. 

Even at an urban campus like 
Marquette, police don’t have 
arrest powers. They can only 
hold suspects until Milwaukee 
police arrive to make an arrest. 

“If they are law enforcement 
officers and requisite training is 
offered, then they should be 
armed,” asserts David Stormer, 
president of IACLEA. 

Whether a campus security 
force has the powers to arrest 
and carry weapons may affect 
who stays on the force. 

In August, Lt. Robert Fey left 
Iowa State University because 
administrators would not allow 
campus police to carry weapons. 

Not carrying weapons “does 
create a stressful situation for

Football squad finishes season with loss

The Shepherd football team 
ended its season Saturday 
Nov. 3, when the team suffered 
a 27-1 0 defeat to American 
International. 

Although the Rams finished 
the season with the best record 
in the conference, posting an 
overall record of 6-3-1 and a 4-1- 
1 conference record, the 
season was also a disappointing 
one. The Rams finished 
eleventh in the NAIA Divisions I 
rankings, falling short of a play- 
off bid.

Riccards appoints security 
advisory committee 


On Nov. 26, President Dr. 
Michael P. Riccards announced 
the formation of a campus 
security advisory committee. In 
a letter sent to several students, 
faculty and staff members, the 
President requested their 
participation on a “broad based 
advisory committee” to review 
security policies and procedures 
on campus. The committee is 
being formed to work with 
Clinton Davis, dean of Auxiliary 
Services and Grover Boyer, 
senior security officer. 

Davis says that security on 
campus has two primary 
functions. “Protection of lives 
on campus is always before the 
secondary function of 
protecting property. . . . Well- 
being of the campus population 
is [security's] priority." 

The purpose of the committee 
as a group will be to go over 
security’s current role, to look at 
strengths, weaknesses and 
schedules. Davis also said that 
the committee will hopefully 


bring attention to priorities that 
[security] may not have noted 
before. 

"We hope these committee 
members will communicate with 
the other members of the 
college community [and] that 
the committee will keep security 
in proper perspective and 
identify potential problems,” 
Davis noted. 

Students Windy Blevins, Jeff 
Bolyard and Robert Phipps were 
tapped by President Riccards to 
represent the student 
community on the committee. 
Stacy Andrews, Nan Cicala and 
Sylvia Shurbutt were selected 
to represent faculty and staff 
concerns. Jennifer Hipp, Kevin 
Lewis and Mindy Merk were also 
asked to serve, but at presstime 
had not yet indicated if they 
would serve. 

The first meeting of the 
advisory committee was on Dec. 
4. No details were available at 
presstime.

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Nursing department and SNA working to build quality program

Many people know that 
Shepherd College has a nursing 
program. Few know the nursing 
program is several programs in 
itself and the students get their 
clinical experience in a variety of 
area hospitals. 

The nursing program at 
Shepherd is actually an Associate 
Degree (AD) program or a 
Bachelor of Science in Nursing 
(BSU) program or a Bachelor of 
Science in Nursing program. 

Both track graduates will be 
Registered Nurses, provided 
they pass liscensure exams. 

Over the past five years of the 
AD program's existence, an 
average of 1 00 percent of the 
graduates of the program have 
passed and are actively 
employed as Registered 
Nurses. The May 1990 class had 
a 97 percent pass rate. For the 
state, the rate was 84 percent, 


and the national rate was 86 
percent. 

The BSN program will have its 
first graduating class in May 
1991 . The BSN program has a 
special track that AD-RNs can 
follow to receive a Bachelor of 
Science degree. “The first BSN 
class of 12 students is planning 
for graduation by designing a 
school pin and cap,” according 
to Charlotte Anderson, BSN, 
chairperson of the Nursing 
Division. 

“Both programs’ students get 
a variety of experience during 
clinicals — at hospitals such as 
City Hospital and Veteran's 
Administration Medical Center, 
Martinsburg; Jefferson Hospital, 
Charles Town; Winchester 
Medical Center, Winchester, 
VA; Washington County 
Hospital, Hagerstown, MD; 
Frederick Memorial, Frederick, 
MD; and Chambersburg 
Hospital, Chambersburg, PA. 


Also, they get experience in 
local physicians' offices and 
medical clinics.... During clinical 
experience, students go to 
migrant camps, do [hands-on 
care on hospital floors],” said 
Anderson. “This is very 
advantageous for the students 
[in that their] two years of clinical 
experience [comes from such a 
variety] of facilities.” 

Many of the nursing students 
participate in SNA, the Student 
Nurses Association. On 
campus, SNA holds blood 
pressure screenings, open 
house and does various fund 
raisers. In the community it 
works with various charitable 
organizations. And recently, 
four SNA members attended 
the state SNA convention in 
Huntington, WV. 

“In SNA we try to promote 
professionalism. We are hoping 
to get national status by having 
15 members of the school SNA 


to be in national SNA to be able 
to vote." says Tammy McCune, 
SNA vice president. “It will give 
the school a higher professional 
standing and students national 
status." 

“We are very proud of the 
programs. Right now we have 
great interest being shown in 
the BSN program from the 
freshman and sophomore levels 
of pre-nursing as well as from 
the 15 juniors and 12 seniors,” 
Anderson said. 

“The 1991 AD class is 34 
members strong, and the 1992 
group is 40.” 

Shepherd has a National 
League for Nursing 
Accreditation for the AD 
program and has applied for the 
BSN program to be evaluated by 
Nursing League for 
Accreditation after the first class 
graduate in May 1991.

Persistence pays for soon 


to be Shepherd graduate

Graduation day— we all dream 
about it; struggle for it; desire it. 
But for one of this year's 
graduating seniors, it will be 
particularly poignant. 

Dorothy Barger-Fuller has 
overcome so much to get to her 
graduation day. She has 
survived the deaths of two 
children, one from leukemia and 
one from a car accident. She has 
existed through a divorce and 
the loss of her home. And she 
has lived through a heart attack, 
severe pneumonia and a head 
injury obtained from a suspect 
she was attempting to 
apprehend as a police officer in 
Fairfax, VA. 

When Dorothy receives her 
RBA in psychology with a minor 
in criminology this May, it will be 
quite an accomplishment. In 
fact, one that never would have 
been without Dorothy's 
incredible adaptation to change. 

“It’s strong faith in myself, and 
in God, that has gotten me 
through," she says. 

The changes began in 1974 
when her 19-year-old son was 
killed in an automobile accident. 
The tragedy was closely 
followed by the breakup of her 
marriage. 

Forced to start anew, she 
applied for and became a 
Shepherdstown police officer in 
1977. Through this position, 
Dorothy met and got to know 
many members of Shepherd 
College's faculty and staff, who 
she says were a big help when 
she became a student here in 


1986. 

In 1980, she left police work to 
supervise the West Virginia 
branches of the Migrant and 
Seasonal Farm Workers 
Association. Ready to return to 
law enforcement, Dorothy 
began work for the Fairfax 
County Police Department in 
1983. It was there that she was 
struck a violent blow to the head 
by an assailant that required a 
year's recovery. It was also the 
catalyst for her return to 
Shepherdstown to go to school. 

While at Shepherd, mostly 
due to stress and fatigue, 
Dorothy contracted pneumonia 
in the fall of 1988. Still 
recovering from this illness, she 
had a heart attack in February 
1989. But she finished the 
semester anyway. 

Part of the reason Dorothy is 
so determined to succeed is her 
daughters, one a Shepherd 
graduate and the other a 
sophomore. 

“I want to encourage them to 
have the strength to do what 
they want to do," she says. 

And what Dorothy wants to do 
is to attend graduate school, 
either in law or psychology,and 
eventually have her own 
practice specializing in women 
and adolescents. 

This goal is partly due to her 
favorite professor Dr. Joseph 
Merz. She feels that without his 
encouragement she may not 
have made it through 
Shepherd. 

“He is a fantastic educator, 
and he really motivates his 
students, " she says.

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Anti-gay backlash intensifies at several colleges across the nation 


Anti-gay fliers, letters and 
public complaints have 
appeared at several campuses 
in recent weeks, frightening 
some students and earning the 
head of a College Republicans 
chapter a reprimand. 

"My general sense is that the 
problem [of anti-gay activism] is 
getting worse,” said Kevin 
Berrill, director of the National 
Gay and lesbian Task Force's 
Campus Project, based in 
Washington, DC. 

The “problem” included 
incidents ranging in seriousness 
from an anonymous student 
complaining about a bulletin 
board to threats of violence 
chalked on campus sidewalks. 

At the University of Illinois, 
someone papered a dorm with 
fliers criticizing the amount of 
gay awareness literature on the 
hall's bulletin board. 

Along the same lines, an Ohio 
state senator appeared at a 
meeting of Ohio State 
University's Board of Trustees to

blast OSU's creation of an Office 
of Gay, Lesbian and Bisexual 
Student Services. 

"I guess I'm rather concerned 
that somehow we're endorsing 
or encouraging or lending 
credibility or giving any stature to 
a gay, homosexual, lesbian 
organization,” Sen. Gary C. 
Suhadolnik said. 

OSU's Board of Trustees has 
promised a response to 
Suhadolnik. 

Meanwhile, at the University of 
North Dakota (UND) in Grand 
Forks, someone wrote anti- 
homosexual messages in chalk 
on campus sidewalks, 
apparently in response to a UND 
homosexual group's 
observation of National Coming 
Out Day on Oct. 1 1 . 

The messages were “very 
negative and had a violent 
tone,” reported Bonnie Clark, 
spokeswomen for UND's 
Organization for Alternative 
Lifestyles. 

Clark said the negative 


messages showed up the night 
after her group had made their 
own chalk markings around 
campus in support of 
homosexuals and National 
Coming Out Day, when 
homosexual students 
traditionally show support for 
homosexual rights. 

A week later the Dakota 
Student, UND's student 
newspaper, printed a letter from 
UND College Republicans 
President Sean LaPlant, in 
which he defended the 
negative chalking and called 
homosexuals “irresponsible 
sexual deviants spreading the 
Black Plague of the '90s in a 
careless fashion.” 

As a result, two Republican 
nominees for the state legislature 
asked that LaPlant's name be 
removed from their political ads 
appearing in the Dakota 
Student. 

Berrill thinks the increased 
hostility is the result of “an 
explosion in gay and lesbian

Observe how a headache often 
goes away when you get 
involved in something you 
enjoy!

“Perhaps they’re concerned 
about the congressional

activism” on college campuses. 

“The price of increased 
visibility is increased 
vulnerability” to written insults 
and hate crimes, he added.

UND’s Clark said the furor at 
her school actually helped her 
group, drawing attention and 
support from administrators and 
other students. 

“We've come out okay,” Clark 
said. “I think we're on the other 
side of it now.”

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Budget may shut out 300,000 
students from loan program 


Hundreds of thousands of 
two-year college students could 
be shut out of federal student 
loans next school year under 
the new budget plan, an 
education lobbyist warned in 
mid-November. 

As many as 50,000 four-year 
college students also could lose 
their loans next year, he added. 

"It's going to have a substantial 
impact on poor folks,” asserted 
Stephen Blair of the National 
Association of Trade and 
Technical schools, which 
represents the private, for-profit 
institutions in Washington, DC. 

The five-year, $490 billion 
deficit reduction package, 
passed by Congress on Oct. 27, 
slices some $1 .7 billion out of 
the most popular federal 
student loan program by 
creating rigid restrictions on 
schools whose students have 
high loan default rates. 

The congressional action was 
spurred by concern over high 
default rates at some 
educational institutions and 
several instances of flagrant 
fraud and waste by disreputable 
schools. 

Blair, for one, estimated the 
new anti-default rules will cost 
about 300,000 students 
nationwide their eligibility for 
guaranteed federal student 
loans next year. 

About 50,000 of them go to 
“traditional” community and four- 
year campuses that have default 
rates above 35 percent, thus 
disqualifying them getting more 
loans. 

About 100 of the nation's total 
of 3,500 community and four- 
year colleges and universities 
have default rates that high, 
according to the American 
Council on Education (ACE), an 
umbrella group for campus 
presidents. 

“You're not looking at a huge 
number of schools," said ACE’s 
Pat Smith. 

The rest of the disqualified 
students go to technical and 
trade schools, some of which 
were blasted in September 
congressional hearings as 
unscrupulously arranging loans 
for students. The students, who 
used the loan money to pay the 
trade schools, then did not get 
the training or education they 
needed to get jobs that, in turn, 
could help them repay the loan 
to the government. 

The new budget also tries to 


“The 30 days [rule] will hurt 
everyone somewhat,” said John 
Blong, chancellor of the Eastern 
Iowa Community College 
system. The other restrictions, 
he said, “should have a major 
effect on community college.” 
Others, like Snead State 
Junior College in Alabama, 
headed off any problems by 
getting out of the federal 
student loan program 
altogether. 

“Too many people had taken 


loans out who shouldn't have,” 
said Snead aid officer Betty 
Perry. When the load program 
was dropped in the fall of 1989, 
the default rate was a relatively 
low 7.5 percent, Perry recalled. 
“It was just too much of a 
hassle.” 

“This [policy of loan 
restrictions] wouldn't have been 
our choice,” ACE's Smith said. 
“But on the other hand, it 
doesn't look disastrous."—

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Playboy bows to student “pressure”; 
begins search of women's colleges 


Claiming it's bowing to student 
pressure, Playboy magazine has 
started asking students at 
women's colleges to pose in 
various states of undress for a 
spring pictorial. 

The magazine, which often 
trolls campuses for willing 
models, decided to recruit at 
women’s colleges this year in 
response to alleged requests 
from students who felt “left out” 
because Playboy had never 
hired women from their schools, 
said Elizabeth Norris, a Playboy 
spokeswoman. 

Norris, however, would not 
name the people who made the 
unusual requests. 

She said she did not know if 
the students who called were 
male or female. 

Regardless of who called, 
Playboy editors also wanted to 
investigate the “myth” that 
students at women's colleges 
are all feminists with short hair, 
Norris added. 

“The response has been 
fabulous,” Norris said. 

Some women's college 
students have a hard time 
believing her. 

“The attitude here is varying 
degrees of disapproval,” said 
Melissa Dile, president of the 
Associated Students of Mills 
College in Oakland, CA. 

“They're trying to capitalize on 
the publicity of last spring” when 
Mills students protested to keep 
administrators from admitting 
men to the college, Dile 
maintained. 

In mid-October, Playboy sent 
a crew to Boston for a week of 
photographing students and 
alumni at schools that are all- 


female or have recently gone 
coed including Elms, 

Emmanuel, Mount Holyoke, 
Pine Manor, Regis, Simmons, 
Smith, Wellesley, Wheaton and 
Wheelock colleges. 

“I think it's rather important that 
the public knows that we 
[students at Mount Holyoke] 
don't want to be represented 
like this,” said Heather Merrill, a 
Mount Holyoke senior who 
helped plan an anti -Playboy 
petition drive and a picketing of 
Playbo/ s Chicago offices. 

Norris said that, despite the 
“fabulous” response, campus 


protests have “scared” some 
students into not keeping 
appointments for interviews 
they had made with Playboy. 

“It’s not fair that [the protesting 
students are] not giving their 
sisters the freedom to do what 
they want,” Norris said. 

Tess Resman, vice president 
of the Student Government 
Association at Smith College, 
said students there “believe 
every woman has the right to do 
what she wants to do with her 
own body." 

However, she said, they 
object to having Smith's name 
attached to a playmate. 

“I think it will be hard” for a 
student from Mount Holyoke to 
pose for Playboy, Merrill added. 

“I know many students would 
have a difficult time 
understanding why she would 


do something like that.” 

Playboy claims that it already 
has convinced one women’s 
college alumna, a 1986 
graduate of Mills named Heidi 
Ellis, to pose. 

Dile said she and other Mills 
students cannot find any 
mention of Ellis in school 
records. 

“It's kind of strange that no 
one remembers her,” Dile said, 
although models do sometimes 
adopt fake names when they 
appear in the magazine. 

The controversy is similar to 
the protests and anger that have 


greeted Playboy, whose 
corporate public relations 
specialists transform its 
recruiting forays onto campuses 
each year into free publicity 

In September, University of 
California at Santa Barbara 
students held a small protest 
over Playboy's hiring UCSB 
women for a “Women of the Big 
West” feature in the October • 
issue. 

In March, the presidents of the 
Athletic Coast Conference 
schools — including Duke, 
Maryland, Virginia, Georgia 
Tech, Clemson, Wake Forest, 
North Carolina and North 
Carolina State universities — 
sent a letter charging Playboy 
was “exploiting our universities" 
in a group of photos titled 
“Women of the ACC ."—College 
Press Service

Japanese students harassed, beaten in U.S.

Japanese students, brought 
to the United States in a wave of 
takeovers of struggling 
American campuses that began 
last spring, have reported 
numerous instances of racial 
harassment and even physical 
beatings in recent weeks. 

On Oct. 7, six Japanese 
students at Teikyo Loretto 
Heights University in Denver 
were robbed and beaten with 
baseball bats by four white 
teenagers in a park next to the 
campus. 

Japanese students at Salem 
Teikyo University in Salem, WV, 
are sometimes verbally abused 
by passersby, Michelle 
Stoneking, a student, reported. 

At Lewis and Clark College in 
Portland, OR, which is 
American-owned but has an 
active foreign exchange 
program, Japanese students 
say they often feel unwelcome 
in parts of the city, reported 
student Jennifer Reed. 

Part of the problem may be 
the economic power the 
Japanese are now perceived to 
have in the U.S., said Greg 
Caldwell, associate dean of 
international students at Lewis 
and Clark. 

“People seem to be wary or 
jealous of it,” Caldwell said.

American colleges, including 
Salem College and the 
abandoned Loretto Heights 
campus. 

Teikyo, which has a worldwide 
enrollment of 26,000, bought 
the American campuses to sell 
students a way to improve their 
employability by gaining 
experience in the U.S. 

Teikyo Loretto President 
James Terada, however, denies 
his new students have 
encountered much overt racism. 
"I think it's been blown out of 
proportion," Terada told The 
Denver Post. “I don't think it's a 
racial issue. It could happen on 
any campus." 

Salem's Stoneking added the 
Japanese are generally well- 
received. “Most people here like 
it because this is a very 
depressed area, and they 
[Japanese students] help the 
economy .” — College Press 
Service

“This is exactly what theater in 
colleges and universities should 
be doing — confronting 
contemporary issues that we face 
today as a nation," Herendeen 
said about the production. 

According to Dave Grubler, 
technical director of theater, the 
idea behind the studio theater is 
to put the theater in the hands 
of the students. “This space is 
the students’ chance to act and 
work as professionals. Ed and I 
are just sounding posts.” 


The studio theater’s second 
production came much closer to 
that idea.

In personal letter mailed to college newspapers 

Bush asks collegians to back the war effort 


Apparently hoping to defuse a 
gathering anti-war movement on 
the nation’s campuses, 

President Bush sent an unusual 
letter to some of the country’s 
14 million collegians Jan. 12, 
asking them to support his stand 
against Saddam Hussein. 

Bush also promised to try to 
resolve the crisis peacefully. 

“The president felt it was 
important to communicate 
directly with them," Bush press 
secretary Marlin Fitzwater said of 
the letter to students, adding 
that many students have friends 
in the Gulf region. 

Untold numbers of the 
soldiers now in the region, of 
course, were themselves 
students just a few weeks ago. 

In his two-page letter sent to 
about 460 college publications, 
Bush explained his policy 
rationale. 

“If armed men invaded a home 
in this country, killed those in 
their way, stole what they 
wanted and then announced 
the house was now theirs — no 
one would hesitate about what 
must be done," he wrote. 

“And that is why we cannot 
hesitate about what must be 
done halfway around the world 
in Kuwait," Bush said. “The facts 


are clear. The choice 
unambiguous. Right vs. wrong.” 

“We thought it was pretty 
much a joke,” said Hideki 
Tomeoka, associate editor of 
the University of Washington’s 
paper, the Daily. The editors 
received the letter by fax 
machine Jan. 8 and ran it the 
next day as a guest opinion with 
the headline “Words of Wonder 
From Mr. Bush." An 
accompanying editorial cartoon 
of the President called it 
“bullshit." 

Other editors just returning 
from winter break, like those at 
the University of Notre Dame 
and Oberlin College, said they 
hadn’t yet finalized plans on how 
to run the letter. “I was surprised 
at first," said Kelley Tuthill, news 
editor for Notre Dame’s The 
Observer. “But he does have to 
be accountable to us. 

“It was condescending at 
some points," Tuthill continued, 
referring to Bush explanation on 
“right vs. wrong.” “Students 
know what going on.” 

“If there's one place on the 
homefront Bush has to worry 
about, it's college campuses,” 
added Eric Pfanner, editor of 
the Daily Nebraskan, the paper 
at the University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln. 

“I guess we’re not on Bush’s 
most-important list,” said Kay 
Hilton, editor of the Sidelines, 
the student paper at Middle 
Tennessee State University, 
which didn’t get a letter. Hilton 
described campus reaction to 
the crisis as “pretty mixed.” 

In the letter, Bush also 
recalled his days as a teenage 
combat pilot in World War II. 

“I have been in war," Bush

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Possible setback of a year or more 

Intervis policy changes delayed by administrative studies

It’s after January now, and no 
intervis policies have been 
changed. Students have been 
hoping that the new intervis 
proposal would be in effect by 
the time they got back from 
Christmas break.

the new intervisitation proposal 
for a year, the proposal is not 
ready to be considered a 
finished product. 

“Dr. Riccards wants a full 
package with this proposal, and 
the judicial committee's ideas 
and the proposal have to go 
together,” Cuppett said. 

Cuppett noted a mis- 
understanding with the 
students and the administration 
about losing intervis privileges. 
Some students feel that under 
no circumstance can they lose 
their privileges. 

“Under our suggested 
punishment right now, no one is 
losing privileges, but the judicial 
board can do what they want," 
Cuppett said. 

So what's the hold up? Dean 
Harry Young explained that the 
proposal takes a long time to 
complete.

“It's going to happen; the 
question is when . When it's 
done, I want it done right,” said 
Young. 

He noted that a lot of work 
needs to be done before any 
changes can be made. “We 
would not implement changes 
piece-meal, but all together,” 
Young stated. 

The intervis proposal not only 
states proposed hours, but 
different plans and 
violations/penalties that will go 
along with the new proposed 
hours. It issues a roommate bill 
of rights, as well as “parental 


security, privacy and 
consideration of their 
roommates. If this proposal is 
enacted, students will have a 
greater freedom, but a bigger 
responsibility. Young explained 
that safety and security along 
with privacy and consideration 
are items that students need to 
be educated on.

“As I look at it, as it's spelled 
out here, it’s very difficult to 
adopt this proposal by next fall," 
Young concluded.

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Jefferson Co. Delegate seeks new DUI legislation 


Following the swearing-in 
ceremony of the West Virginia 
House of Delegates, member 
re-elect Dale Manuel, D- 
Jefferson, announced his plans 
to introduce several pieces of 
legislation which he believes are 
overdue. Of priority to the 
Eastern Panhandle lawmaker is 
a measure relating to driving 
under the influence (DUI) of 
drugs or alcohol. 

The DUI bill would affect 
drivers between the ages of 18 
and 21 . According to the 40th 
District delegate's proposal, 
drivers in that age group found 
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with any level of blood alcohol 
would lose all driving privileges 
until the age of 21. 

“While the ideal situation 
would be total prohibition for 
people in this age bracket, we 
realize we can’t legislate human 
nature. But, we can put some 
teeth in a law to keep these 
young people from behind the 
wheel of a car,” Manuel said. “If 
someone loses their license 


after this bill passes, he or she 
cant get it back until after he or 
she has turned 21 . We would 
hope by that time the driver will 
have matured.” 

Manuel said he believes that 
his recent appointment to the 
House Judiciary Committee will 
help him in his efforts to pass 
legislation on his latest proposal. 

A seat on the Judiciary 


Committee traditionally has 
been sought because of the 
stature of the bills referred 
before it. 

The educator from Jefferson 
County has also been 
appointed as vice-chair for the 
Committee on Political 
Subdivisions and is a member 
on the Constitutional Revisions 
Committee.

said. “I know the terror of 
combat. 

“And I tell you this with all my 
heart: I don't want there to be 
war ever again. I am determined 
to do absolutely everything 
possible in the search for a 
peaceful resolution to this 
crisis.” 

Bush joined the Navy in 1941. 
He was only 18, and he had just 
graduated from high school. 
Within a year, he became one of 
the service's youngest combat 
pilots. 

The president also saluted the 
370,000-some American troops 
now in the Gulf as “young men 
and women who are putting 
their lives on hold in order to 
stand for peace.” 

Bush quoted a Christmas card 
he recently received from Army 
Sgt. Terry Hatfield, a “young 
soldier” from Fort Stewart, Ga. 

“‘Mr. President, I just wanted 
you to know my soldiers and I 
are ready to do whatever 
mission you decide. Freedom as 
we know and enjoy it has been 
taken away from another country 
and must be restored. 

“‘Although we are separated 
from family and friends, loved 
ones, we will do what must be 
done.... We stand ready and 
waiting. God bless you and the 
U.S.A.’" 

Bush said, “Terry understands 
the moral obligation that has 
compelled our extraordinary 
multinational coalition to make 
this stand in the Gulf.’”

War and the 
MTV generation 

Shock. Utter shock. 

Those are the only emotions most of us could muster that night 
three weeks ago when the sound of bombs exploding over 
Baghdad was first heard. For some, the war began a series of 
events they were expecting. For others, the war has become a 
reality they didn't want to experience. In particular, most college 
students didn't think we would be going back to school to face 
more than a bombed test. 

The vast majority of those attending college at this moment are a 
part of a generation which knows what war “really" looks like — from 
the other side of a video screen. We have “real" experience when it 
comes to mass destruction. Why, we’ve been exposed to “Rambo” 
Parts 1 , 2 AND 3; “Hamburger Hill”; “Red Dawn”; and “Platoon." We 
know that war is neither sterile nor humane. 

Fortunately, our knowledge ended with surreal video landscapes 
used for our entertainment and escape, not the actual mass 
destruction of living, breathing humans and their homes. No 
longer, though. 

We are the MTV generation, the MTV genus if you will. We're 
used to video and audio bites, small pieces of electronic 
nourishment, the kind only available in a music video. The visual 
snacks fed to us by Downtown Julie Brown, Pauly, Miss Julie 
Brown and Kurt Loder afford the comfort, variety and quick 
satisfaction our generation demands. Just when we reach the point 
of fulfillment from one flavor, a new video pops onto the screen, 
keeping our visual appetite insatiable. 

So when the bombing began, the sight and thought of a REAL, 
VERY LONG war being fought during our lifetimes has been 
incomprehensible. Even though we're predominantly visually 
oriented, none of us was prepared for the sight of the aerial 
demolition of Iraq, let alone an event to which family and friends go 
to kill and be killed. How can this happen in real life, many wonder, 
for this kind of thing only happens on a video cassette, right? 

Before the shooting began, most in the MTV generation seemed 
to take an attitude of nonchalance toward a possible war with 
Saddam. As Jan. 16 drew near, our leaders stepped up their efforts 
to get the younger generation to see it their way. President Bush 
even went so far as to send a letter to college students across the 
country, trying to win us over. Bit by bit, some inched out of apathy 
into faint support for the President's position. Then Bush got 
tougher, telling the country Hussein was “going to get his ass 
kicked” if he didn't get out of Kuwait. Well, hell then, we might as 
well take him at his word. He is John Wayne/Ronald Reagan 
reincarnate, you know, and television personalities never lie. 

Also, talks of a quick and terrible air strike, in which hellfire and 
brimstone from the United States Air Force would rain upon Iraq, 
prompted many to think the war would be over within three days. 
We believed what the tube told us. 

Three weeks later we're still fighting, with no end in sight. And 
bodies, both allied and Iraqi, are piling up.

But more than being visually dissatisfied with no feeling of 
gratification, this scenario threatens our personal state of well- 
being. Like someone in one of the ghoulish scenes from the "A n 
Nightmare On Elm Street” movie series, this generation is i 
threatened with being literally sucked into what we're watching. 
Instead of just being a visual visitor for two hours, escaping reality 
into the heroic exploits of a Schwarzenegger flick, it’s now quite I 
possible some of us could become participants in a reality we can't 
escape.

Dear editors, 

I am in favor of good accurate 
journalism, especially when it 
wishes to cleanse the system of 
travesties. Athletics at 
Shepherd College is not one 
such issue. 

I take personal affront to some 
major mistakes in your Dec. 5 
Article regarding our 
Department of Intramurals. First, 
intramurals is not under the 
athletic department and never 
has been in the 10 years of my 
athletic directorship. I clearly 
moved the intramural budget 
out of athletics and set it up 
separately under physical 
education to be sure that what is 
intramurals gets used for the 
students and what is athletic 
stays in athletics. Prior to my 
administration, the intramural 
funds were not separate, and I 
saw the possibility of impropriety 
and decided on separate 
accountability. 

Also, I might note, historically, 
across the country this 
separation has been done in the 
past and, most recently, 
students are moving to control 
intramurals totally. On some 
campuses, students are 
developing their own spaces for 
recreation and building their 
own gymnasiums. This situation 
exists at the University of 
Alabama. 

Secondly, the Athletic reserve 
is not truly a resen/e account. In 
1988, because of other uses of 
this athletic account, the reserve 
was down to only $1 1 ,000. This 
year’s reserve shows $150,000. 
But $1 1 0,000 of that is to pay 
athletic-related salaries as has 
been the case for at least the 
last five years. The other

$40,000 is a growth product of 
interest accrued from the total 
athletic account and monies 
returned at the end of the year. 
My administration has never 
ended a year in the red. I am 
proud of this fact. Also, that 
account is athletic-related, and 
due to separation of intramural 
fees that generate intramurals 
and athletics that generate 
athletics, intramurals should not 
draw on that account. 

Third, athletics had 55 tuition 
waivers of a total of 146 awarded 
at Shepherd College this year. 
Accurate math shows that to be 
38 percent of the total. Your 
reference to Mr. Thrawls’ 
account is inaccurate. His 
statement was that we have 55 
percent of the dollar worth of the 
waiver money used. This is 
because the athletic waivers are 
free to go to out of state totally, if 
needed, to recruit. At this time 
nine of our total stay in state and 
the remainder go out of state. 
Again, even though potentially 
we control a possible dollar 
equal to 55 percent, we use 
much less of that. Historically, all 
academic waivers have been 
used to benefit West Virginia 
students. I think this is 
meritorious for a state school. It 
does mean, however, when 
dollar values are attached, 
athletics appears to benefit 
more. The only difference 
between the waivers is the value 
potential if used out of state. 

My office and accounts are 
always open. I have answered 
many students (including Kevin 
Lewis’ questions) and usually 
when they leave, they find me 
fair and their suppositions more 
factual. I invite you at any time to

point out is how the SGA 
president allegedly designated 
funds to pay for more 
athletically-oriented programs 
without any approval from the 
SGA itself. Because of this 
action, students are now paying 
additional money to help 
support athletics, whether or not 
intramurals are technically under 
the auspices of the athletic 
program. We're already paying 
$75 in athletic fees, money the 
vast majority of us will never 
benefit from. 

As with many other colleges 
and universities around the 
country, Shepherd obviously 
has a large funding discrepancy 
between athletically-oriented 
programs and academics. The 
over-emphasis upon athletically- 
oriented programs and athletic 
prowess is not something 
Shepherd should be 
overlooking, which is essentially 
what this letter asks. 

It is certainly commendable 
that the athletic and physical 
education, health, recreation 
and safety departments can 
hold their own and are able to 
laud a new $9 million-plus facility 
as an asset. 


But what about the rest of the 
school? While a beautiful, multi- 
million dollar athletic facility sits 
over on the hill, the rest of the 
college grovels. Snyder 
Science Hall, ‘an 
embarrassment" as President 
Riccards calls it, Knutti Hall, Lurry 
Hall, the library, the college 
center, the cafeteria and all the 
dormitories except West Woods 
need to be renovated and/or 
enlarged. Even the 
administration building could 
stand to be enlarged. 

But none of that can be 
accomplished because the 
building reserves are depleted. 

Certainly there needs to be 
athletics and athletically- 
oriented programs at Shepherd 
College. Certainly, Sara Cree 
needed to be replaced. And 
certainly, there needs to be an 
intramural program. But when 
there are many, many other 
ailing areas that the SGA money 
could have been invested in 
which would have also directly 
benefited the students, why is it 
that the largest piece of the pie 
more often than not gets served 
to athletics and athletically- 
oriented programs? Therein lies 
the travesty.

Peregrinations with Paul 
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We would do well to remember

Observe the simple candle, a 
plain stub of unassuming white 
wax, burning steadily 
throughout the night. Add one 
or two more to that. Then 10 
more. Multiply by 100 and follow 
with several hundred more, on 
and on, flickering in the 
darkness, and don't stop until 
you have reached the mark of 
23,000. See them ranked along 
the wooden snake fences and 
deserted farm lanes, lining the 
cornfields and circling silent 
artillery pieces and monuments 
dedicated to men long since 
returned to dust. 

Witness Antietam National 
Battlefield the first weekend this 
past December as the holiday 
illumination paid reverent tribute 
to the above-stated number of 
Northerners and Southerners 
who paid the highest price on 
the singularly ghastly 17th of 
September, 1862. A day in 
which one man out of four was 
made unlucky on a battlefield, 
today consisting of 12 miles, 
which was packed by two armies 


totaling 100,000 (64,000 Union 
troops were on the field, while 
the Secesh had between 
37,000 to 40,000). 

That December Saturday was 
like a clarion call from heaven 
sent directly at me. Many have 
been the times my feet have 
trod those blood-soaked acres, 
but never before had I been left 
with such deep emotional 
impressions. As dusk fell, the 
Shepherd College Choir 
presented a program of 
Christmas music, followed by 
several rousing numbers of the 
Civil War era from beneath the 
Maryland Monument. The timing 
was perfect. As the program 
came to a conclusion, the early 
winter sun sank gloriously in the 
West, painting the horizon a 
brilliant reddish-orange even as 
a majestic full moon rose 
simultaneously in the east. 
Before dispersing, the audience 
faced south and was treated to a 
series of “Taps” on bugle, each 
one more distant than the last, 
until we were swallowed up by 
the silence. 

As far as I was able to tell, I was 


the only foot traveller as 
everyone else seemed to have 
opted out of the cold for the 
driving tour. My point, however 
odd as it may sound, is that I was 
never truly alone. Never before 
this night had I felt sadness 
while thinking of the battle that 
raged on here for 1 2 hours one 
day so very long ago, but that 
night it came over me. It was 
more of a respectful melancholy, 
if you can understand that, for I 
feel that these men who 
suffered here are now in a far 
better place than we shall ever 
know on earth. 

Every candle I passed struck 
me as being a friend, and there 
they were for me, stretching 
miles off into the night. Each 
one seemed to gently say, “Life 
is hard sometimes. Yes, that is 
unarguable, but it's all right in 
the end. Keep slugging.” I felt 
as if I were in a graveyard with 
loved one on every side and I 
suppose, looking back on it 
now, I was. The profound 
gratitude that swept over me 
then remains with me still. 


They had passed through 
their uneventful, hardworking 
days of peaceful existence and 
then, when the war called, had 
gone selflessly forth to die for 
those ideals they knew were 
worth their very lives. I felt the 

torment that comes out in the 
diaries of many a young soldier 
of the day, gone far from home 
and ever closer to realizing the 
moment of being shot to shreds 
before passing into glory, 
where, as the old spiritual says, 
“all is forgiveness.” 

And now, being past the eve 
of a new war in which many 
young people of my own age 
group and acquaintance are 
being called forth to serve, I 
sense those inner emotions 
ever so more deeply. Perhaps 
we would do well to remember 
the sacrifices made at Antietam 
and elsewhere, and trust in God 
to bless us with the same 
backbone and faith to shape a 
better future as He did for those 
who marched away long before 
our time.

little trees and huge weeds 
sprouting green foliage all over 
them and they somehow add to 
the view across the river. But not 
far from them is an old building 
that isn't kind of neat; it’s kind of 
sad. The boarded up windows 
and the ever regenerating litter 
give the old Tobacco 
Warehouse a dejected air that 
sunshine and greenery don’t 
hide. 

Abraham Shepherd was 
probably pretty proud of that 
stone building when it was 
commissioned in 1788; his little 
town of Mecklenburg was 
enough of a commerce center 
to merit a tobacco inspection 
center where the crop was held 
and checked before continuing 
further downriver to 
Washington, DC. 

But apparently tobacco didn’t 
long dominate trade on the river, 
and by 1795 the warehouse was 
in use as a storage site for grain. 

The limestone building 
continued its varied use 
throughout the town’s history. It 
served as a last resort hospital 
during the Battle of Antietam 
once all the houses were full, 
feared for the harm the river air 
might cause the sick and the 
dying. More recently it was used 
as the town water plant until 
1972. 

For 18 years, it has 
stood empty. Empty, that is, but 
for the snakes who seek its 
coolness in the summer heat, 
and the children who clamber 
around its rickety insides when 
they can find or force a way in. 

There’s hope for the old 
building if those interested can 


only find time in their busy 
schedules to bring it back to life. 
For two years the idea of 
rehabilitating it and using it as a 
town-owned, AYH leased, 
combination youth hostel and 
youth center has slowly taken 
root. 

It’s a good plan; it can work. It 
will take money, but more than 
that it will take committed 


community support. The old rally 
cry sounds again — Grassroots 
activism to the front for yet 
another good cause! 

Think of it as a recycling and 
historic preservation project all 
rolled up in one; whatever your 
cause for the ’90s, there is an 
angle for it down by the river. 
Overdevelopment is a fear in 
Shepherdstown these days, yet 


we have real unmet need in the 
lack of a youth center. Hanging 
out in the post office after dark 
or counting the cracks in the 
sidewalk outside the Yellow 
Brick Bank night after night can’t 
be a very exciting, or even dully 
worthwhile, teenage existence. 

Getting this project off the 
ground has been tricky at times.

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Waiting for the ‘Education President’ to stand up 

Educators have high hopes as Higher Education Act debate opens

Students would find it easier 
to get financial aid and would get 
it in the form of grants, not loans, 
if some educators' wish list for a 
major college bill in this session 
of Congress comes true. 

Legislators expect to begin 
debating provisions of the 
Higher Education Act (HEA), 
aside from a potential military 
draft bill the most important 
student bill expected to arise 
this month. 

The HEA effectively sets the 
federal government's campus 
policies for everything from 
library support to student aid, 
and is updated every five years. 

Although the update process 
begins next month, its results 
probably won't begin to affect 
students until at least 1993, 
observers say. 

Reformers say they see it as 
an opportunity to reverse a 
trend, begun in 1981 with the 
ascension of Ronald Reagan , 
that forced students to borrow 
college aid from the federal 
government instead of getting it 
in the form of grants. 

Until then, the majority of aid 
was granted. As a result, 
students didn't graduate with 
the kinds of debt burdens that 
now are typical. 

“One of everybody's 
concerns is to shift the balance 
between grants and loans," said 
Charles Saunders of the 
American Council on Education 
(ACE). Shifting it especially 
would help low-income 
students, Saunders explained. 

“Needy students become 
overburdened with loans,” 
agreed Ken Mclnerney of the 
National Association of Student 


Financial Aid Administrators in 
Washington, DC. 

“I’m not entirely sure [federal 
loans are] the best way” for a 
needy student to pay for 
college,” Mclnerney added. 

ACE, a trade group for college 
presidents, also would like the 
government to increase aid to 
older and part-time students — 
so-called “nontraditional” 
students who now make up 
more than 40 percent of the 
American campus population — 
as well as to dependent 
students, Saunders said. 

Moreover, higher education 
lobbyists in Washington want to 
make it easier for students to get 
aid and for campus aid 
administrators to hand it out. 

“We’d like to see a reduction 
of paperwork" so aid officers can 
pay more attention to students, 
Mclnerney said. 

“I'm so busy with paperwork 
that it limits my time with 
students,” agreed Audrey 
Lambert, financial aid director at 
Mississippi State University. 

“There's got to be a better 
way,” Lambert added. 

In early January, the Bush 
administration floated a trial 
balloon proposal to make the 
process simpler by taking banks 
out of the loan process. 

Students would borrow 
directly from their schools, which 
would get the money from the 
government. 

“We're quite confident it 
would work well," said Jerold 
Roschwalb of the National 
Association of State Universities 
and Land-Grant Colleges. 

“There’s no reason a student 
has to go to a bank to get a 
loan,” he contended. 

Banks, however, howled in 
protest, forecasting spiralling 



default rates and widespread 
mismanagement if the proposal 
passed and really did put 
untrained school officials into 
the loan business. 

While student aid is the most 
visible part, the HEA also 
regulates aspects of teacher 
training, international education, 
college libraries and graduate 
programs, among other things. 

“The other [parts of the law] 
affect students more 
importantly, but more indirectly" 
than financial aid, ACE's 
Saunders maintained. 

But whether any parts of the 
Washington college lobby's 
HEA wish list come true is open 
to question. 

Getting more money for 
higher education at a time when 
the nation teeters on the brink 
of war, when a recession is 
spreading across the country 
and the crushing new burdens 
of the savings and loan bailout 
are just beginning to compound 
an already unmanageable 
federal deficit may prove 
difficult. 

College lobbyists, however, 
hope President Bush will help 
them get their expensive 
reforms passed. 

“We're anxiously waiting for 
‘the education president’ to 
stand up,” Saunders said. 

Bush, of course, said during 
his 1988 campaign that he 
hoped to be remembered as 
“the education president” one 


day. 

People have tried to make the 
HEA reauthorization debate in 
to broader college reforms 
before, but have generally 
failed. 

In 1985, then-Education 
Secretary William Bennett 
promised a set of HEA 
proposals that would completely 
remake federal college policies. 
His “revolution" would end 
alleged campus “waste,” make 
schools “accountable" for 
students' progress, help 
improve the loan default rate 
and effectively make the 
Reagan administration's 
attempts to take the federal 
government out of most campus 
financing schemes into 
permanent policy. 

Bennett, however, never 
delievered his promised 
package of reforms to 
Congress. 

When he finally sent some 
more traditional proposals late in 
the debate to the Senate Labor 
and Human Resources 
Committee, they were 
essentially ignored. 

Roschwalb predicts the 
Education Department, despite 
being leaderless until Secretary- 
designate Lamar Alexander is 
formally confirmed by the 
Senate, probably will play a 
bigger role in the HEA debate 
than in 1985. 

Whatever reforms the 
department offers for the bill, it 


probably won’t introduce “new 
proposals that cost a lot of 
money,” he added. 

The entire process will start, 
when House and Senate 
subcommittees try to sort out 
recommendations from the 
Education Department, higher 
education organizations and 
even students. 

The bills ironed out in 
subcommittees will go to the 
Senate Labor and Human 
Resources Committee and the 
House Education and Labor 
Committee, where more 
changes will be made, approved 
or discarded. 

Then the full Senate and the 
full house will vote on their 
committees' versions of the 
HEA. 

Finally, a joint Senate-House 
conference committee will meet 
to compare the two versions of 
the bill, agree on a compromise 
and send it back to their 
respective chambers for final 
approval. If the president signs 
the final result, the nation 
should have its 1991 HEA in 
place by 1992. 

“We hope we can have it done 
by spring of 1992,” said Tom 
Wolanin, staff director of the 
House Committee for 
Postsecondary Education. 

Even then, it would take at 
least a year for the government 
and school administrators to 
implement the reforms, ACE's 
Saunders speculated.

Student/employee killed 


Brenda Sue Staley, 41, of 
Hagerstown, MD, was fatally 
injured in a car accident last 
month. She was a part-time 
student as well as a Shepherd 
College library employee. 

According to Tpr. Burke of the 
Chambersburg detachment of 
the Pennsylvania State Police, 
Staley was traveling in a car on Rt. 
997 in Franklin County, PA, 
around 1 :30 a.m., Saturday, Jan. 
5. Apparently, her vehicle was 
traveling at a high rate of speed 


when the driver suddenly lost 
control and veered off the road to 
the right. Burke said the vehicle 
hit a telephone pole head on, 
continuing forward for some 
distance. Finally, the car struck a 
pile of rocks and flipped over 
several times. 

Staley was thrown from the 
vehicle, Burke said. Once 
emergency crews arrived, she 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Reportedly, Staley's boyfriend

had been with her at the time of 
the accident, although he was 
not at the scene when 
emergency personnel arrived. 
The driver of the vehicle is 
unknown. 

A determination as to the 
cause of the accident had not 
been made at presstime, nor was 
alcohol determined to be a 
contributing factor as yet. Burke 
said an investigation is ongoing, 
and criminal charges may be 
pending.

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A conversation with Calvin Morris 



Dr. Calvin S. Morris is a 
professor of pastoral theology at 
the Howard University School of 
Divinity in Washington, DC. He 
has had extensive experience in 
the civil rights movement, 
working with such prominent 
figures as the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, Coretta Scott King and 
the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. As part of the Shepherd 
College recognition of the life 
and work of Dr. King, Morris was 
asked to deliver the keynote 
speech for an academic 
convocation, held Jan. 21, as 
well as lecture during two 
classes the next day. The 
following is an edited transcript 
of a conversation between 
Picket Editor Steve Rosa and 
Dr. Morris. 

Morris: I was the associate 
director of the Southern 
Christian Leadership 
Conference's program, 
“Operation Breadbasket." Dr. 
King appointed me to that 
position in February of 1968. 
Jesse Jackson was the national 
director and I was the associate 
director. I was on staff there from 
1967-1971. And also I was the 
director for the Martin Luther 
King Jr. Center for Nonviolent 
Social Change. 

Rosa: I know here on our 
campus we’re somewhat 
distanced from the issues 
of civil rights due to 
having such a 
homogenized student 
body. However, as you 
can see, we are trying to 
bring some cultural 
diversity to the area. 
Obviously, the civil rights 
movement will have a more 
direct impact upon our 
area as the social climate 
changes. Where do you 
feel the movement has 
had its largest positive 
impact? 


Morris: Well, I think there are 
pluses and minuses. Certainly 
the more visible and demeaning 
aspects of a segregated society 
no longer exist. We have had a 
growing number of African 
Americans that have taken their 
rightful places in industry and 
commerce, and that's been very 
positive. 

What we face, however, is a 
nation that is always of two 
minds when it comes to race — 
one that wants to live out its 


creed and the other that sort of 
falls back on age-old attitudes 
and assumptions about race. 

We've come out of almost a 
decade of leadership in the 
United States, a kind of 
leadership that has been 
insensitive to, if not downright 
hostile to, civil rights. Bush, with 
this recent veto [of a civil rights 
bill because] of what he thought 
was legislation that involved 
quotas, I think he's of two minds 
too. 

Personally, I liked Reagan; I 
don't think Reagan personally 
liked most black people very 
much, though. I think that Bush 
doesn't have any problem with 
[minority] access [to the White 
House]. But he's a part of a 
political party that has used the 
issue of race to win elections. I 
think he's part of the strategy of 
the Republican Party for the 
1992 election to target itself in 
certain sections of this country 
as a party that opposes quotas 
or Affirmative Action or anything 
like that. So, I think we've held 
our own in terms of basic 
legislation and in that realm. I 
think we've been hurt by an 
economy and by a 
governmental policy that has 
essentially reduced funds for 
higher education so that the 
numbers of African Americans 
attending college now is in 
some decline. 

Another issue that doesn't 
have a whole lot to do directly 
with racism — directly — is the 
whole issue of drugs and what 
appears to be a 
suicidal/homicidal generation. 
This has been a year in which 
black young men, particularly, 
are killing one another. I think 
that's a very, very troubling 
reality. When one puts that over 
and against the United States 
taking the number one position 
now as the most heavily 
imprisoned population in the 
world, it suggests that the way 
we are responding to some of 
our ills is in a more punitive and 
law-and-order way, expending 
huge amounts of money to 
warehouse people without 
rehabilitation of any kind. We're 
spending far more to imprison 
people and keep them there 
than we would be if that money 
was used to rehabilitate them. 
That's very, very, very troubling 
to me. 

There's another aspect [of civil 
rights] that faces America, and it 
doesn't have to do with race 
necessarily — the issue of 


access to education and the 
quality of public education. The 
struggle within the next century 
will really be waged on an 
economic level among nations 
and not on a military level. So 
that while we may be perceived 
as the strongest military nation in 
the world, if the Gulf War is any 
indication, all commentators 
seem to suggest that the next 
struggle will not be one of 
military power, but one of 
economic power. If this nation is 
to continue its style of life, the 
way we've been accustomed to 
living with certain prosperity 
among most of us, that will not 
be maintained if we're not able 
to compete in the world market. 

Overall, there is cause for 
some joy at the length of which 
we've come, but that joy is 
[dimmed] by all of the problems 
we're facing today. 

Rosa: What's your reaction 
to how the spirit of the 
holiday has been 
overshadowed by the war, 
seeming to get lost in all 
the coverage of the 
events in the Gulf? 

Morris: I think it certainly was 
overshadowed. I think it was a 
great irony, a paradox that war 
would break out around the 
celebration of the birth of that 
American in this century which 
most symbolizes nonviolence 
and peace. I think it made the 
celebration much more 


poignant, if not more publicized. 

Rosa: In developing role 
models for upcoming 
generations, African- 
Americans and Americans 
period, that steer away 
from drugs, that steer 
away from bad influences, 
up comes Marion Barry. 
What damage has his drug 
trial done to civil rights or 
has it had a minimal 
effect? 

Morris: Well, I think that there are 
two or three things going on. I 
think one is the fact that he was 
the mayor of the nation's capital. 

I think one is that he is black. I 
think that because of the 
struggle he had with drugs and 
violence in the nation's capital, 
certainly he was a symbol to 
many people [of the problem's 
faced by the civil rights 
movement]. There were many 
people angry at him and felt 
betrayed by him and who were 
in pain by his fall — his fall as 
black man, as a mayor and 
because his situation became 
an international news item. One 
person's fall, however, is not 
tantamount to the fall of a whole 
group of people. It will be no 
more than Nixon's fall from grace 
was somehow tantamount to all 
Americans or white Americans or 
white American Republicans, 
and they were somehow 
devastated and couldn't go on. 

It has its tragedy to it, and we 


don't know what the overall 
effect is going to be. I certainly 
think it could not be but 
negative in some of its 
repercussions, whether it was 
with the school children with 
whom he spoke... 

Rosa: ...and said things 
like, “Don't do drugs”... 

Morris: ...or like, “I've never 
done drugs. And I'll swear to it 
on the honor of my mama's 
whatever." I think, yes, that was 
difficult. Obviously, the drug 
culture is a reality that cuts 
across all kinds of lines. He 
became a symbol of drug abuse. 
He did not make any of the 
people I know glad. 

However, issues of civil rights 
are not based on the activities of 
one person. 

Rosa: On a brighter note, 
what about Doug Wilder? 
Do you see him going to 
the White House? 

Morris: I think his chances are 
probably better for running for 
vice president and being on 
somebody's national ticket. He 
certainly seems to be interested 
in going beyond Virginia in 
terms of political ambition. I think 
he's tried to position himself as 
kind of fiscal conservative, 
hoping that will appeal to a 
national constituency. I am 
somewhat troubled that he 
seems to be... 

Rosa: ...opportunistic? 

Morris: I think so.... It appears 
that his efforts to gain [a broader 
constituency] may jeopardize 
the constituency he already 
had. 

Rosa: Where do you go 
from here? Will the vetoed 
civil rights legislation 
come up again? 

Morris: The bill will come up 
again. 

Rosa: In this session? 

Morris: Oh, yeah. Whether the 
bill writers can fashion some 
language that will be able to 
acquire the President's 
signature, I don't know. There's 
a much better opportunity for [a 
Congressional] override [if Bush 
vetoes the bill] this time than 
there was the last time.

Date rape and assaults against 
women are but a few of the 
issues Kepple plans on dealing 
with immediately. Most people 
agree women don’t know how to 
handle these situations when 
they happen to them. Statistics 
show instances of these crimes 
are on the rise every year. 

Along the lines of changes, 
Kepple would like to see women 
take a bigger role on campus in 
the leadership department. She 
believes Panhellenic could be a 


big help in getting the ball 
rolling.

Right now, I think we're going 
to have to steer clear of the 
Supreme Court, which was by 
and large our place of last resort 
[for declaring civil rights 
legislation legal]. The Supreme 
Court, it appears, will not be as 
liberal as it has been.... 

I come to places like 
[Shepherd] because the 
college generation today will 
provide crucial [civil rights] 
leadership, if not now, in the 
very near future. 

I have been somewhat 
distressed to hear of growing 
incidences of intolerance on 
campuses, whether it's dealing 
with black people or Jews or gay 
people or whatever. It just 


background on several issues 
such as blacks voting, 
segregation and slavery as well 
as information on current civil 
rights legislation. Morris claimed 
that the United States has come 


a long way since the days of 
slavery but that America is still a 
very racist country. He believes 
racism may not be as obvious as 
it was in the past but it still exists.

seems to me we have to be very 
serious, and we have to 
question what the derivatives of 
this kind of behavior are. 

College administrations, student 
body leadership and all the rest 
have to be outspoken and must 
work to make a path for others to 
follow where there is tolerance 
for differences, whether racial, 
cultural, gender or sexual 
preference. If you have 
educated people and your 
leaders are Neanderthals when 
it comes to these kinds of 
issues, how are we going to be a 
part of a nation where, 
demographically speaking, more 
and more of our citizens are 
going to be part of a minority 
group in the near future?

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Extremist opinions of Gulf War erupt on campus

The majority of the students’ 
sentiments at Shepherd 
College, though in support of 
U.S. troops involved in the 
Persian Gulf War, seems 
somewhat mundane, even 
cavalier to an extent. However, 
there are two students who 
decided to express their 
opinions in a not so low-keyed 
manner. 

Thursday, Jan. 17, the day 
after the beginning of Operation 


Desert Storm, Tim McMullen, a 
sophomore, donned an 
American flag that he had 
partially shredded and burned, 
wearing it as a cape. 

According to McMullen, his 
main motivation for wearing the 
flag was to express his 
“embarrassment for what we’re 
doing in the name of the stars 
and stripes.” 

As far as desecration of the 
flag is concerned, McMullen 
points out, “We’re defending 
the Saudis who won’t even let 


us wear this precious flag on our 
uniforms. Isn't that kind of 
ironic?” 

McMullen says that he does 
have patriotic feelings for 
America, and he deeply 
appreciates our freedoms. 
However, that does not change 
his beliefs about the conflict. 
The war “is stupid; it’s a waste,” 
McMullen says. 

McMullen wore the flag for 
less than 24 hours before being 
threatened with physical 


violence by other students. 
However, after being 
approached by several others 
who talked to him rationally and 
explained their point of view, 
McMullen conceded to stop 
wearing the flag. 

On the opposite side of the 
coin is Paul Rogers, a resident 
transfer student. Pro-Bush, pro- 
war, Rogers believes 
McMullen’s form of expression 
was “the most disrespectful 
thing I’ve ever seen in my life. 


“I’d heard of flag-burners from 
back in the '60s, and I think this 
guy is just a ‘wanna-be,’” Rogers 
said. 

The Monday following 
McMullen’s silent protest, 

Rogers retaliated wearing a flag 
of his own with an antagonistic 
message which read, “Try 
burning this one, you sorry 
pothead hippie trash,” (see 
photos on page 13). Rogers 
said he wore the flag to rebuff 
McMullen’s action. 


Called for duty 

Jilek leaves for war training and possibly Saudi Arabia

Peaceful campus life, beeping 
alarm clocks and chatter in the 
cafeteria. This is quite a contrast 
to sleepless days and nights, 


shrill air raid sirens and 
thundering bombs, one that a 
Shepherd College student may 
soon experience. 

PFC 1 st Class Jill Jilek of 
Camp Springs, MD, has been 


activated in the U.S. Army 
Reserves. Jilek is a junior at 
Shepherd majoring in biology. 

The day U.S. troops went to 
the Mideast, Jilek graduated 
from Ft. Dix, NJ, and thought 
that was quite a coincidence. 
Jilek never dreamed she would 
be called for active duty. 

“I didn't think [the crisis] would 
get this serious and last this 
long,” said Jilek. 

Jilek does not believe in war 
but believes the United States 
has to do what it can to help 
another country. 

“It's sad we have to fight. We 


cant just watch another country 
be destroyed," Jilek said. 

Jilek's plans involve some 
travelling now that she has been 
activated. First she must go to 
Walter Reed Hospital to get set 
for training, then she will be sent 
to Ft. Sam Houston in Texas. 
She will be in training as a 
cardiac specialist for 
approximately four months. 

From there she has a 90 percent 
chance of going to Saudi Arabia. 

Jilek said she has been on 
alert since November, so she 
has been preparing herself for 
the possibility of getting called. 


“It's going to be really hard 
leaving my family, friends, 
school and especially my 
boyfriend,” said Jilek. 

Jilek plans to finish college at 
Shepherd after her activation 
term is completed. Part of her 
training will count as electives for 
her major.

Students abroad may face terrorism 



The biggest success in 
American higher education this 
year — the boom in foreign study 
programs — may be about to 
become its biggest nightmare. 

Some of the 60,000-70,000 
Americans studying abroad this 
year could become targets of 
terrorists in the Persian Gulf War. 

With the war well under way, 
students and parents have 
flooded campus study abroad 
offices with questions about 
their safety. 

The concerns, however, have 
not translated into trip 
cancellations, foreign study 
directors maintain. 

“Obviously, we have had 
questions from parents and 
students,” said Gary Johnston, 
head of the study abroad 
program at the University of 
Arizona. “But as far as I know it 
hasn't affected enrollment.” 

“We are seeing a lot of 
concern on the part of students 
and parents,” admitted Jeff 
Bliss, spokesman for 
Pepperdine University in 
California. “But, we're not 
seeing a drop in enrollment. In 
fact, all our programs are filled to 
capacity." 

Pepperdine students and 
professors, along with those of 
six other U.S. universities with 
programs this year in Florence, 
Italy, recently received nearly 
identical letters threatening 


them with reprisal if the United 
States went to war with Iraq. 

Students and faculty from 
Georgetown, Syracuse, 
California State and Florida State 
universities and the University of 
Michigan also received the 
threats. 

Italian authorities investigating 
the group, which calls itself the 
“Secret Popular Revolutionary 
Movement,” advised the 
students to keep a low profile, 
even though they're pretty sure 
it was a hoax.

“At this point, they don't know 
if it was serious or not,” said 
State Department 
spokeswoman Nyda 
Novodvorsky. “They’re inclined 
to think it's a hoax,” she noted 
four days before the United 
Nations deadline. 

In April 1986, following the 
U.S. bombing of Libya, 
numerous colleges, including 
Stephens, St. John's, Bates, 


Yale and Union College, 
cancelled all or part of their 
regular summer abroad 
programs. 

Business and leisure 
travelers, if not students, sharply 
curtailed trips to the Middle East 
and Europe during the first two 
weeks of January. Many of 
those who did go switched from 
U.S. airlines, travel observers 
said. 

Advance bookings for 
European travel, for instance, 
have dropped 25 percent to 50 
percent in recent weeks, 
reported Roger Ballou of 
American Express’s Travel 
Related Services Group. 

Officials there cite security 
concerns as well as the 
economic slowdown and higher 
fares for the drop. 

Most foreign study directors, 
although they're encouraging 
students to use common sense 
and maintain a low profile, will 
heed advice by the State 
Department, which hasn't urged 
any extra cautions be taken in 
Europe. 

“It's business as usual," said 
Pepperdine's Bliss. During 
orientation sessions, students 
studying abroad are advised 
“not to stand out as Americans," 
but that's more as a courtesy to 
the host country than a security 
precaution.— College Press

Teach-In about Gulf War draws mixed reviews

In an attempt to inform 
Shepherd students of events 
concerning the Persian Gulf 
War, the Sojourner Truth 
Organization recently 
sponsored a Teach-In at 
Shepherd College. The 
presentation sparked a sizable 
turnout of students who 
attended and filled the Pub to 
capacity. 

Among the scheduled 
speakers were several 
Shepherd faculty members, a 
Vietnam veteran, a 
photographer who worked 
during the Vietnam War and a 
professor who taught school in 
Kuwait. Opening the session 
was a video showing the 
highlights from an earlier Teach- 
In. The video gave varying 
opinions on the success of 
diplomacy during the crisis, the 
history of the current Mideast 
political power structure and led 
into a segment which claimed 
that Saddam Hussein's present 
regime was created by U.S. 
policy. The video suggested 
questions on the future of 
Kuwait and Iraq after the crisis is 
ended. 

Five scheduled speakers 
presented their own opinions 
on a particular topic, followed by 
many students presenting their 
own opinions concerning the 
war. 

One of the topics covered by 
Matt Oja, faculty member of 
Shepherd College, was the 
economic costs of war. Oja felt 
the war is not necessary and 
stressed that instead of 
spending $5 million a day in the 
Persian Gulf, we should spend 
the money on domestic needs. 

Another speaker, who attended 
school in Kuwait, was particularly

critical of U.S. policy in the 
Persian Gulf, saying that the 
United States supplied Iraq with 
its present military power and he 
felt that sanctions were not 
given a fair chance before 
military action was used. The 
speaker also claimed that 
President Bush “invented” the 
war and stated that “the war is 
less justified than Iraq’s invasion 
of Kuwait." 

Other speakers, including a 
photographer and veteran who 
were stationed in Vietnam 
during the war, described their 
own experiences with war and 
gave a moving, emotional 
account of the horrors of combat 
both from a frontline and 
sideline perspective. The 
presentation ended with a 
variety of students presenting 
their own views about the 
present war in the Persian Gulf. 

The reaction of students 
concerning the Teach-In was 
that of interest and 
disappointment. Karen Watson, 
a Shepherd student attending 
the Teach-In stated afterward 
that the presentation seemed to 
be one-sided, leaning heavily 
toward an anti-war presentation. 


“It was interesting, but it was 
sort of slanted against that war," 
Watson said. 

Another student present at 
the Teach-In, Scott Medula, said 
he liked the presentation for the 
facts it gave about the Persian 
Gulf crisis, but felt “the 
information was defintely anti- 
war and should have been 


mass destruction. Reason two is 
to liberate Kuwait, which, he 
says, may be thought of as a 
moral excuse for the first reason. 
The third reason Willgoos 
believes the United States is 
fighting is to destroy Saddam 
Hussein’s political regime. 

When asked if oil was a reason 
for the war, Willgoos said that oil

presented to show both sides of 
the issue.” 

One speaker who was 
originally invited to speak, but 
was unavailable to attend the 
Teach-In was Dr. Robert 
Willgoos, professor of history 
and currently teaching a course 
at Shepherd about the Mideast. 

Willgoos’ views differ from 
those of the others in that he 
supports the military action and 
gives three reasons why the 
United States is fighting the war 
with Iraq. Reason one, he says, 
is to destroy Iraq’s stockpile and 
ability to construct weapons of 


is not the primary reason we are 
at war, and “if Kuwait produced 
broccoli instead of oil, we’d still 
be there.” 

Willgoos also believes the first 
goal of the war has already been 
achieved if in fact Iraq’s weapon- 
making capability has already 
been destroyed. 

In response to comparisons 
made to Persian Gulf War and 
Vietnam, Willgoos said the two 
are “totally different situations.” 

Willgoos was also asked if he 
thought the United States gave 
Iraq its present military capability. 
He replied if the aid given to Iraq 


by the United States was now 
gone, it would have “no impact 
on Iraq 's war-making capability."

Technical director brings many years of experience to

Through the crawling mist, the 
blue and purple cast of the 
evening picks up the death 
squad as they barrel down the 
alley... 

No, this isn’t the opening 
scene of a horror movie, but it 
could describe a typical scene 
from the Shepherd College 
Theater Department's version of 
Eugene Ionesco's “Killing 
Game.” 

The show is scheduled for 8 
p.m. Feb. 7, 8 and 9 in the Frank 
Center Theater. “Killing Game” 
will be the department's main 
show for the semester with 
emphasis on effects, a large 
cast, live original music, 
costuming designed by a 
Shepherd faculty member and 
many more surprises. 

With the unfortunate current 
events in the Middle East, some 
people may think the play was 
inspired by the war. According 
to Dave Grubler, production 
manager for the Shepherd 
College Theater and set 
designer for “Killing Game," this 
play has been in the planning 
stages for two years. 

“The ideas that came about for 
this show — rifles, gas masks — 
all came about through the 
director's vision when he was 
planning on doing it at West

“We are trying to flex our 
technical muscle' — to show we 
have the capability to do 
anything," Grubler explained. 

For the most part, much of the 
work at the theater is done by 
students — those enrolled in 
theater classes and those with 
an avid interest in theater. 
According to Grubler, students 
are going to be completely 
running this production. 

“When the director, myself, 
the lighting designer and the 
costume designer step back 
after dress rehearsals, the 
students will be running the 
show from the moment the 
audience comes in. That's when 
people will be able to see if I’ve 
done my job well.” 

Grubler teaches several 
theater practice classes, play 
production class and oversees 
all theater shows and other 
events occurring in the theater. 
He spends on average 75 hours 
a week in the theater, even 
managing to find time to listen to 
a student who needs to talk. 

The students may do a lot 


of the physical work, but without 
Grubler to oversee and hold 
everything together, much of 
the work probably wouldn't get 
done. 

Said Ben Hay, a Shepherd 
College senior and assistant 
lighting designer for “Killing 
Game,” “Dave Grubler can do 
just about anything. As a result 
he takes up the slack when [the 
students] can't do everything 
that needs to be done. 

“We get the experience of 
doing the work ourselves, but 
with the security of an 
experienced hand to help us 
out when we need it. To us he 
can be anything— friend, 
counselor, teacher and slave,” 
explained Hay. 

Grubler hasn't always been 
interested in theater though. He 
didn't do any theater during 
junior or senior high school. It 
wasn't until his junior year at 
West Virginia University that he 
began theater work. Grubler said 
he originally wanted to work in 
television and film, but then he 
took a class on set building and

was bitten by the "theater bug.” 

“The thing I liked about 
theater was that I could read a 
chapter in the book and then go 
into the scene shop and do it,” 
said Grubler. 

After receiving his bachelor of 
fine arts in theater technology 
from WVU, Grubler decided to 
go to graduate school. 

Later through auditions for 
professional theater and 
graduate schools, he met 
Dennis Blackedge of Southern 
Methodist University and 
eventually received a full 
scholarship to SMU. 

In between times, Grubler 
married his wife, Laura, Jan. 2, 
1988. 

After receiving his master of 
fine arts in stage management 
from SMU, Grubler went to work 
for the Moving Target Theater, 
later becoming production 
coordinator for the Theatrical 
Warehouse and production 
stage manager for the Open 
Stage Theater, both in Dallas, 

TX. 

Then in the summer of 1990, 
Grubler received a call from Ed 
Herendeen, whom he had 
worked with at WVU. 

Herendeen told him he was 
going to Shepherd College, and 
the school needed a technical 
director. Grubler sent his 
resume, jumping at the chance to 
teach and move back near his 
home of Wheeling, WV. 

Grubler, his wife and their two- 
year old daughter, Rachel, are 
now settled in at Turner Hall. 

Grubler says he and 
Herendeen have seen a lot in 
the growth of the theater 
department. “Ed and I are really 
excited about the acceptance 
and the support we've gotten 
from President Michael Riccards 
to the art department to 
maintenance and everyone in 
between,” said Grubler. 

For Grubler, theater is not just 
a job; it's also something he 
loves. “Theater is like a drug; 
once you become addicted to it, 
there's nothing you can do 
about it,” he says with a smile.

"Finally, actively participate in 
Program Board or other 
programming organizations. 

Program Board continues to 
meet at 4 p.m. on Wednesdays 
in the Blue-Gray Room.

If students are unable 
to attend the meetings, 
Eckstrand asks them to stop by 
the office on the lower level of 
the College Center.

Higher admission standards proposed 

Dr. Paul B. Marion, Chancellor of the State College System has 
announced that the State College System Board will consider the 
adoption of minimum placement standards for freshmen entering 
any of the 10 institutions in the State College System. Marion 
says , “the 1 9-point Plan for Quality and Accountability adopted by 
the board last fall includes a commitment to implement minimum 
standards for assessing the ability of entering freshmen to suc- 
ceed in college-levef English and math courses and for requiring 
certain scores on standard tests in order to be placed in these 
courses. This requirement is designed to assure the Integrity of 
the baccalaureate degree, to increase the retention and gradu- 
ation rates of college students, and to encourage high school stu- 
dents to improve their academic preparation tor college.” 

According to Marion, “Any institution in the State College 
System may elect to set higher placement scores than these 
minimum scores. If the proposed standards are adopted by the 
board, this will represent an important step toward improving the 
preparation of students to succeed in college." 

The proposed standards were developed by Marion based on 
recommendations by advisory committees of math and English 
faculty members and after discussions with academic officers. 


Stench on the football field 

Town facing sewage line problems

The Shepherd College 
football field may not only be a 
place to score touchdowns, but 
also a place for a potential 
ecological mess. Many 
concerned citizens of 
Shepherdstown and members 
of the town's sewer board say 
they are intent on getting the 40 
year-old sewer line under the 
field replaced. 

Patrinka Kelch, a member of 
the sewage board, said she 
believes a new line needs to 
replace the old one. “I believe 
there is a problem with the 
athletic field's line.... The terra 
cotta material could be 
disintegrated.... It's 40 years 
old,” Kelch explained. 

Kelch, along with other 
Shepherdstown citizens, are 
not only concerned with the 
lines under the football field, but 


throughout Shepherdstown. 
The main problem is whether 
the line can handle additional 
hookups from the increased 
population. 

Many new developments are 
planned for construction in 
Shepherdstown during the 
years to come. One new 
project, which will take about 10 
years to construct, is the 
Maddex Farm, Inc., 
development. Maddex Farm will 
be a buildup of 560 
townhouses, all of which will be 
connected to the current 
sewage line, if a new one does 
not take its place. Kelch is 
particularly concerned about the 
proposed new hookups. 

“Maddex Farm will have 560 
townhouses; how can they 
hook that up to a potentially bad 
line?" Kelch questioned. 

As far as the football field is 
concerned, many students and

townspeople have complained 
of a terrible stench from time to 
time on the field. Roger Munro, 
the president of the Concerned 
Citizens of Shepherdstown, in a 
letter to the town council and 
the sewer board said the smell 
from the football field is known 
as “primae facie," evidence that 
problems could be already 
occurring. He said the line is 
made out of clay tile which is 
extremely brittle and made in 
short lengths which were 
butted, but not sealed, when 
they were laid. 

In January of 1987, BCM of 
Potomac, Inc., an engineering 
firm from Vienna, VA, 
conducted a survey of the 
town's sewer system. The report 
which followed described the 
sewer line as “insufficient to 
handle future sewage flows." 

Therefore, people are 
wondering if the lines are 
considered to be inadequate to 
handle new hookups, why the 
town has put the new Food Lion 
and numerous new townhouses 
and homes on this old line. 

Members Kelch and Pat 
Simpson, two-thirds of the 
three-member sewer board, 
have recommended to the state 
Public Service Commission that 
a moratorium on new permits be 
issued, denying any permits 
until the old lines are replaced. 
The commission is currently 
considering the 
recommendation.

Catell resigns position after less than two months

Paulette Catell, former 
assistant director of residence 
life, rendered her resignation 
Monday, Feb. 18, after being 
employed by Shepherd College 
for less than six weeks. Catell's 
job entailed mainly programming 
for the residence halls, 
specifically working with resident 
assistants to help them develop 
programs for the halls and 
working with house councils. 

Catell's experience includes 
working with student activities at 
Columbia University, teaching in 
high schools and being a dorm 
proctor at Harvard. 

“I had always been in college 
environments in one capacity or 
another except for the last two 
years when I worked in private 
industry," said Catell. 

Catell said she came back to 
the college scene because “I 
really wanted to do something 
that was fundamentally helpful 
to other people — my graduate 
work is in theology and ministry. 

I wanted to incorporate my 
personal life with my 
professional life, and I thought in 
an academic setting it would be 
easier to do, especially living on 
campus with my husband. I 
wanted to be of service to 
students, to people. ..like I was 
at their age [and] to be of use to 
their world.” 

Paraphrasing Thomas Merton, 
Catell explained her beliefs as to 
what a college should do. “I 


think the function of a university 
or college is to help a student 
find out who he or she is; find 
out what he or she has to 
contribute to the world; and 
then find out how to make that 
offering valid.” 

Another reason Catell came to 
Shepherd was because there 
was a new president who she 
heard was very much into 


progressive change — change 
that allowed students to have a 
very active voice in their 
education, one that embraced 
concepts of diversity and had 
deemed this year as the “The 
Year of the Student.” She said 
that really captivated her. 

Catell found both positives 
and negatives when she arrived 
at Shepherd. She said she met 
some of the faculty, and the 
ones with whom she met, she 
liked. “I've met some good 
outspoken people who feel 
strongly about ‘The Year of the 
Student’. ..who are not flaming 
liberals, but are very thoughtful 
people who want to affect 
change." 

However, “I found that The 
Year of the Student' is really a 
non-existent year. If this is ‘The 
Year of the Student,' I would 


hate to see what The Year of 
the Something Else' would be 
like,” Catell commented. 

“I was very disturbed at the 
pace by which things happen 
here. There are issues of 
campus diversity that are not 
being dealt with. There are very 
few courses that deal with 
issues of ethnic or gender 
diversity. There are practically no 


services available to students 
who don't fall into the traditional 
mainstream,” said Catell. 

Catell says that she was very 
concerned with what she saw in 
regard to a lack of diversity in 
student population, faculty and 
administration. 

“It didn't go unnoticed to me 
that we have one black male 
professor; we have one black 
administrator in a top position; 
we have one black administrator 
who works in media services. All 
males. No black woman is in a 


position of major authority or 
administration. And almost all of 
the housekeeping staff is black. 
Many of the professors are male; 
many of the full professors are 
male, very few are female.... 
Right there I see a problem in 
faculty and administration. There 
is no diversity. It is against what I 
believe in, and I think inroads 
could have been made since 
President Riccards has been 
here." 

Catell believes there is a 
logistics problem in the way the 
way the administration is set up. 
“Who reports to whom is not 
clearly delineated. After two 


A male who has been sexually 
harassing females on the 
campus remains at large, say 
Shepherd Security officials.

In the meantime, the individual 
has victimized at least two other 
college students. 

On Feb. 12, around 7:15 
p.m., a woman was leaving the 
library, walking toward King 
Street, when the suspect 
involved stopped his car in front 
of her. The man asked the 
woman for directions to Shaw 
and Thacher halls. According to 


months you'd think I’d have it. 

So I keep thinking either I'm 
stupid or it is not clearly defined. 
And I don’t think I'm stupid.” 

Another thing Catell found 
askew is the problem in 
identifying who someone 
should go to get something 
altered quickly, like 
intervisitation. And because that 
path isn't clear, understanding 
what the hierarchy is causes 
much confusion, said Catell. 

“The consequence of this lack 
of communication is frustration 
on the part of the students, and 
that's what angers me. I talked 
with so many students who put 
in their work, their time, their 
energy, their efforts, the fruit of 
their education into effecting 
honest, radical, comprehensive 
change on this campus; they are 
often disillusioned and 
frustrated in their efforts, and I 
think that stinks. I think the 
message that is being sent is 
that this is not only not the 'Year 
of the Student’ but this 
institution will function with you 
or without you. There will always 
be another student who will 
come on board and replace 
you," Catell added. 


Catell said after she realized 
this she found her energy and 
enthusiasm being drained. She 
said she looked at what she saw 
around her, listening to what 
she heard from a wide variety of 
people. She saw their frustration 
and thought, “Do I want this 
three years down the line or do I 
want to be in a place where I've 
actually used those three years 
to do something really solid, to 
come out of it with a good sense 
of myself?” 

To get the non-recognition as 
other administrators, faculty and 
staff get from the upper 
administrators, to be made to 


reports, as she began to tell him, 
the man began to masturbate in 
front of her, and then drove 
away. 

Immediately after this incident, 
the suspect was spotted 
between Thacher and Shaw 
halls. A second woman was 
walking from Thacher to Shaw; 
again, the man stopped the 
victim to ask a question. 

The female continued to walk 
to Shaw. Apparently, the man 
waited for her to return because 
he was parked outside the 
residence hall when she came 
out. As she got into a waiting 
car, the man began to 



feel always as a subordinate and 
less than valuable — Catell felt it 
wasn't worth the investment, 
and she says that is why she is 
left. 

Catell said that it was purely 
her decision to leave, noting it 
had come to her attention “that 
several people think I'm leaving 
because of Jack Castle. Jack 
Castle and Sandy Godwin I've 
worked with closely. I can 
honestly say that they've been 
very helpful to me. They've 
extended themselves in a 
variety of ways to make me feel 
comfortable with my job, with 
living here and making it a really 
healthy environment for me. 

“The Residence Life staff I've 
worked with, I've enjoyed 
tremendously. I have great 
respect for them. I’ve met good 
faculty, good administrators and 
great students but I've also seen 
that the channels the higher 
administration communicates 
through are muddled. 

“The diversity that people said 
they aspired to is not here. The 
good people are overworked 
and understaffed; they [would 
be] willing to be overworked and 
understaffed, if only they were 
also given some recognition and 
positive reinforcement. I don't 
think they are given that.... I 
know I was not," Catell 
concluded.

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State law requires free cable service to schools 


Westwoods’ residents approve cable fee increase

Getting cable or not getting 
cable has been an issue 
brought up time and time again 
at Shepherd College. The issue 
started with negotiations 
between the administration and 
CRTV Cable, Inc., of Charles 
Town, regarding cable 
installation in the traditional 
dorms. Although Shaw and 
Thacher Halls now have cable in 
their lobbies, this was 
accomplished through student 
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initiative, not administrative 
negotiations. The cable issue 
hasn’t ended with the traditional 
dorms, however, because 
residents of the Westwoods 
Complex say they would like to 
have cable as well. 

In order to find out-how 
Westwoods residents felt about 
having cable, a survey, compiled 
by the Westwoods House 
Council was given to each 
resident of the complex. The 
main purpose of the survey was 
to determine if the residents 
wanted cable and to establish 
whether each person in a suite 
would be willing to pay an extra 
student fee of $5-$8 monthly for 
cable, including the summer 
months. In sum, each suite of 
residents would have to pay 
anywhere from $20-$32 every 
month. 

Some students feel that this 
fee is rather expensive and 


don’t understand why the cost is 
so high. “It only costs $15 a 
month to get cable for a home in 
town,” says commuter Renee 
Brown. “It doesn't make any 
sense for so many people to 
have to pay so much money!” 

When a CRTV Cable, Inc. 
representative was contacted 
about the projected costs, he 
explained the cable company 
had nothing to do with how 
much the students would have 
to pay. He said it was up to the 
college to set the fee for 
resident students, and the cable 
company had no influence in 
the matter. 

According to Westwoods 
House Council President 
Jennifer Feldman, the majority 
of Westwoods residents are in 
favor of cable. However, not all 
students were so favorable 
towards paying the cost for the 
cable. Some wrote comments 


such as “hell no" on the 
surveys. 

Feldman says Westwoods 
residents did approve the fee 
increase to cover cable costs. 
According to Feldman, by next 
fall, the complex should have 
cable access for all its residents. 

However, the matter 
concerning the additional costs, 
over and above what CRTV 
would normally charge, has not 
been resolved. 

Editors' note: In 
researching information for this 
article, The Picket looked into 
the laws regulating the cable 
television industry. According to 
the West Virginia Cable 
Television Act of 1990, all cable 
television franchises must 
“ provide a cable drop and basic 
cable service at no cost to any 
school or institution of higher 
education within its service 
area...." The law further 


specifies that any cable 
franchise which refuses to 
comply can lose its operating 
license. The administration says 
that it was previously not aware 
of this provision, and at this 
point, CRTV Cable has made no 
attempt to comply. 
Administration officials would 
not speculate as to possible 
future actions.

Town facing sewage line problems

Mayor Audrey Egle, the last 
member of the sewer board, is 
opposed to this moratorium 
however. When questioned 
about her opposition, she 
declined comment. Egle 
refused to say anything except, 
“There is no break in the lines 
that I know of.” 

However, Egle stated why 
she opposed the moratorium in 
a letter to Howard Cunningham 
of the state Public Service 
Commission. The mayor said 
dye injections were performed 
on the lines and did not show 
any defects. The mayor also 
stated, “One resident who was 
present at the time of the 
installation in the late '40s, 
states that the line was properly 
jointed and sealed with a 
product known as oakum, a very 
durable product that is still 
presently used.” 

Despite her belief that the 
system is sound, the mayor 
stated in the letter she will look 
for federal funds and grants to 
conduct further engineering 
studies. 

Many people are irate at the 
mayor for opposing the 
moratorium, causing a war of 
words. 

“She as a mayor doesn't have 
the right to delegate the work.... 
It has to be objective. Whether 
she approves it or not..., it's not 
right. She can’t express 
personal opinions about it. 

She's simply defying [the] 
moratorium by the PSC to fix the 
line," Kelch said. 

Vince Parmesano, former 
director of the college physical 
plant and engineering 
department and former sewer 
board member, said he believes 
the mayor is doing all that she 


can to find funding for replacing 
the lines. 

“She's aware of all kinds of 
funds. If any sources come in, 
she will know of it. She's working 
very hard," Parmesano 
explained. 

Parmesano is very concerned 
with getting the sewer line issue 
taken care of before future 
problems arise. 

“The line was built about 


1950, going on now to be over 
40 years old,” he said. “It's not 
large enough to handle 
Shepherdstown's expansion. 
The concern is to fix the line 
before it goes bad.” 

For the time being, the 
moratorium question is still 
being reviewed by the Public 
Service Commission, despite 
Egle's protest. 


The effect of the proposed 
moratorium on property 
development in the area has not 
been assessed though. 
Because property development 
cannot occur without sewage 
permits, Maddex Farm would not 
be able to continue with its plans 
until the moratorium would be 
lifted. Representatives from 
Maddex Farm could not be 
reached for comment.

Amazing 

Seven months into “The Year Of The Student,” things have finally 
begun to noticeably lurch forward at the Ram Village. Despite being 
stuck in a 1945 modus operandi for the last 46 years, the college has 
started to climb out of the grave it dug for itself. The Gorbachev of our 
herd, President Michael Riccards is beginning to make the 
difference we were promised almost two years ago. 

Glasnost and Perestroika have slowly found their way into these 
hallowed halls of learning.

However, we must remember these are just tiny steps. To borrow 
the Virginia Slims slogan, “We’ve come a long way, baby.” And we 
certainly have. But we can't stop now; there's an amazingly large 
mountain still standing between us and the promised land of a better 
Shepherd College. 

And not so amazing 

As for the community in which we live, Shepherdstown hasn't quite 
caught the change bug. A dispute between the Shepherdstown 
Sewer Board and Mayor Audrey Egle has been brewing for some 
time now over the sewage system in town. 

The board says the system stinks, and the mayor has been trying to 
come out smelling like a rose. According to her, one moment there's 
not a thing wrong with the current system; the next, she's reversing 
herself, saying she's looking for money to get the system upgraded. 

Since the current system was installed over 40 years ago, the 
board says it's falling apart and is inadequate for the needs of the 
growing Shepherdstown area. And we believe it. 

Ever walk by the football field when it smelled like it had been 
fertilized, but hadn't? According to members of the sewer board, the 
foul reason is the football area seems to be a convergence point for 
worn out sewage lines, which have a tendency to break. 

To stop adding to the problem, the water board has asked for and a 
moratorium on sewage permits over the objections of the mayor. In 
the short run, this may curtail future problems, but it unfortunately 
doesn't solve the current mess. In long run, a moratorium would 
devalue any undeveloped property in the area, including any 
property the college owns. No sewage permits, no developers 
interested in buying land. 

It must be remembered that Shepherd College is the largest 
customer of Shepherdstown sewage and water services. We think it 
highly likely that if a private residence had been neglected as the 
college has been, action by one party or another would have been 
taken by now. 

But since the college is here to stay, there's no problem, is there? 

Mayor Egle needs to get focused on the real issues instead of 
making a “Custer's Last Stand” because the board didn't do her 
bidding. 


Reflections on... 

Intervis — A double edged sword

In a college environment I 
favor liberal policies concerning 
visitation privileges between 
students regardless of which 
sex is visiting which sex, or for 
how long. After all, if you are 
adult enough to vote, live away 
from the home nest and be 
responsible for getting the most 
out of your studies, then you 
should have some say about 
how you want to handle your 
private life. Under the new 
intervisitation policy a 
compromise has been reached. 
On weekends there will be 24- 
hour visitation, and during the 
week those who oppose it will 
have the protection of 
limitations. This is a livable 
compromise, which is not always 
a reality in life. Compromises 
always have to be negotiated 
because there are at least two 
sides to any conflict — a double- 
edged sword. 

Security was one issue that 
had to be tackled, and before 
implementation of the revised 
policy, new security doors will be 
installed. Well, that's fine, but 
policy opponents say that doors 
are propped open now, so will 
there really be any change? 
Every individual should have the 
right to security and safety in or 
out of their dorm rooms or 
buildings. If this right is 
threatened by those who will 
prop security doors open and 
therefore give crime an 
opportunity, the opposition will 
have every right to bitch. 

What about an individual 
student's right to privacy? A 
roommate contract will help, of 
course, but what happens if one 
or the other abuses the policy? I 
have had many roommates in my 
life — up to five at a time and 
including both sexes. We always 
set up house rules concerning 
overnight visitors, food, 


household chores, etc. The 
one that would always cause the 
most trouble concerned 
overnight visitors. In the one all- 
female arrangement, we agreed 
that what you did in your own 
bedroom was your business, 
unless it disturbed the rest of 
us. Then it became our 
business! In the morning, 
visitors had to wait for the 
shower until the residents were 
finished. There was to be no 
nudity shows or underwear 
fashion parades by anyone in 
the house. This wasn't prudish, 
but was done out of respect and 
courtesy to everyone in the 
house. 

Of course there were some 
incidents where we didn't know 
a roommate had a visitor, and we 
thought it was safe to stroll to 
the bathroom in just a towel. 

Yep, every once in awhile 
someone got caught, but if they 
had observed the rules, no one 
would have been embarassed! 

Now, in dorms where men will 
have to go down a hallway or to 
another floor to use the 
bathroom, they are supposed to 
be escorted all the way by a 
female. Opponents fear that 
rules are already pushed past 
the limits. So how long will it be 
before a female tells a male, or 
he takes it upon himself (out of 
consideration for his sleeping 
partner, of course) to just slip 
down the hall without an escort. 
What's the real harm? 

You have broken the 
rules, potentially invaded the 
privacy of other females on the 
floor and shown you are not the 
responsible adult you claim to 
be! That's the harm! 

Date rape is an unfortunate 
reality on campuses today. The 
revised policy has provided 
seminars for those who will be in 
a traditional dorm or dorm wing. 
But will that help? Studies on 
other campuses have reported 


that date rape increased when 
24-hour visitation was permitted. 
But is the rate increase overall or 
just increase on campus? This 
issue should be dealt with by all 
students, administrators, faculty 
security and parents regardless 
of any policy on co-ed visitation, 
because date rape happens 
everywhere and not just on 
campus! 

Along with increases in date 
rape, there has also been an 
increase of domestic violence 
and substance abuse of college 
students. Administrators have to 
be concerned with the college's 
image because, let's face it, if a 
campus has a high incident rate 
of any combination of crimes, it 
can lose incoming students, 
both resident and commuter. So 
it will be vitally important that 
both the student body and the 
administration work together 
closely to make sure these 
problems are dealt with 
immediately and effectively 
once the new policy is 
implemented. 

I would like to share with you 
some observations as a 
commuter and one who is at 
least twice the age of the regular 
student. First of all, I went to the 
sit-in that was held in Gardiner 
Hall to bring to the 
administration's attention the 
concerns and frustrations of 
students who wanted the policy 
implemented immediately. I was 
impressed with the maturity of 
the students involved. It was 
held quietly in the hallway giving 
residents peace and respect. 

When Jack Castle suggested 
that it was not an appropriate 
way to shed light on the issue, 
the students listened, open- 
mindedly, at the approach he 
felt they should consider. 
Castle gave the students 45 
minutes after the intervisitation 
limit to decide what they wanted

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A mission, a preface of purpose 


For those of you who haven't 
guessed yet, we are a 
newspaper different from 
anything Shepherd College has 
ever seen. So different in fact, 
some have difficulty 
understanding what we are 
about and what we’re here to 
accomplish. Literally taken, I 
have encountered quite a 
number of people at this college 
who don’t understand what a 
newspaper is or why it exists. 

Therefore, if necessarily 
follows that we now must justify 
our existence, purpose and 
mission. 

To begin, a newspaper is a 
printed device of mass 
communication. It has a 
structure, ranging from the 
publisher, editor and subeditors 
to press run personnel and 
loading dock boys. But most of 
all, a newspaper is a business, 
owned and operated by a 
private company, not the public. 

It is a newspaper's job to 
gather information, to the best 
of its ability, for dissemination to 
its reading audience. It is a 
newspaper's job to report news 
and entertainment, for without a 
medium of communication, 
there would be neither. 
Unfortunately, in the real world 
many times the most important 
function of a newspaper, 
however, is not the gathering of 
information for dissemination; 
that is quite secondary. Simply 
put, the most important function 
of a newspaper is to make 
money. Without the means, the 
end product cannot occur. 


At Shepherd College, it is 
hardly different. A very important 
objective of The Picket is to 
make money, not just gather 
information. Without the 
commercial advertisements you 
see in each issue, The Picket 
would not exist. What you hold 
in your hand right now, for the 
most part, is not paid for by 
students. It is paid for by outside 
agencies. 

The school gives us a 
miniscule budget, which doesn't 
even cover what it costs us to 
print. If we relied only on school 
funds, this year we’d have been 
in the red at least $1 ,000 in 
printing costs alone. Add in 
supplies, equipment, furniture, 
telephone, media costs, 
postage and many other 
essentials, and you have one 
hell of a bill. Therefore, we must 
look for advertisements, any and 
all advertisements. The 
continued existence of The 
Picket ts very pressing, and 
without proper funding your 
school newspaper could 
disappear. Currently, we are 
sorely lacking in equipment. 
Because of this need, paid 
advertisements take 
precedence over any piece of 
text. 

As for the editors themselves, 
first and foremost it is our job to 
foster the economic stability of 
the newspaper. It is also in our 
scope to edit, or to make 
readable, text which comes to 
our office for inclusion in the 
paper. And it is up to our final 
judgment what does or does not 


get printed in the paper. 

Between the two of us, we have 
seven years of newspaper 
knowledge, one having four 
years logged at a real 
newspaper with a total of five 
and a half years experience 
under his belt. We have a pretty 
good idea of what should be 
printed and what should be 
tossed, if it is not a paid 
advertisement. 

Our mission, you see, other 
than to pull in funds, is to 
provide an open communication 
link between students, staff, 
faculty, administration, 
community and the rest of the 
country. And I can see we're 
starting to develop that link. 
“We're Not Safe” brought down 
hellfire-and-brimstone 
condemnation from the 
administration, but eventually 
opened the eyes of college 
officials to security problems. 
The series on intervisitation has 
kept the students informed 
enough to know when the 
administrators were dragging 
their feet. And, who could forget 
the mess over security reports? 
Public access came because 
The Picket screamed enough 
about it. 

We are often undiplomatic 
about getting things done. This 
is not because we'd rather avoid 
being diplomatic. Rather, it's 
because we've found that 
diplomacy usually gets you 
nothing more than a few 
handshakes and a smile or two. 
And we don't have time to tread 
lightly; this job entails too much 


work with too little administrative 
backing to be kissing up all the 
time. 

In short that's wiiat we're here 
for and why we do what we do. 

Now, The Picket has been 
accused of censoring two 
individuals, not allowing them to 
express their opinions. What 
was not taken into consideration 
by these individuals was that 
their letter was received after the 
last issue of The Picket had 
been printed last semester. It 
was not included in the Feb. 6 
issue because there was no 
space for it. At the last moment, 
a huge ad (by our standards) 
came in; there was no way we 
were going to turn the ad down, 
and so spent an extra two hours 
rearranging the paper in order to 
fit in the ad. 

Admittedly, we were not 
particularly encouraged by what 
these two had to say. This 
newspaper will not be party to 
promoting any derogatory views 
of persons based on something 
they can't help, whether they be 
sexism, racism, homophobia or 
what have you. However, we're 
not afraid of their words. We are 
afraid of the actions that underlie 
those words, though. And a 
week and a half ago, one of us 
was subjected to those actions, 
verbally abused, harassed, 
threatened and physically 
intimidated on two separate 
occasions by one of those 
individuals. 

After talking to many 
individuals, the general 
consensus outside the 


journalism realm was that the 
letter should be printed; inside 
the journalism realm, the 
consensus was that the letter 
should not be printed. 

I wholeheartedly believe in the 
First Amendment and that 
education is the best weapon 
against ignorance. Therefore, 
on the following pages you can 
now read the opinions of these 
individuals. I hope they are as 
entertaining for you as they 
were for us. 

Criticism, a writer once said, is 
a sign of greatness. With that in 
mind, I leave you to the following 
passages.

Dear editors, 

This is an open letter to 
Robert Jones and Burn 
Simpson. 

A few weeks ago, I spotted 
your letters posted on the 
bulletin board of a classroom, 
and they caught my eye 
because they were blatantly 
accusing The Picket of 
censorship. At first, this 
disturbed me because I've been 
very proud of [the editors’] 
efforts to give our campus a 
newspaper of which we can be 
proud, especially considering 
their financial constraints and 
the general sense of apathy on 
the part of the student body. 
Then I read your letters, and 
they disturbed me even more. I 
was no longer concerned about 
The Picket's integrity, however, 
but instead I was deeply 
disturbed by the sort of attitude 
that would create letters such as 
these. The logic and motives of 
the content of these letters are 
unsettling enough, but even 
more incredible is the fact that 
you expected The Picket to 
print your series of attacks. 

To start off with, the main 
attack you made was against 
The Picket itself. You accused it 
of being “a wanna-be radical rag" 
and of promoting “an 


apocalyptic agenda of fear.” You 
also stated that The Picket was 
advocating the “demented and 
unnatural" gay lifestyle. And you 
even accused The Picket of 
falsely portraying racial relations 
on campus. And then you cry 
“censorship" when they didn't 
print it after it was received after 
deadline. 

Can The Picket be expected 
to allow itself to be used as a 
platform for people to make 
irrational and unintelligent 
attacks against it and various 
other groups? I think not. 

I imagine that you are 
wondering why I would call your 
letters irrational and 
unintelligent. I will gladly explain 
myself to you, but first I would 
like to make one thing very clear. 
I do feel that you should be able 
to express your opinions, but 
there is a fine line between 
expressing your opinion in an 
intelligent manner and forcing 
your biased views on everyone 
who reads the newspaper — a 
fine line you have crossed. 

Interestingly enough, I have 
realized that you are yourselves 
guilty of exactly the sort of 
thought control and biased 
behavior of which you accuse 
The Picket. And if anyone on 
Shepherd campus has an 


“apocalyptic agenda of fear," it 
would be you. 

Where was your love for the 
freedom of speech, Robert, 
when you physically attacked 
Tim McMullen for expressing his 
opinion about the war? If you 
both are such proponents of 
freedom of self-expression, why 
have you hassled and physically 
intimidated many of my friends 
on campus because of the way 
they dress or think? And on 
March 4, was it your rationality 
and intelligence, Robert, that 
inspired you to storm into The 
Picket office, to threaten The 
Picket staff, and to exit the 
building in such a rage that you 
tore one of the hinges off the 
door? 

But these are just personal 
attacks; you strive for greater 
goals in your letters, attacking 
entire groups and concepts. I 
must question what is truly 
meant when you say, “We 
should be so unfortunate!” in 
response to your allegation that 
The Picket presents Shepherd 
College as a “racist, bigoted, 
war-zone of fascism and 
homophobia.” What does this 
mean? Unless you terribly 
misused the phrase “We should 
be so unfortunate,” then one 
must conclude that you favor 


the kind of campus that you 
accuse The Picket of 
presenting. 

You contend that there is no 
racial violence at Shepherd and 
that racial relations are “quite 
friendly." Allow me to remind 
you that last semester a white 
man was jumped by several 
black men on German Street; 
that set off quite a few racist 
reactions from both sides. Also, I 
feel that the lack of letters to the 
editor from minority students 
about bigotry is not an indicator 
of a lack of racism. Writing a letter 
about racism could very well 
bring more problems to a 
minority student than would 
being quiet. I am also very glad 
that your girlfriend cherishes her 
heritage, but I disagree that [the 
editor] was using her or any 
other minority student as an 
“object of pity." Why is it 
exploitation when [the editor] 
writes about minorities and yet 
not when you use your 
girlfriend’s testimony and 
heritage to attack him?

I thought was desecration of the 
flag. In trying to make a point 
about what Tim said about the 
flag just being another piece of 
cloth, I asked that he mutilate a 
nice jacket he held in his arms, 
since that too could be called 
“just a piece of cloth." In 
answering me, saying that he 
would, he took a pocket knife 
from his pocket and opened it in 
order to commence mutilating 
his jacket. Since he was, for 
some time, holding the knife in 
my direction, I became nervous 
and asked him to put it away. 
However, he did not point it 
toward me, make a motion with it 
toward me, nor threaten to use it 
against me. That is to say, he did 
not “pull a knife on me.” 

I, Tim McMullen, have little to 
add to this account of the 
incident regarding any acts of 
violence that were rumored to 
have occurred during this 
incident. However, I think 
mention should be made of the 
point that Robert did make 
several attempts to pull the flag 
off of me. He did make physical 
contact with me as he tried to 
pull the flag off of me. Though I 
was verbally threatened and 
physically intimidated at times by 
Robert, he did not hit me. 

Robert and I have discussed the 
issues surrounding our 
disagreement, but the main 
point of this letter is to clear the 
air. 

In regards to Tim’s statement, 


I, Robert Jones, did, at a later 
date, approach Tim McMullen, 
and apologize to him for my 
actions. This occurred a short 
time after the incident of Jan. 

18, 1991. I did this at the 
suggestion of nobody and 
because I felt it was the right 
thing to do. I withdrew, in very 
clear language, all threats of 
violence I had made in the heat 
of anger against Tim McMullen 
upon discussing the issues with 
him. This was in attempt to find 
some common ground of civil, 
non-violence upon which both 
of us could stand, and I think we 
were successful in achieving 
this. I must say that I walked away 
from our lengthy conversation— 
though in strong disagreement 
to what much of Tim says— with 
an appreciation and respect for 
him as intelligent and (in my 
mind) sometimes thoughtful 
person. 

Both of us would like to stress 
that this letter should make clear 
any violence that one of us 
allegedly has commited against 
the other. Both of us have not at 
any time filed charges against 
each other concerning these 
events, nor will we do so. We 
have been able to rationally and 
reasonably resolve this dispute. 
Between the two of us, we 
consider this matter closed, and 
we hope it has been clarified.

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Dear editors, 

It seems at the moment that 
the war with Iraq is over. 
However, the crises which 
originally caused the war have 
yet to be resolved, and the war 
itself has added new problems 
as well. We should all be glad 
that hostilities were quick and 
cost few American lives. Let us 
not forget, however, that the war 
did cost many Iraqi lives, both 
military and civilian. Life, 
whatever the language, religion, 
or nationality, is still life. These 
deaths are a tragedy, both for 
those killed and for their loved 
ones left behind. Iraqi mothers 
grieve as much as American 
mothers; Iraqi widows are just as 
distraught. 

Iraq is a nation of 17 million 
people, half of whom are under 
the age of 15. The Allied 
bombing may be over; however, 
the after-effects of shattered 
psyches and a destroyed 
infrastructure looms heavy on 
the horizon. Many of the eight 


million-plus children are 
orphans, their parents having 
been among the estimated one 
million killed during eight years 
of war with Iran or during our 
recent bombing campaign. 

These children are left to live 
in the rubble of a once 
inhabitable structure. Most are 
living on under a thousand 
calories a day — near starvation 
level. Water purification plants 
have been destroyed by Allied 
bombing and have reduced 
people to cupping their hands in 
the Tigris River to get drinking 
water. That river is being flooded 
with raw sewage as a result of 
allied bombardment of sewage 
treatment plants. The few plants 
that were left in operation have 
been crippled by a nationwide 
loss of electricity, also caused by 
the Allied bombing campaign. 
The results of drinking this 
bacteria-infested water can be 
seen already, in the first signs of 
a cholera epidemic. This 
epidemic is expected to spread 


as the warm spring weather 
arrives. Iraq is suffering from a 
shortage of medicine, and what 
little it has cannot be distributed 
due to the destruction of roads, 
communications and 
government offices. As it was 
the action of the Allied coalition 
which caused this situation, we 
cannot ignore our responsibility 
to these people. 

Clearly we cannot simply bring 
the troops home and leave 
chaos behind; that would undo 
any good which our invasion has 
done. What next? Does Hussein 
stay in power? Is the Republican 
Guard disbanded? Is a peace- 
keeping force required, and if 
so, for how long? More 
importantly for us, are U.S. 
troops required and if so, for 
how long? The answers to these 
questions could well depend on 
whether Iraq even survives as a 
nation. Hussein’s Baath party is 
mostly Sunni Moslem, while 
more than half of the population 
is hostile Shiite Moslem,

This could well turn Iraq 
into a larger version of Lebanon 
with disastrous results for the 
region’s peace. Worse, if we 
send thousands of American 
experts to rebuild Iraq and chaos 
does break out, they could well 
become potential hostages. 

News coverage is back to its 
normal hours and we all have our 
favorite shows back on the tube. 
Our leaders, military and civilian, 
give us the impression that it is 
all over. But let us not fall into 
complacency; the situation is far 
from resolved. Our troops did a 
wonderful job, but more is 
needed. 


Rebuilding Iraq is going to 
require the lifting of the 
embargo and also outside aid, 
both humanitarian and 
economic (though not military, 
this time). People that worry that 
Saddam Hussein will regain 
power need not be too 
concerned.

Rita Eisner, a senior painting 
major at Shepherd College, has 
had her work, A Telescopic 
History, selected from over 100 
entries to be included in the 
annual 280 Exhibit held by the 
Huntington Museum of Art in 
Huntington, WV. 

The 280 Exhibit attracts 
professional artists, art teachers 
and students within a 280-mile 
radius of Huntington. Artists 
from Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Virginia and West Virginia 
compete to be included in the 
show. 

The juried 280 Exhibit rotates 
annually between works on walls 
and works off walls.

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State College System issues interim security report policy

In response to federal 
legislation signed by President 
Bush last November, the Board 
of Directors of the State College 
System of West Virginia has 
issued an interim policy dealing 
with public access to security 
reports. The federal Crime 
Awareness and Campus 
Security Act requires the 
release of crime statistics to the 
public and becomes effective 
Sept. 1. 

According to a memo from Dr. 
Paul Marion, Chancellor ot the 
State College System, crime 
incident reports are to be 
released to the public. The 
reports are to contain the nature 
of the incident, the place of the 
incident, whether the suspect 
and victim are students or not, 
the gender of the suspect and 
victim, and, optionally, a name of 


Lamar Alexander Jr., 

President Bush's nominee for 
eduction secretary, finished 
hearings in front of the Senate 
Labor and Human Resources 
Committee in early February and 
seemed on his way to approval 
for the position in the cabinet. 

Alexander was governor of 
Tennessee from 1979 to 1987, 
and is now president to the 
University of Tennessee. 

If confirmed, Alexander will 
become the fifth head of the 12- 
year-old U.S. Department of 
Education, which oversees 
most federal college programs. 

His predecessors have been 
only fitfully successful. 

Terrel Bell, a long-time Utah 
educator, was brought on by 
President Reagan in 1981 with a 
mandate to dismantle the then- 
new agency. 

William Bennett, Bell's 
successor, brought the 
department an enormous 
amount of publicity and enmity 
from campus administrators for 
his constant attacks on 
supposed “waste" and chiseling 
students who used their college 
loan money for stereos and 
vacations. During his and Bell's 
reign, however, most federal 
grant programs were junked in 
favor of loans, pushing an entire 
generation of collegians into 
debt. 

Former Texas Tech University 
President Lauro Cavazos 
succeeded Bennett and stayed 
on through December, 1990, 
when he reportedly resigned 
under pressure from White 
House politicians dissatisfied 
with Cavazos’ low profile. 

The 50-year-old Alexander, 
whose parents were educators, 
does have a long history of 
support for education. 

“I think he is a wonderful 
person," said Pam Moon, head 


the suspect if the suspect has 
been placed under arrest. 

The interim policy will be in 
effect until a board of directors' 
committee drafts a permanent 
policy. Tony Serreno, attorney 
for the State College System, 
said the committee will consist of 
student affairs administrators 
from across the state and central 
office staff. As for student 
involvement in creation of the 
new policy, Serreno added that 
the board of directors will select 
students for the comrfiittee, 
probably on the 
recommendations of school 
presidents and student body 
leaders. 

The interim policy has some 
faults, according to journalist 
and students-rights' advocates. 
Amy Tischer of Student Press 
Law Center in Washington, DC, 
said the interim policy West 
Virginia has adopted is

At the hearings, Alexander 
waylaid most to Congress' 
biggest concerns, saying he 
intended to rethink the 
administration's policy 
condemning minority 



scholarships as examples of 
reverse discrimination. 

About the only hint of 
controversy concerned 
Alexander's ties to Whittle 
Communication, a Knoxville, TN, 
firm that specializes in selling 
advertising to firms interested in 
reaching students. 

Most recently Whittle started 
“Channel One,” an educational 
new program broadcast in 
schools. Scores of school 
districts have refused to take the 
free TV equipment Whittle 
offered them to run the show, 
complaining it forces students to 
watch the commercials 


acceptable to a point. She said 
the policy as it stands allows for 
the protection of non-students 
from public scrutiny. Therefore, 
it's feasible for a non-student to 
commit a crime on campus and 
never have his/her name 
released. 

Also, many campus security 
forces are not likely to make 
arrests, even for crimes such as 
illicit drug use, according to 
information released by Security 
On Campus, Inc., a Philadelphia- 
based student-rights' advocate 
group. The policy, as stated 
now, prevents the release of 
names of individuals who aren't 
arrested. Again, even though 
there may be crimes occurring, 
the public's right-to-know may 
be cut off because campus 
security officers don't often 
involve outside law enforcement 
agencies or make arrests. 

When asked if Shepherd's

Alexander is currently on the 
advisory board of the firm, which 
also packages and sells the 
“Good Stuff" boxes of product 
samples left in students' dorm 
rooms and publishes the Wall 
Poster Journal tacked up on 
many campuses.

SGA recycling program 
stalled for this semester

The Shepherd College 
recycling program is still in the 
planning stage, but with help 
from Shepherd students, the 
project could be operational on 
campus by early next semester. 

The recycling program was 
first suggested last semester 
and has primarily been 
organized by Kelley Roach, 

SGA president pro-tern. Roach 
states that her first priority was to 
make students and the 
community aware of recycling. 

“I wanted to get the recycling 
idea going on campus," Roach 
says. 

The next step of the process 
was to find out how to begin a 
campus-wide recycling program. 
Earlier this semester, Ray Ching, 
recycling coordinator at Rutgers 
University, gave a presentation 
during an SGA meeting, 
explaining some of the 
mechanics of starting a campus 
recycling program. 

Roach states some of her 
expectations of the program 
include installing recycling 
containers in the dorms, where 
students would be employed to 
collect and transport the 
materials. She hopes to 
incorporate a recycling 
education session into 


freshman orientation, which 
would explain the program to 
new students. 

Currently the project is in a 
fact-collecting stage, where 
several specific recycling 
strategies are being studied. 
Greg Spaulding, director of the 
physical plant at Shepherd, is 
working with Roach to find a 
strategy which would be most 
advantageous for the college as 
well as the community. Roach 
says Spaulding shows great 
enthusiasm toward the project, 
and that he hopes to see the 
project functioning by next 
semester. 

“We're 100 percent 
committed toward this program," 
Spaulding assures, but adds 
that the program should be a 
“student-led” operation. 

Roach, too, feels that student 
participation should play a major 
role in a successful recycling 
program. She says that in order 
for the project to be successful, 
students will have to get 
organized and make it work. 

“If the students show they 
want to recycle, it will work," says 
Roach.

Wellness Center hours shortened to give paying customers time

Are you outraged because 
the Wellness Center is closed to 
students between 6 and 8 p.m.? 
Have you heard of the program 
but aren't sure exactly what it is? 
Ever wonder who to go to for 
help if you want to start eating 
better and get in shape? 

Relax — here's what you need to 
know. 

The Wellness Program is a 
health promotion system, 
located primarily in Sara Cree 
Gymnasium, for use by 
Shepherd students, faculty, 
staff and paying members of the 


surrounding community. 

Components of the program 
include universal and free 
weights, cardiovascular exercise 
equipment, racquetball, tennis, 
basketball, swimming and 
indoor/outdoor walking tracks. 

Additionally, the program 
holds Fitness for Life classes 
with certified instructors. 
Currently in session are Step 
Aerobics, Aqua-Fit Water 
Aerobics, Hatha Yoga, Fitness 
Walk, 55-Plus Swim, Bratina's 
Flextone and basketball classes. 

The controversy, says director 
Donna Printz, involves the 
hours the program is operating. 


Basically the center is open from 
7 a.m. to 10 p.m. Monday- 
Friday; 9 a.m. to 12 p.m. 
Saturday; and 4 to 8 p.m. 
Sunday. 

However, students are no 
longer allowed to use the gym 
between 6 and 8 p.m. on 
weeknights. Printz says the 
main reason for this change is 
that too many people were 
working out at that time, and 
there isn't enough equipment to 
go around. 

Furthermore, Printz says that 
since 6 to 8 p.m. is the easiest 
time for the more than 100 
paying members to use the 


gym. Because their membership 
fees have financed the entire 
program, she felt they should 
have priority use of the gym at 
that time. 

“A lot of students are under 
the false impression that they 
paid for this equipment out of 
their student fees. To my 
knowledge, none of their 
student fees are involved in 
this,” Printz said. 

In addition, she responds to 
student complaints about the 
schedule change by saying that 
the students “need to 
understand that. ..if we do not 
have the money from the 


community to help run this 
program, we can't have a 
program at all.” 

Wellness members pay $100 
a semester for the complete 
program, with discounts for their 
spouses, and also for faculty, 
staff and senior citizens. 

“I would much rather see 
people and students come here 
and work out than to go out and 
be drinking and riding around in 
cars and getting in trouble," she 
commented.

Panel says civil rights bill future uncertain

As part of Shepherd College's 
celebration of Black History 
month, a panel discussion on 
the Civil Rights Act of 1990 and 
the impact of its subsequent 
veto was held Feb. 18 in the 
College Center. Participating in 
the discussion were Sherry 
O'Dell, past national Vice 
President of the National 
Organization for Women (NOW); 
William B. McClain, professor of 
worship at Wesley Seminary in 
Washington, DC; and Jim 
Talbott, President of the West 
Virginia chapter of the National 
Association of the 
Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP). 

According to the panel, last 
year, President Bush vetoed 
the Civil Rights Act of 1990, 
saying the bill called for quotas. 
Quota, according to legal 
definitions, is the term applied to 
hiring and/or firing of certain 
numbers of individuals of certain 
origins simply because they are 
of that particular origin in order to 
maintain a balance of equality in 
numbers of employees in the 
work place. 

Quotas are something many 
people feel strongly opposed 
to, saying quotas lead to reverse 
discrimination. In typical fashion, 
panelists said, voters in last 
year's election in North Carolina 
edged white Senator Jesse 
Helms back into office after he 
ran ads suggesting his black 
opponent, Harvey Gant, would 
institute quota policies. 

However, according to O'Dell, 
the 1990 civil rights bill never 
contained provisions for quotas. 
In fact, O’Dell said it contained 
language strictly prohibiting 
quotas. 

“Frankly, this quota business 
is crap. That was a bold-face lie, 
and the president knew it,” 
O'Dell explained. “The bill does 
nothing more than to restore the 
civil rights of 1964 and 1965 that 
have been eroded by the 
conservative courts over the 
years.” O'Dell said the bill also 
allowed women to sue for sex 


discrimination in the work place. 

O'Dell pointed out some 
tactics she believes anti-civil 
rights activists have used to 
defeat civil rights efforts. 

“The first is deception; the 
second is distraction; and the 
third is divide-and-conquer. I 
think there has been a real 
strategy on the part of the right 
wing to divide-and-conquer. We 
no longer try to get rid of 
injustice. We try to justify 
discrimination. 

“Racism is not very far from the 
surface of this country. I think 
the Reagan years made racism 
respectable again. Look at David 
Duke. I knew [former Ku Klux 
Klan leader and now Louisiana 
legislator] David Duke when he 
was parading around in a white 
robe. ..in Charleston, WV, 
before he had plastic surgery.... 
He owes a debt to George Bush 
because [Bush] made his 
agenda respectable” by twisting 
the civil rights bill into a quota 
bill, O'Dell explained. 

She said others try to justify 
certain civil rights' violations by 
saying that there are no qualified 
minority persons to fill certain 
jobs. 

“I don’t want to hear about 
qualifications for jobs either 
when they put [Dan Quayle] a 
heartbeat from the presidency. 
The man goes to Latin America 


and tells the people he's sorry 
he can't understand them 
because he can't speak Latin,” 
she said. 

“Are these the people [Bush] 
makes camp with? How dare he 
make a David Duke 
respectable?" O'Dell argued. 

McClain agreed with O'Dell. 

“How dare Bush make this 
man's agenda one of 
respectability?... If there had 
been no racism in America, 
there would have been no need 
for a civil rights movement.... If a 
nation which claimed to be 
conceived in liberty had 
matched its rhetoric with its 
actions, there would have been 
no need for a civil rights bill...,” 
he said. 

“But there is racism, and there 
is a need for a bill.... That's why 
there always had to be a civil 
rights movement — to restore 
the dignity and pride of the black 
man. The civil rights movement 
has been an attempt to right the 
wrongs of the past," McClain 
commented. 

The most disturbing thing, 
McClain believes, is the fact that 
Bush has become the first 
United States' president in the 
20th century to veto a civil rights 
bill. 

“This is the first president to 
veto a civil rights bill in this 
century. Not even Ronald 


Reagan vetoed a civil rights bill,” 
McClain told the audience. 

Talbott said that although 
Bush vetoed the bill last year, 
the bill has been reintroduced in 
Congress and will more than 
likely go before the president 
once again for his signature. 

“This battle will determine the 
employment trends of years to 
come,” Talbott noted. “We have 
to ask ourselves the questions: 
How many David Dukes do we 
have in the administration? How

many David Dukes do we have 
teaching us at this college? If 
you are uninterested, and you 
ignore this problem, we're going 
to have a very difficult problem in 
the years ahead," he said. 

As for the future of the 
recently reintroduced civil rights 
bill, O’Dell said, “The prospects 
are not that good for an override 
[of a possible presidential veto]. 
But, Mr. Bush has to be told in 
no uncertain terms that, 'You 
veto this at your political peril.’”

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Jahel Ouiroga and Orlando 
Gaitan are Colombian human 
rights activists and are part of the 
Colombian Human Rights 
Committee. They come from a 
country ravaged by not only 
drug lords, but also an armed 
struggle between government 
forces, guerillas trying to 
overthrow the government, and 
paid killers, trained and working 
for the Colombian government. 
Each faction has its own 
agenda, and any effort to stop 
the struggle between the four 
armed powers can result in 
death. Many people are killed for 
opposing the groups; from 
September 1990 to October 
1990 alone, there were 353 
reported assassinations. 

Ouiroga is a member of the 
city council of Barrancabermeja. 
Gaitan is the president of the 
Association of the Peasant 
Workers of Carare, which 
recently was awarded the 
Alternative Nobel Peace Prize, a 
prize awarded in Stockholm, 
Sweden, the day before the 
actual Nobel prize is awarded. 
They were in the United States 
earlier this month, speaking with 
Congressional leaders, trade 
union leaders and others about 
human rights abuses in their 
country. The Sojourner Truth 
Organization brought Ouiroga 
and Gaitan to Shepherd College 
Feb. 26 in an effort to let the 
general populace know what 
kind of abuses routinely take 
place in Colombia, and what 
solutions are possible to stop 
the violations. The following is 
an edited transcript of a 
conversation conducted 
through an interpreter between 
Picket Editor Steve Rosa, 
Ouiroga and Gaitan. 

Quiroga: We have come to the 
United States on a mission with 
a desire to have the international 
community, the U.S. 
community, the Latin American 
community, all to hear the 
intormation we have brought 
concerning human rights in 
Colombia. We are denouncing 
the human rights situation in 
Colombia because all o< the 
intormation that comes to the 
United States is the drug 
traffickers who are violating 
human rights in Colombia. We 
have been denouncing the

Colombian government for 
violations that it has perpetrated. 
Also, we have been noting the 
United States has always 
supported it with assistance, 
especially in terms of raw 
material, arms, and the use 
made of this equipment against 
the civilian population of 
Colombia. 

I am a human rights activist in 
Colombia. I work in a regional 
committee for the defense of 
human rights in a vast region 
known as the Middle Magdalena 
River Region. I'm also a member 
of the city council of the city of 
Barrancabermeja. Even though I 
am part of the state structure, I 
am not part of the government. 

I belong to an opposition 
political group in my country 
which has been practically 
exterminated. So we do not 
exercise much influence on the 
major decisions made by the 
government related to war 
matters. The only influence we 
have lies in organizing the 
people, together with the 
church at the grassroots level, in 
neighborhoods, in rural areas, 
with intellectuals, trade union 
leaders, peasant leaders — all of 
the democratic-minded people 
of my country. 

There is no question that in 
Colombia most of us are 
members of the people, so to 
speak, where 43 percent of the 
population lives in absolute 
poverty. Relatively few of us are 
able to survive with some salary 
from employment. 

It's shameful to say so, but the 
ethical sense is affronted by the 
flagrant way in which human 
rights violations are carried out. 
This is done through forced 
disappearances, political 
murders, presumably political 
murders, massacres of peasants 
and intellectuals as well — the 
killing of all those who want to 
speak on behalf of the poor 
majority. 

We want to show to people in 
the United States that while it is 
true the drug traffickers have 
carried out spectacular terrorist 
actions, the casualties, the 
death and damages caused by 
them is not comparable to that 
caused by the Colombian state 
with the so-called “dirty war." 

The “dirty war" is a selective 
plan of extermination organized,

financed and supported by the 
military in my country, together 
with the drug kingpins and big 
landlords. There are many 
schools for paid killers or 
mercenaries [also called the 
paramilitaries] that have been 
set up in the country. They 
receive technical advice from 
Israeli and British mercenaries, 
and this is well-known by the 
Colombian government. 
Nonetheless, no one has been 
punished; impunity prevails. 

Those of us who defend 
human rights are asking that the 
armed forces be purged, the 
paramilitary schools be 
dismantled and the political 
opposition be allowed to 
participate in accordance with 
established laws. 

We have been in the 
Congress. We have been 
having discussions with people 
we think have an impact on 
decisions regarding aid to 
Colombia. And we have told 
them before approving any aid, 
please look at the investigations 
that have been carried out by 
international not [Colombian] 
governmental organizations, 
such as Amnesty International. 
All [outside] organizations have 
shown that the paramilitary 
groups work with the protection 
and under the direction of the 
high level military leaders in my 
country. 

In 1989, the U.S. Congress 
sent $65 million in armaments to 


Colombia. They were used to 
combat the armed insurgency — 
the guerilla movement — in my 
country. As guerillas live in rural 
areas, the peasants were 
bombed indiscriminately. Of 
course, this was done under the 
pretext of combating the 
guerillas who were in the area. 
So, the peasants have suffered 
many material and moral 
damages. We believe the 
United States, with the 
assistance it sends, is 
,l 0 continuing to finish off our poor 
o people.

= Gaitan: I am the president of the 
« non-government organization 
o known as the Association of the 
._ Peasant Workers of Carare. We 
o have won the Alternative Nobel 
> Peace Prize due to the work we 
have carried out in a zone of 
conflict, which is the area of La 
India and the region of Carare. 
This project has been a 
response to the various 
proposals of the armed groups 
in that region, whether the 
guerillas or the paramilitaries or 
the military. We also have a 
project related to this peace- 
making project that is related to 
drug-trafficking. 

There were four alternatives 
posed to the peasants in this 
region — either join the guerillas, 
join the paramilitary groups, 
leave the region or die. We 
responded with a fifth alternative 
under the motto of dialogue and 
understanding and for the right 
to life, peace and work. These 
dialogues came about slowly. 

First we dialogued with the 
guerillas, and we reached 
certain specific agreements. 
Because the peasants lived in 
the zone where the guerillas 
operated, we had to deal with 
them. Since the army looked 
down on this, the army attacked 
the population. Later, the 
paramilitaries [under the 
military's direction] carried out 
collective massacres, attacking 
schools and so on [for trying to 
work out a peaceful solution]. 

We peasants then made a 
proposal which said we would 
have no dealings with the 
guerillas, nor with any other 
armed group. The armed groups 
should no longer hold any 
meetings with peasants. We 
called for respect of all human 


rights. In broad lines, it was a 
matter of being neutral without 
being associated with any armed 
group. 

Later, seeing the peace that 
we achieved peace had lasted 
for over a year, we carried out a 
socio-economic study. There 
we focused on other types of 
violence, such as economic 
violence, the need for training, 
health and the general 
uncertainty and poverty in which 
the people lived. Since the 
government was not 
forthcoming with assistance for 
our development plan, we had a 
forum where the armed groups, 
state agencies, politicians and 
citizens in general were invited 
to participate to make a new 
presentation of our 
development projects. Each 
project was studied in 
correspondence with a specific 
state agency that might be able 
to help it. 

This all continued until Feb. 
26, 1990, when the three 
leaders of the organization were 
murdered. As a result, the 
peasants became more unified; 
we showed we were not all that 
weak, but used more preventive 
and cautious tactics. 

At present we have 15 similar 
projects that we're carrying out 
elsewhere in the region. Others 
are still in a preliminary stage. To 
give an example, we have a 
cooperative that provides river 
transportation, which has led to 
a 30 percent drop in the cost of 
living in that region. In regards to 
education, originally there were 
only five primary schools; now 
we have 27 schools in the 
region. Last year we began a 
secondary school as an 
agriculturally-oriented training 
center. 

One of the ideas of the 
association is that peasants 
should be able to live in a 
dignified home without having 
to leave the countryside, near 
their lands, and not have to 
emigrate to the cities. We also 
have an environmental project 
and an animal breeding project, 
which includes raising alligators, 
iguanas, oysters and fish. The 
idea is to not exterminate the 
species, but to use them for 
food. 

What we're hoping is with all 
the money the United States is 
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giving to the war in Colombia, 
perhaps part ot that sum could 
be given to the grassroots 
movements to support projects 
of this nature. 

We also have a very specific, a 
very real project to combat 
drugs. A drug trafficker had 
gone into one community, 
planting 200 hectares of coca in 
the area. When violence began 
to break out in that region, it was 
decided to burn the crop and 
replace it with cacao or coca 
beans. 

Sometimes we peasants don’t 
understand what type of peace 
that is being sought by those 
who say they are the fathers of 
the homeland when they're 
doing it with weapons. We have 
a very hard time believing that 
there could be peace with war. 
We are also aware when you kill 
someone because they think 
differently, you've not been able 
to win that person over. You can 
attain peace in one way — by 
education. Not accepting death 
as something that comes 
because someone else feels 
they should have the power to 
determine whether you should 
live or not [is one of our main 
education goals]. 

Rosa: Has the new 
president who replaced 
former President Barcos 
last year made any 
difference? 

Gaitan: We haven't seen any 
difference whatsoever with him. 
Since we won the Alternative 
Nobel Peace Prize, he might 
have at least sent us a little note 
expressing congratulations. But 
for a great part of the Colombian 
state, it's as if we don't exist. 

At one time we asked for a 
loan, but not a gift because any 
time the state gives away 
something there's a political 
kickback involved. We were 
denied the loan. 

So there’s been no change as 
we see it. 

Quiroga: President Gaviria in his 
inaugural address made a 
commitment, among other 
things, to insure that the armed 
forces would not operate 
without his permission. In 
addition, he said he was going 
to be watchful to see human 


rights were respected. What 
they have done instead is come 
out with authoritarian decrees 
which limit democratic freedoms, 
all under the pretext of 
combating drug trafficking. 

He passes himself off in the 
public as a victim caught in the 
crossfire between the drug 
traffickers and the guerillas. [He 
says] that is why he has to ask 
for aid from the United States. In 
doing so, he is evading his 
responsibility, for it is the state 
which is constitutionally obliged 
to insure the life, happiness and 
property of all Colombians. 

Rosa: Does the 
government just not care 
about the peasants or is 
this a planned attempt to 
kill them? 

Quiroga: This is part of the 
military's strategy to put down 
the insurgency in our country. 
They think the peasants provide 
assistance to the guerillas in 
every way, shape and form. So 
they take the peasants prisoner 
and torture them to get 
information on the whereabouts 
of the guerillas. But this is 
absurd. They know where the 
guerillas are. 

All attacks against civilians are 
part of a military strategy against 
the political opposition. 

Gaitan: Basically, they don't care 
about the peasants. If what they 
were really after was fighting the 
guerillas, it would just be the 
armed people fighting the other 
armed people. On the verge of a 
confrontation, either side will 
begin to take the civilian 
population as a shield. In 
moments such as these, the 
association will remove the 
civilians. And they don’t fight. 

So the ones who die are always 
the peasants. 

Rosa: Is this a civil war? 

Gaitan: Not exactly a civil war 
because we peasants are not 
interested in war or fighting. But 
the war between them is a war 
between two armies — the 
guerillas and the military. 

Quiroga: As human rights 
activists, what we've asked of 
the government is that the laws 
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of war be respected. There is 
international humanitarian law 
where attacking the civilian 
population is prohibited. We've 
asked the Colombian 
government to recognize the 
war between the insurgency 
and the Colombian army so that 
they would abide by 
international law. International 
law is binding in internal 
conflicts. But the Colombian 
government does not want to 
recognize there is a war under 
way in which there are two basic 
sides. 

Rosa: We have heard 
reports alleging drug lords 
come into an area and take 
it over, making slave labor 
out of the peasants. Is this 
true? 

Gaitan: Slaves, directly 
speaking, I don't think so. 

Rather, they draw on the 
weakness that is represented by 
the economic violence. If a 
peasant just earns 1,000 pesos 
a day, they'll offer him 2,000 or 
3,000 pesos. Supposedly, 
they're protected by the drug 
lords. But they could be 
protected just as well by the 
guerillas, the paramilitaries or the 
military itself. This is what 
happened in our area, and this is 
what led us to destroy the 
coca. 

Quiroga: In contrast to other 


Latin American countries, 
Colombian peasants are valiant. 
Peasants have experienced 
more than 30 years of political 
struggle in the rural areas. So 
the peasants know their 
situation very clearly and don't 
let themselves fall into slavery 
easily. They are people who 
know their rights. It is an 
intelligent and bold peasantry. 

Gaitan: Since 1987, when we 
organized, we haven't had any 
problems. [The drug traffickers] 
had 90 people working under 
them then. Now, they have 90 
people working against them, 
but not in an aggressive way. 

Rosa: How much is it the 
fault of the Western 
governments, such as the 
United States, the British, 
the Israelis, that this 
situation is occurring in 
your country? 

Gaitan: I believe about 80 
percent. If we didn't have a ‘big 
daddy’ to give us money, then 
we wouldn't have anything to 
spend it on. 

Quiroga: In addition, the United 
States has everything in the 
world to do with Colombia. Here 
in the United States, the policies 
for Latin America are set. The 
[Latin American] presidents 
receive their education here. 

We don't depend on Western 
Europe; it’s the United States. 

Also, Colombia's debt to the 
International Monetary Fund 
(INF) obliges the government to 
take measures that go against 
the interests of the poor. Taxes 
in Colombia are very high and 
are high to make payments to 
the International Monetary 
Fund. Loans are made by the 
INF to countries that produce 
what the United States want 
them to produce, to be used for 
what the United States wants 
them to be used for. Whomever 
does not submit to such policies 
does not receive the loans. 

So, yes, your country does 
have something to do with our 
situation. Here, it seems as 
though those who are in charge 
of this empire won’t clean up 
their act at home, but they set 
out to see if they can make 
things work the way want to 


elsewhere. This is the fight that 
we Latin Americans have. We 
can take care of our own dirty 
clothes. We don't need others 
to impose this on us. 

Gaitan: Another thing to bear in 
mind is that the U.S. 
government is giving a certain 
amount of money to the 
Colombian armed forces in the 
name of fighting drugs. We see 
this is not the case. We have 
videos and photographs of the 
helicopters and airplanes of the 
United States bombing peasant 
farms. 

Rosa: Is it safe to go back? 
Will there be any problems 
for you once you return to 
Colombia? 

Gaitan: Death is everywhere. I 
have been facing threats, 
though. 

Quiroga: I have been 
threatened also. However, we 
refuse to go into exile. 

Gaitan: One of our basic 
methods of the association is to 
confront death just as we have 
been confronting peace. 

Fleeing is no way to achieve 
peace. 

Quiroga: We take this on, not 
with a suicidal intention, but 
rather [with an intention of] 
working with the masses, the 
people. 

What? Are they going to kill all 
of us? They might kill him; they 
might kill me, but things will 
continue forward without us. 



The Colombia Human Rights 
Committee in Washington, DC, 
is trying to pressure Congress to 
stop giving aid to the Colombian 
government until human rights 
are fully observed in that 
country. Despite its efforts, 
President Bush recently 
determined that human rights . 
abuses in Colombia are 
insufficient to warrant a cut in 
aid. Committee members ask all 
those interested to write for 
more information on how to 
help.

Meeker explained that the

“One of the 
most important aspects of the 
conference is the chance to 
meet with colleagues and 
students from other schools to 
compare notes and share 
ideas,” said Kathy Eckstrand, 
director of student activities. “We 
discovered that other schools 


the run-around from the 
administration, and the sit-in was 
to demonstrate student support 
for the revised policy and to try 
to determine the reasons for 
delay of its implementation. 

Castle said he believed the sit- 
in was not an appropriate 
approach to making statements 
to the right authorities. He 
suggested that the students 
attend an open forum at 
Student Life Council which was 
to meet the following afternoon.

The 
United States is now the 17th 
country to release the Norplant 
System.

“I expected it to be 
a close race with no landslide 
either way,” Campbell said. And 
as his administration begins, 
Campbell foresees a lot for 
Shepherd College students. 

Some of the proposals 
Campbell wants to enact during 
his administration concern 
daycare, partial meal plans and 
more student involvement in 
campus activities. The daycare 
program which is seen as a long- 
term goal will be under the 
supervision of Campbell's vice- 
president, Jodi Deoms. The 
partial meal plans would be 
instated for use in the cafeteria 
for residents as well as in the 
Ram’s Den for commuters. As

for student involvement in 
campus activity, Campbell 
perceives this as a major 
problem on campus. He said 
that more students need to get 
active in organizations and to 
start coming to SGA meetings 
because when students unite, 
things are accomplished. 

Another major problem 
Campbell is trying to solve is that 
of off campus housing. 
According to the rules applying 
for off-campus housing, the 
student must either be married 
or commute from home. 
Campbell encourages deviation 


on this process because he 
feels the administration forces 
people to lie. “Students are old 
enough to make their own 
decisions, but when people are 
denied their right of decision, 
they must lie," he said. Campbell 
believes more discussion on 
this matter will help alleviate the 
problems concerned with the 
procedure. 

As for long term goals with his 
administration, Campbell adds 
the key to a successful SGA is 
student involvement. Although 
he sees nothing wrong with 
SGA, he does feel it needs to 
be revitalized in the sense that 
many of the committees 
established in SGA never 
remain active, thus nothing is 
accomplished through them. 

Campbell says, “I encourage 
more discussion on the floor, 
and if the Senate has a gripe let 
them speak.” He also noted that 
in order for things to be 
accomplished on campus, the 
SGA needs to know about it in 
order to help. Campbell 
stressed his cabinet will be hard 
working, and with a little 
involvement from the student 
body, many problems can be 
solved. 

There are several objectives 
Campbell wants to achieve 
during his presidency, and he 
feels by keeping an ear open to 
everyone the voices of the 
students will be heard. 

“By working with the 
administration, I will try with my 
cabinet to convey the students 
wishes to them, and then they 
will know our needs and a 
compromise can be thought 
out," he concluded.

Drive to make campuses smoke-free picks up

Drives to make U S. campuses 
absolutely smoke-free picked 
up speed in recent weeks as 
one state mulled forcing its 
campuses to stop investing in 
tobacco companies and another 
college banned smoking. 

As of Feb. 1, students could 
no longer use — or even buy — 
tobacco products on the 
University of Pittsburgh campus. 

Two weeks earlier, California’s 
top health official urged the 
state's biggest campuses to sell 
off their investments in tobacco 
companies.

University and to the 
Universities of California and 
Southern California, California’s 
Health Services Department 
Director Dr. Kenneth Kizer said 
it made no sense for them to 
invest in tobacco companies 
while the state spends $150 
million on an anti-smoking 
campaign. 

Most colleges and universities 
invest their donations and 
endowment funds in various 
kinds of stocks. 

The profits from the 
investments help fund a variety 
of the schools’ programs. 

During the 1980s, anti- 
apartheid activists succeeded in 
getting many campus money 
managers to sell off stocks, no 
matter how profitable they might 
be, in companies that did 
business in segregationist 
South Africa. 

The same tactic now is being 
applied to smoking. 

“We should not be profiting 
from tobacco addiction,” 
maintained Brad Krevor, 
executive director of the 
Boston-based Tobacco 
Divestment Project. “How can 
we solve the problem if we 
require it to continue to make 
money?” he asked. 

Tobacco stock can be quite 
lucrative. Philip Morris 
Companies, the country's 


largest tobacco interest, was the 
best- performing corporation on 
the 30-stock Dow Jones 
industrial average during the 
1980s, rising 825 percent in the 
decade. 

“If I were a fiduciary (the 
person in charge of investing a 
college's money), my concern 
would be to manage [funds] to 
achieve maximum returns," said 
George Knox, vice president for 
public affairs for Philip Morris. 

In fact, money managers have 
a legal obligation — called a 
“fiduciary responsibility” — to 
wring maximum profits out of 
their investments, and can 
actually be sued and punished if 
they disregard their duty. 

Campus money managers 
might not be able to earn 
maximum returns if they mix 
politics into their investment 
decisions, Knox added. 

“One does give up some 
profit” when divesting their 
tobacco stocks, Krevor 
conceded. “But consider where 
these profits come from.” 

Harvard University and City 
University of New York both 
stopped allowing their 
endowments to be invested in 
tobacco companies last spring. 

Moreover, representatives 
from Yale, Brown, Cornell, Rice 
and Johns Hopkins universities 
as well as the universities of 


Texas, Wisconsin and Hawaii are 
all working with the divestment 
project on campaigns to get 
their schools to divest, Krevor 
said. 

In California, the University of 
California has no stock holdings 
in any tobacco company, said 
spokesman Rick Malaspina. 

Committees at Stanford have 
been considering divesting from 
tobacco since last fall, a 
spokesman there said. 

Stanford, for one, already has 
banned smoking from all 
buildings on its campus. 

Pittsburgh's new ban will 
include all university vehicles, 
residence halls, the medical 
complex, hospitals and labs, 
said spokesman Lawrence 
Keller. 

“There really hasn't been 
much of a student reaction. We 
don't know how strongly the law 
will be enforced," said Pitt 
student Njugi Nginyo. 

Other campuses that have 
enacted either partial or total 
bans on smoking or the sale of 
tobacco products include 
Tulane and Pennsylvania State 
universities, the universities of 
West Virginia, Arizona and 
Southwestern Louisiana 
Colorado's Metropolitan State 
College and West Virginia’s 
Shepherd College. 
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Alcohol use still at high level Softball team 

Drug use dropped in 1990, nationwide study claims nipped in opener 


The number of college and 
high school students who use 
illicit drugs sharply declined in 
1990, a nationwide study 
contended recently. 

Students' consumption of 
alcohol remains at about the 
same high levels of prior years, 
the annual survey by the 
National Institute of Health and 
the University of Michigan also 
found. 

“Clearly our young people are 
gradually moving away from 
nearly all forms of illicit drug 
use," concluded Lloyd D. 
Johnston, the survey's director 
and a social scientist at 
Michigan. 

Researchers found that about 
one-third of the 1 ,200 college 
students surveyed had used an 
illicit drug in the past year. 

One-third of high school 
students asked also reported 
they had used an illicit drug 
during 1990. 

By contrast, last year's survey 
found that 50.8 percent of all 
college students and high 
school seniors had used illicit

The Shepherd College 
women’s basketball team ended 
an up-and-down season last 
month with a heart breaking, 83- 
80 overtime loss to Fairmont 
State in the first round of the 
West Virginia Conference 
tournament.

Senior center Tracy Hodges, 
playing in her final collegiate 
game, led Shepherd with 20 
points and 16 rebounds.

Kristina Nay led Fairmont with 18 
points. 

Overall, the Lady Rams 
finished the season 13-15 and 
6-12 in the WVIAC. Hodges was 
named to the second-team All- 
Conference squad. She led the 
team in scoring (14.7 points per 
game) and in rebounding (10.7). 
Senior guard Tracy Dean was a 
Special Honorable Mention All- 
Conference selection and led 
the team in assists with 94 (3.5 
per game). Hodges and Dean 
both ended their careers this 
year with over 1,000 points.

The Shepherd College men’s 
basketball team's experience in 
last month's West Virginia 
Conference tournament was a 
reflection of its season in 
general: a spirited performance 
followed by a forgettable one. 

In the first round, the 8th- 
seeded Rams rode the inside 
play of center Jon Walker and 
forward Rob Leavitt to a 98-76 
blowout of West Virginia State. 

In the second round, WVIAC 
regular season champ West 
Virginia Wesleyan jumped out to 
a 1 6-0 lead and cruised to a 92- 
78 win over the Rams. 

Against State, the Rams used 
several spurts to put away the 
Yellow Jackets. Down 16-11, 
head coach Ron Gerlufsen 
called a time out and got redshirt 
freshman forward Wayne Young 
into the game. The move paid 
off handsomely, as Young 
scored eight quick points during 
a 14-1 Shepherd tear. 

After State rebounded to take 
a brief lead at 28-27, two Walker 
baskets, sandwiched around a 
Rich York three-pointer, 
propelled the Rams on a 13-4 
run to give the Shepherd a 40- 
32 halftime lead. 

Shepherd continued to build 
the lead in the second half, 
going on a 14-5 run early in the 
period to move the lead to 15 at 
54-39. 

With a comfortable lead, the 
Rams continued to pound the 
ball to Walker and Leavitt for 
easy baskets. The Yellow 
Jackets were never again able to 
get closer than 12. 

Walker finished with 25 points 
and 12 rebounds while Leavitt 
scored 24 and had 1 1 boards. 
Ben Stephens scored 15 for 
Shepherd and York and Young 
each added 10. Rodney 
Hairston led four double-figure 
scorers for State with 16 points. 

As much as the Rams 
overwhelmed State, they were 
overwhelmed just as much by 
Wesleyan the next night. Leavitt 
and Walker, who had combined 
for 49 points against State, 
managed only 20 against 


had consumed alcohol during 
the past month, down from a 
high of 83 percent in 1982.

“Our data strongly suggest 
that most of the decrease 
among young people in their 
use of marijuana, cocaine, crack 
and PCP is due to a change in 
their demand for these drugs, 
not a change in supply," he 
observed.

Student Government forum

With the 1990-'91 Student 
Government Association 
cabinet's term in office coming 
to an end, many of the goals that 
it set out to accomplish at the 
beginning of last year are finally 
being realized. The 
intervisitation policy will be put 
into effect after spring break, 
and the shuttle bus is running 
on campus. 

“Although things have taken 
some time to happen for us this 
year, the students have taken 
an active interest in getting 
things to happen, and 
everything is starting to blossom 
all at once,” commented SGA 
President Jeff Bolyard. “I am 
very pleased with what my 
cabinet and I have been able to 


get done this year." 

The most pressing issue for 
the cabinet this year concerned 
a proposal to get shuttle bus 
service on campus. The idea 
was presented to President 
Riccards last spring as part of 
Bolyard’s election platform and 
was actively pursued last fall by 
the SGA parking committee. 

The problem was getting the 
funding to lease/buy the shuttle 
bus itself. Dr. Alford Ottley, Vice 
President of Finance, submitted 
a request to the state Attorney 
General’s office to provide 
Shepherd with the money to 
lease a shuttle bus on an 
experimental basis. Finally, 
Shepherd was given the 
requested money and the Pan 
Tran shuttle service began 
running on campus the last 
week in February. Suggestions 


are currently being taken to 
develop a more firm time 
schedule. 

Another goal of this year's 
SGA was the approval and 
implementation of the proposed 
intervisitation policy. After much 
debate by the Student Life 
Council and a letter submitted to 
President Riccards from Jeff 
Bolyard on behalf of Student 
Government stating its firm 
desire to see the policy 
implemented, the new 
intervisitation policy, along with 
the new campus judicial 
structure, will go into effect the 
week after spring break. As part 
of an intervisitation survey, over 
300 students volunteered to 
serve on the new judicial board. 

As part of the implementation, 
Harry Young, dean of student 
affairs, ordered mandatory 


education sessions regarding 
the policy, security 
requirements, date rape and 
roommate rights to be attended 
by residents of traditional dorms 
before they could participate. 

The remaining objective of the 
current SGA is the annual Town- 
College Day, set for 10 a.m.-5 
p.m., Saturday, April 27. Plans 
for this year include a DJ, a 
steamboat demonstration, pony 
rides and lots of food and fun. 
The Winter Fest committee is 
assisting SGA in planning Town- 
College Day after the 
cancellation of Winter Fest due 
to lack of student support. All 
students interested in planning 
and participating in Town- 
College Day can attend the 
meetings beginning after spring 
break at 5:30 p.m., Tuesdays, 
Jefferson Room, White Hall.

WSHC returns to the air with full staff

TUNE IT IN! TURN IT ON! After 
two months of being off the air, 
due to Christmas vacation, 
WSHC, the Rock of Shepherd 
College, is back. And with its 
extended hours and larger 
variety of musical formats, the 
station says it’s better than ever. 

WSHC is a student-run radio 
station which is supported 
financially by the college. The 
station has been going through 
many changes this semester. 
Perhaps the biggest change, 
according to David Hardin, 
WSHC station manager, is the 
addition of new equipment. 

“We bought two new [sound] 
boards and a CD player — which 
has been a big help.... But we 
don't have the budget to buy 
CDs right now so the DJs have 
been bringing in their own CDs 
or playing the station's records,” 
Hardin explained. 

Along with new equipment, 
there are also many new DJs this 
semester. Currently, there are 
23 DJs with regular shifts, 
and their music formats range 
anywhere from Sunday’s 2 p.m. 
International Albums program to 
Friday's 8 p.m. 
Classic/Progressive Rock 
program. According to Hardin, 
Saturday is the only day of the 
week that WSHC leaves the air 
completely. From Sunday until 
Friday, the station is on the air 
from 2 p.m. until 1 1 p.m. 

According to the catalog, all 
you need to get on the air are 
the classes Introduction to 
Broadcasting and Radio 
Announcing. It is also 
suggested that students take a 
radio shift at the same time as 
the Radio Announcing class. 

But according to one ex-jock, 
not everyone who takes the 
classes and wants a radio shift 
will get one. 

“I had a shift last semester and 
wanted one again this semester 
but, there just were not enough 
shifts to go around,” he noted. 

Another change that has 
taken place at the radio station 
involves the giveaways. Hardin 
said the station no longer does 
giveaways because they didn't 
seem to have any effect on the 
listening audience. 

“The same people were

calling in all the time and winning 
all of the prizes,” he says, “and 
there just seemed to be a lack of 
interest.” 

Along the same line lies 
another problem. WSHC does 
not have the listening audience 
that it would like to have. 
According to one Shepherd 
student, who preferred to 
remain anonymous, variety is 
the problem. 

“WSHC does play a wide 
variety of music. ..which I guess 
is good for the school, but I’d 
prefer to keep my radio tuned to 
a station that plays the type of 
music I like all of the time. But, 


don't get me wrong. I think the 
station is great, and when they 
play Top 40, 1 listen. Besides, 
their commercials are pretty 
good," she added. 

What's next for WSHC? 
According to Hardin there are 
possibilities the station may 
increase its wattage from 10 to 
100 watts. This, Hardin said, 
would mean that the listening 
audience would increase and 
the music would also be “in- 
stereo.” However, the station's 
frequency would have to 
change from 93.7 to another, 
due to Federal Communications 
Commissions rules.

Shepherd grad named 
national Teacher of the Year

During a ceremony earlier this 
morning in Slanesville, a 
Shepherd College graduate was 
presented with the national 
Teacher of the Year award by 
President George Bush. Rae 
McKee, 33, of Slanesville, who 
says she has leaching in her 
blood," received the award 
during her twelfth year in a 
classroom. 

According to Carolyn 
Spangler, a spokesperson for 
the West Virginia Department of 
Education, this is the first time a 
West Virginia educator has been 
awarded the title since the 
program began. 

TheHampshire County 
teacher entered the state 
Teacher of the Year 
competition, which is similar to 
that of the national, after she 
won on the county level. Later 
she was singled out as one of 
four finalists in the national 
contest. 

During both the state and 
national competitions, 
applicants must go through 
three days of intensive 
interviews, are videotaped 
teaching students, and must 
provide their analysis of 
educational issues, as well as a 
philosophy of teaching. 

After being named the state 
Teacher of the Year, McKee 
found herself in the national 
competition. The national 
competition fields 55 
competitors, Spangler 
explained, one from each state, 
the District of Columbia and 
three from overseas military 
base schools. The selection 
process is narrowed by a panel 
consisting of 12 educational 
organizations, such as the

National Education Association 
and the American Federation of 
Teachers. The panel cuts the 
selection process to four 
finalists, one of whom is chosen 
by the State Department as the 
national winner, Spangler 
noted. This year's finalists were 
Beatrice Volkman, a special 
education teacher from 
Alabama; Shirley Hopkinson, a 
kindergarten teacher from the 
District of Columbia; Shirley Rau, 
a high school English teacher 
from Idaho; and McKee, a 
remedial reading instructor at 
Slanesville Elementary School. 

Spangler said the national 
program designed to promote 
excellence in education is 40 
years old, and winners are 
always announced by the 
president. West Virginia joined 
the competition in 1964. 

Because of the 
responsibilities the award 
entails, McKee will take a year's 
leave of absence from teaching. 
During the coming year, she will 
tour the United States, as well 
many other countries, speaking 
at numerous educational 
engagements. She will be the

compound to Jefferson Co.

Dark suits and unmarked cars 
may become familiar local sights 
if Sen. Robert C. Byrd realizes 
his hopes for the Central 
Intelligence Agency to locate a 
new compound near Charles 
Town.

Mark Mansfield, CIA spokesman. 

Byrd explained the need for a

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Plane crashes near Rt. 45; injures three men

WV Rt. 45 was the scene of a 
single-engine plane crash the 
night of March 26. According to 
state police reports, three 
Arkansas men were injured 
during an attempted emergency 
landing, which fell a few feet 
short of the roadway. 

Richard Lovett, 20, of El 
Dorado, AR, Ronald Hart Jr., 22, 
of Morrilton, AR, and Daniel 
Wilborn, 23, of Benton, AR, 
were transported to City Hospital 
in Martinsburg at approximately 
9:15 p.m. Tuesday evening 
after attempting to land on the 
highway in Berkeley County. 

The men sustained multiple 
facial lacerations, bruises and 
internal abdominal injuries. 

The Federal Aviation 
Administration, after 
investigating, concluded that 
the crash was caused by a fuel 
line malfunction. Because of the 
problem, FAA officials said, 
gauges indicated the fuel levels 
were low when they weren't. 

According to Hart, the men 
were on spring break, and had 
been accompanying the pilot, 
Wilborn, on a trip from New York 
to Arkansas. Wilborn had been 
commissioned to fly the Piper 
Cherokee 28 back to an 
Arkansas used plane salesman. 
Hart and Lovett went on the trip 
for the experience. 

Approximately 40 miles from 


the Eastern West Virginia 
Regional Airport in Martinsburg, 
Wilborn radioed the tower to tell 
controllers that the plane's fuel 
gauges were giving fuel 
shortage indications, and the 
plane would need to land. As 
the pilot tried to switch from the 
primary fuel tank to another tank, 
he lost pressure in the first fuel 


tank. Shortly after switching over 
to the second tank, Hart said its 
pressure dropped as well. 

Realizing the plane would 
need to make an emergency 
landing before it could get to the 
Eastern Regional Airport, Hart 
tried to help Wilborn find a 
suitable strip. Spotting WV Rt. 
45, Wilborn maneuvered the 
plane for a landing. The plane 
clipped a tree, and dived into a 
field. 

Shepherdstown resident and 
Shepherd College student Pete 


Dyson said he saw the plane as 
it fell. “I was in my apartment, just 
right above Sheetz, and looked 
out the window. There was a 
plane that was no more than 1 00 
feet off the ground, which is odd 
if it's going to be landing in 
Martinsburg.” 

Once the plane hit the 
ground, Hart and Wilborn were 
pulled from the plane by Richard 
Dirting, a Martinsburg resident

assets in the future. 

Through different agencies 
and funds, Shepherd should be 
able to buy the acreage which is 
priced at $5,000 per acre, or 
roughly $840,000 for the entire 
plot. 

“We’ll put together a package, 
in the long run, of State funds, 
private funds and private 
donors, to finance the Tabler 
Farm property,” Riccards said. 

Shepherd hopes to obtain the 
land by the end of summer. 
However, there won't be any 
immediate development on the 
acreage. 

In the short term, however, 
Riccards hopes to continue 
development of students’ 
extracurricular activities by 
providing space for added 
intramural sports on the land. 

“I want more student activities 
and programs put on this land,” 
Riccards commented. 

Riccards said he does not see 
any buildings being constructed 
on this land in the near future 
because more work needs to be 
completed on the main campus. 
“I don't expect building on the 
land because Knutti and Snyder 
educational buildings will need 
to be rehabilitated,” stated 
Riccards. 

With this new land expansion 
plan has come some positive 
feedback from the State College 
System Board of Directors, 
Chancellor Paul Marion, as well 
as students and faculty. Also 
town officials have been 
favorable to this. In 1987, 
officials had criticized the 
college for trying to purchase 
property along High Street. The 
property is the site of 14 homes, 
some of the oldest in 
Shepherdstown, and the 
college had proposed to 
demolish the homes in order to 
expand the campus. After 
looking at the amount of critcism 
that plan brought with it, the 
college changed its course. 
Since the new property is not in 
town, most town officials have 
been much more receptive to 
the purchase.

College attempting

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Town council rescinds sewer board’s request for permit moratorium

For weeks the 

Shepherdstown Town Council 
and town sewer board have 
been at odds over a proposed 
sewage permit moratorium. The 
proposed moratorium was an 
effort by the sewer board to 
solve possible sewage line 
problems that have been 
occurring throughout the west 
side, including under the 
Shepherd College Football 
Field. On March 12, during a 
regular meeting of the town 
council, a motion passed to 
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rescind the moratorium request. 

If the moratorium had been 
implemented by the state Public 
Service Commission, no new 
sewage permits could have 
been issued until aging sewage 
lines had been examined and 
replaced. 

In a letter directed to Howard 
M. Cunningham, executive 
secretary of the Public Service 
Commission of West Virginia, 
Shepherdstown Mayor Audrey 
Egle said, “During the 12 March 
1991 Shepherdstown Town 
Council meeting, a motion was 
made and a majority voted in 
favor of rescinding a prior 
decision to request the Public 
Service Commission... to 
impose a moratorium against 
future sewer hookups for areas 
west of Shepherdstown.... 

There does not seem to be 
adequate justification to warrant 
such a moratorium,” wrote the 
mayor. The mayor has strongly 
indicated she believes there is 
nothing wrong with the current 
sewage lines, despite a 1987 
engineering firm's report that 
the current sewage lines would 
be inadequate for the large 
population growth that 
Shepherdstown has 
experienced since 1987. 

The mayor also stated the 
sewer board, of which she is a 
member, will submit a draft plan 
on the time frame and funding

West Virginia Public Radio. The 
CIA “needs to bring under one 
roof the many offices that are 
leased and scattered around the 
Washington, DC, area thus 
saving overhead expenses and 
making it a more efficient 
agency,” he explained. 

Byrd went on to say that the 
final decision on the location of 
the new CIA compound will be 
made in late spring or early 
summer after a comparison of 
the different sites is completed. 

“I was able through the 
appropriations committee to 
provide monies for a study.... 
That study will determine where 
the location would be,” Byrd 
said. 

Charles Town is being 
considered because of its 
proximity to the CIA's main 
facilities and will allow for an easy 
commute between the two. 

The city “is only about an hour 
and 15 minutes from the original 
compound so that’s within the 
ballpark as far as distance is 
concerned. .. I can only hope 
that the CIA study determines 
the Charles Town site is the best 
one. We’ll have to wait and see,” 
the senator commented. 

As for creation of new jobs, 
Byrd was unable to give any 
specifics. 


costs to replace the old lines “if 
in fact the line has any technical 
problems and requires 
replacement.” 

The main concern of members 
of the town and college 
community is the smell coming 
from the Shepherd College 
Football Field, as well as the 
surrounding area on the west 
side of Shepherdstown. Since 
the sewer lines throughout 
Shepherdstown are made of 
terra-cotta, many people are 
pushing for the lines to be 
replaced. Terra-cotta, according 
to knowledgeable sources, is a 
material that can endure only a 
few years of usage. Patrinka 
Kelch, a member of the three- 
person sewer board in 
Shepherdstown, is concerned 
that the old line is unacceptable 
and should be replaced. 

“Terra-cotta lines last at best 
about 15 years; the lines were 
built back in 1939,” Kelch 
explained. 

Roger Monroe, president of 
Concerned Citizens of 
Shepherdstown, said after 
thoroughly researching the 
subject, he has found that terra- 
cotta material is not reliable 
enough to be kept 
underground for as long as the 
Shepherdstown sewer lines 
have been. 

“Terra-cotta has had problems 
in the past and continues to 
have it, regardless of how well it 
was put in," Monroe said. 

On the Shepherd College 
campus, students and faculty 
alike can smell something foul 


on either side of the campus. 
The concentrated area, though, 
seems to be the football field. 
Coach Mike Jacobs said that 
during football practice, the 
team can detect a foul odor 
often. 

“There was an odor about five 
days ago that came and went. .. 
The whole team smelled it,” said 
Jacobs. 

Head football Coach Monte 
Cater also smells “something" 
but doesn't know whether it’s a 
real problem. 

“It's not a major consequence 
when it distracts practice.... It's 
not a problem all the time.” 

The majority of complaints 
have come from Shepherd 
students. Students are getting 
distinct smells from all sides of 
campus. David Hardin, a student 
who lives on the west side of 
campus, says he has smelled 
that particular smell on both 
sides of campus for two years. 

Recently, “There was a 
definite foul smell over near the 
F building, but I couldn’t 
determine if it was sewage.... 
When it’s cold you can smell it 
everyday," he said. 

Freshman student Nikki 
Wymer said she smells it quite 
frequently on the football field. 

“Two days ago I was walking to 
lunch and there was a terrible 
odor that, to me, smelled like a 
sewer,” Wymer noted. 

Considering that terra-cotta 
has a “bad reputation” for 
breaking down, and that faculty, 
students and townspeople can 
smell the evidence, many hope 


the town council and sewer 
board can find an amicable 
resolution to their differences 
and find out what the problem is.

Argue 
and ignore. 

Sounds like the our beloved college administrators, but it's not 
this time. For the past several weeks, the Shepherdstown mayor 
and the town's sewage board have been battling over a sewage line 
problem. 

Mayor Audrey Egle says there's absolutely no problem, and 
despite her pledge to try to find funding to improve the town’s 
sewage system, she vehemently sticks by her guns. 
SHEPHERDSTOWN SEWAGE LINES ARE JUST DANDY, she 
swears. 

Yeah, and we have some swamp land to sell. 

So to put a stop to the problem, the three-member sewer board 
voted 2-1 to ask Howard Cunningham of the state Public Service 
Commission to issue a moratorium on new sewage permits for the 
Shepherdstown system.

In order to halt this nonsense once and for all, Egle got the town 
council to vote to rescind the moratorium request. There’s no 
problem, remember?

Reflections on... 

Can Iraq happen again?

The war is over, our soldiers 
are coming home, but could 
another Iraq happen? You bet 
your sweet bippy it can if certain 
government contractors think 
they can make money! Let me 
explain why I think that in some 
ways the U.S. is too lax in 
helping other countries obtain 
advanced military equipment 
and technology. 

About six years ago I was 
employed by a rather large 
government contracting 
corporation in Washington, DC. I 
truly loved my job as 
administrative assistant to the 
marketing vice president in the 
Program Development Division. 
Simply stated, our department’s 
area of expertise was preparing 
proposals to bid on government 
contracts for teaching, 
supporting and training 
organizations in various fields 
both domestically and 
internationally. 

It was exhilarating to work like 
dogs to submit a proposal on a 
Job Corps site, wait in 
expectation for the contract 
award, playing with the minds of 
competitors, letting them think 
that we had the award in the bag 
and finally hearing that we won! 
Then it was up to another 
department to get the actual 
contract implemented. 

Well, for about two years we 
won and lost our share of 
contracts. Even if we lost, there 
was still the pride of doing your 
best. I never doubted what we 
were doing was ethically or 
morally right — until the day it was 
announced we had been 
approached to submit a 
proposal benefiting military 
forces in Iraq. Now at that time 
we were on at least fairly friendly 
terms with Iraq — remember we 
were in the middle of the 
hostage crises then. Iraq, 
although volatile, was on our 
side. However, all kinds of 


alarms went off in my head, 
especially when I learned the 
object of the contract was to 
teach the Iraqi military to deal 
effectively with all types of 
terrorist activities. So? In order to 
teach anti-terrorist techniques, 
personnel must be taught how 
to be terrorists first! 

I was rather vocal about my 
opposition to this whole 
situation and was eventually 
dragged into the senior vice 
president's office for a “heart-to- 
heart" chat. When he couldn't 
persuade me to be happy about 
the possibility of the company's 
getting some much needed 
new revenues, he tried to 
appeal to my sense of helping 
promote international safety for 
all travelers. After all, he asked, 
how would I feel if a member of 
my family was killed in a hostage 
situation because Iraqi forces 
were not adequately trained to 
negotiate or overtake terrorists? 

I countered with how would he 
feel if the the Iraqis turned out to 
be the terrorists and our 
company was responsible for 
training them how to get their 
demands met and resist our 
attempts to capture them 
because they knew all our 
techniques? We reached an 
uneasy truce by the time I left his 
office, deciding the State 
Department knew what the Iraqi 
government was asking for. 
Certainly they knew more about 
what was going on than I did. 

For the next eight weeks 
there was a parade of terrorist 
“consultants” strutting their stuff 
through my office. These 
consultants consisted of a rather 
elite group of mercenaries, 
soldiers of fortune and friendly- 
to-the-U.S. terrorists. They 
came in all sizes, shapes, colors 
and nationalities with areas of 
expertise in demolitions, 
modern weaponry and 
“personnel elimination." It was 
interesting in a horrible sort of 
way, gathering all the pieces of 


information from this group to 
pull the proposal together. I 
learned effective ways of killing a 
person or a large group of 
people using both simple and 
complex methods.

dean of the school of Arts and 
Humanities in trying to establish 
a professional company on 
campus. Through 
correspondence with John 
Love, business representative 
for Actor's Equity Association, 
the proposal was made. Actor’s 
Equity Association (AEA) 
granted Shepherd College a 
small professional theater 
contract which enables the 
festival to hire professional 
actors. In a letter of approval to 
Herendeen, Love stated, “[A 
festival] being planned in a 
growing and pretty much virgin 
territory is always is always a 
reasonably good bet.” 

One of the greatest things 
about this festival, Herendeen 
said, is that professional actors 
will be coming to Shepherd, 
living in the Westwoods 
residence halls and working 
throughout the summer on the 
designated plays. Herendeen is 
looking for a company of 1 0, and 
of that company there will be two 
males and two females of the 
professional status and four 
males and two females of the 
non-professional status. This 
gives students the opportunity 
to work alongside professional 
actors to showcase their work. 
“The mission of the festival is to 
train upcoming theater artists,” 
said Herendeen. 

The main objective of the 
festival, which will run during the 


summer, is to provide a growing 
awareness of theater. The 
money received from the state 
helped start the campaign 
toward the festival. Herendeen 
along with Riccards and Jones 
have raised other allotted 
expenses. Herendeen feels 
that with the expansion and 
acknowledgement of the 
theater department, more 
money will be donated to 
provide the theater festival with 
its estimated budget. 

The grant from the state is just 
the beginning. In order for the 
festival to be a success this 
summer, as well as summers to 
follow, more donations will be 
needed, Herendeen explained. 
This is not to say that the festival 
will only benefit Shepherd 
College, because it will benefit 
the community as well. The 
festival, running during the 
summer, will provide a definite 
tourist attraction for Shepherd 
College and the town as well. 
“Tourists interested in theater 
can literally have an overdose of 
it in Shepherdstown,” 
suggested Herendeen. 

The Contemporary American 
Theater Festival has many 
people happy because it 
promises much for Shepherd 
College and for the state of 
West Virginia. In a letter from 
Rachel Worioy, the first lady of 
West Virginia, she writes, “To 
finally have an equity 
[professional] theater as a 


medium in West Virginia for 
conveying the vast current 
theater repertoire is utterly 
exciting.” 

The excitement is seen in the 
Shepherd students. “The 
festival will provide an 
experience for the students of 
Shepherd College they will 
never forget because it will make 
our college have a professional 
theater,” explains freshman 
Nikki Reese. 

Riccards also has high hopes 
for the festival. “Such an 
experience is important to a 
college which loves the life of 
the mind and respects the ability 
of artists and scholars to explain 
to us the full dimensions of the 
human conditions,” he said.

Several new classes are slated 
to be offered at Shepherd 
under the Washington Gateway 
Program next fall. The Gateway 
Program is a new program 
designed to help students 
to get internships, co-operative 
education programs and/or jobs 
in the Washington, DC metro 
area in the future. 

Recently, the West Virginia 
Legislature awarded the 
program $100,000. The 
program as now designed, 


includes both college level 
program and a “Junior Gateway 
Program” for students at the 
junior high school level. The 
junior program will invite 
students from all 55 counties to 
participate in a special summer 
program. 

Eventually, the Gateway 
Program will be open to all West 
Virginia college students as a 
link from the state to the nation’s 
capital and the 
Baltimore/Washington 
metropolitan area.

Says noncompliance violation of First and Fifth amendments 

Judge rules colleges must release crime reports, violators’ names

In a decision that could 
compel other schools to start 
releasing crime information to 
students newspapers, a 
Missouri judge ruled March 13 
that Southwest Missouri State 
University (SMSU) officials could 
not keep crime reports from the 
campus newspaper. 

Schools cannot use the 
Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act (FERPA), which 
keeps a student's “education 
records" private, to justify not 
releasing campus crime reports, 
Judge Russell G. Clark said. 

Most of the schools 
nationwide that won't let 
journalists see campus crime 
records cite FERPA, also known 


as the Buckley Amendment, as 
the reason they need to keep 
illegal activities involving 
students secret. 

Critics claim schools keep 
crime reports secret to avoid 
negative publicity that, in turn, 
could keep students from 
enrolling. 

School journalists like Traci 
Bauer, the editor of the SMSU 
Standard who sued her school 
to gain access to the crime 
reports, claim campus residents 
have a right and a need to know 
how dangerous their 
neighborhoods might be. 

“It's important for students' 
safety,” explained Laurel 
Wissinger, editor-in-chief of The 
Breeze , James Madison 
University's student newspaper. 

“By not having names we can't

do our job completely,” she 
added. 

Bauer filed the suit in January 
1990, when SMSU refused to 
let her reporters see campus 
security department reports. 

“Schools around the nation 
are not put on notice that they 
can’t use FERPA to cover up 
campus crime,” explained Mark 
Goodman, executive director of 
the Student Press Law Center, 
a Washington, DC-based 
advocacy group for student 
newspapers. 

SMSU already has started 
giving crime reports to the 
Standard. 

“While I may personally . 
disagree about releasing 
names, I now know what the law 
is, and I'm willing to abide by 
that,” said Jack Miller, vice 
president of SMSU's Board of 
Regents. 

In February testimony during 
the SMSU trial, Goodman 


released the names of 17 
schools that had been giving 
crimes reports to student papers 
on a regular basis for at least two 
years. 

The revelation, in turn, 
prompted the U.S. Department 
of Education, which oversees 
most federal college programs, 
to contact 15 of the schools. 

The enforcers warned them to 
stop letting journalists see the 
records. The schools were 
violating FERPA and could lose 
all their federal funding if they 
continued violating it, the 
department threatened in a 
letter to the campuses. 

The letter frightened officials 
at several schools into locking 
up their crime reports. James 
Madison University officials, for 
example, quickly stopped 
releasing the names of students 
in crime reports to The Breeze 
even though a Virginia state law 
required it. 


Now James Madison 
administrators are waiting for 
Virginia State Attorney General 
Mary Sue Terry to decide 
whether they can once again 
release crime reports. 

Department of Education 
officials are still reviewing the 
decision, a department 
spokesman said. 

Nationally, all campuses 
should be relieved of the threat 
of losing funding soon, 
Goodman says. 

“I hope that the department 
will quickly issue a revised 
interpretation of the law,” he 
adds. 

In his decision, Clark said 
FERPA does not protect 
campus security reports and, 
moreover, schools that deny 
access to security reports violate 
the First and Fifth Amendments 
of the U.S. Constitution. 

SMSU regents voted March 
1 5 not to appeal the decision.

South African 
poet to speak 
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Fourteen selected 

1991 McMurran Scholars named at convocation 


Professor Dennis Brutus, 
distinguished South African 
poet, activist and educator, will 
speak at 7 p.m. in Reynolds Hall, 
Tuesday, April 16. Born in 
Zimbabwe, but educated in 
South Africa, Brutus became a 
schoolmaster and a vigorous 
opponent of apartheid. He was 
banned in 1961, arrested in 
1963, shot in the back while 
trying to escape and imprisoned 
on Robben Island with Nelson 
Mandela. In 1966, Brutus went 
into exile and successfully 
campaigned abroad for South 
Africa's exclusion from the 
Olympic games. Entering the 
United States in 1970, Brutus 
first taught at Northwestern 
University. Since 1986, he has 
been professor of African 
literature at the University of 
Pittsburgh and head of that 
university’s Department of Black 
Community Education, 
Research and Development. 

Brutus’ address is free and 
open to the public.

archaeological dig and academic 
program will be held at 
Shepherd College. Several 
historical sites are planned to be 
excavated on the campus. The 
program will last 1 0 weeks and is 


available to any interested 
student who wishes to apply. 
Tuition is free to all who are 
accepted, and students can 
earn up to 1 2 credit hours 
toward graduation upon 
completing the project. 

Dr. Charles Hulse, assistant 


professor of anthropology at 
Shepherd, will be teaching the 
course as well as supervising 
the excavation.

the more areas can be covered.” 

The historical site to be 
excavated is located behind 
Snyder Hall and consists of four 
18th century houses, one of 
which is still standing. A 
prehistoric site lies beneath the 
houses and is also scheduled 
for excavation. 

Hulse describes the project as 
a “unique opportunity” for 
student involvement. The 
program will include outdoor 
activities such as surveying, 
photography and mapping, but 
will also entail classroom lectures 
and several exams. Each 
student will perform many 
different tasks and work at 
his/her own pace. Hulse says 
that every day will be different 
and the work will be primarily 
digging, but will include some 
laboratory work as well. 

“Students should expect to 
use a lot of thinking skills along 
with some digging skills,” Hulse 
said. 

The project probably won’t be 
as exciting as an Indiana Jones 
movie, but Hulse assures that 
students will perform a variety of 
tasks and “get the tan they've 
always wanted." 

Hulse expects the excavation 
to reveal hundreds of artifacts, 
mainly broken bottles and 
plates, but says he “won't know 
for sure what’s there until we 
peel back the soil.”

Shepherd science school’s NASA grant renewed

Shepherd College has 
recently received a renewal 
grant from the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration for an ongoing 
research project. This $131,000 
grant will be be used to continue 
research on the plans for the 
LifeSat science center. Last 
year, the college was given a 
$74,000 grant to begin the initial 
study together with SpaceTech, 
a company based in Jefferson 
County. 

This new study is intended to 
find out the management 
requirements and other 
necessary elements to support 
the operations of the center. 

The LifeSat facility is intended to 
be a state-of-the-art science 


center that will contain 
information gathered by the 
LifeSat satellite. The satellite will 
study radiation and microgravity 
effects on biological samples in 
space. 

The investigator leading the 
study is Dr. Donald Henry, Dean 
of the School of Natural and 
Social Sciences at Shepherd 
College. Henry is also working 
with Dr. Eugene Volker, chair of 
the department of physical 
sciences; Dr. Joseph Barnes, 
college librarian; and Ann 
Hendriksson, coordinator of 
reference and documents 
librarian. 

Henry says that the study is 
still “just getting underway, but 
going well.” 

The study is intended to

Cut rates available on IBM computers

Has the bookstore got a deal 
on IBM PS/2 personal 
computers and software for you! 
According to Carl Hillsman, IBM 
student representative, the 
company, through the 
bookstore, is offering four 
packages which include 
hardware and groups of 
software for about 45 percent 
below retail prices. 

The least expensive package 
is comprised of a processor with 
a 30Mb hard drive, mouse, color 
display and 1Mb of RAM. This 
computer will be delivered 
already pre-loaded with DOS 4.0 
and Microsoft Windows 3.0 
software and is priced for 
$1,649. For $100 more the 
software will include three other 
software applications. The 
remaining packages are 
graduated in price ranges from 
$2,699 to $5,579 with more 
powerful hardware and 
additional software packages. 

Attractive financing makes it 
easy for students, faculty and 
staff to purchase one of these 
computers. For loans totaling 
$1 ,500 to $8,000 there is a one 
page application to fill out for 
either a fixed or graduated 
payment plan. Loan repayment 
term is five years with a low 
interest rate of prime plus 1 .5 
percent (currently 10.5 
percent), with no penalty for an 
early payoff. 

“It works out that for as little as 
$30-40 per month, or one dollar 
a day, students can purchase a 
computer that will carry them 
through college and into their 
future careers. Another 
important feature of this 
financing is that even with a co- 
signer [needed by those with an 
income of less than $20,000] a 
student will be able to establish 
credit in his own name," Hillsman 
explained. 

Hillsman said that once the 
computer is delivered to the 


student, he will set it up for the 
student's immediate use. For 
those who are worried about 
being able to learn software 
functions and features, there 
are two sources of help. Each 
software application comes with 
a user-friendly hands-on tutorial. 
A student need only pick out 
what feature he wants to learn 
and the computer will “walk” him 
through it, Hillsman said. Each 
lesson lists the time it will take to 
complete a lesson. 

"This feature was designed to 
enable a student to pick the 
feature he wants to learn and 
work at his own pace by fitting 
the session into his own already 
hectic schedule," Hillsman 


explained. 

One concern most people 
have when purchasing any 
computer is what happens if it 
breaks down. Hillsman said IBM 
offers a maintenance contract 
that guarantees an on-site 24- 
hour turnaround. The cost of 
the contract is $40 per year. 

Hillsman said applications for 
the cut rate program take about 
5-7 working days to process. If 
anyone has questions on 
financing, hardware, software or 
wants a demonstration on the 
PS/2, Hillsman can be contacted 
at (304) 876-2511, ext. 219, or 
leave a message on a toll free 
number 1-800-284-3402, ext. 
1894. 



participants, data security and 
data archiving. The study will 
also determine cost estimates, 
staffing requirements and 
computer needs. 

The data obtained from the 
satellite will be stored 
electronically and be accessible 
by computers. A person who 
wishes to access data at the 
center will be able to receive the 
information through a phone 
line connected to a computer. 

While the center will probably 
not be located on the Shepherd 
campus, it will most likely be built 
in Jefferson County and would 
be managed by the college. 
NASA has the ultimate authority 
to find a location for the center. 

According to Henry, if the 
center becomes part of 
Shepherd College, even off 
campus, it will be a “tremendous 
opportunity for students and 
faculty.” 

The LifeSat center would 
allow students and faculty direct 


access to the archive data and 
would also prove useful in 
providing jobs for students. 

While the study is expected to 
be completed this summer, 
Henry says that the construction 
date for the center is unknown.

If beach displays are any 
indication, this was an 
extraordinarily “safe” spring 
break for students.

“We really want to find out who 
uses our product,” explained 
Barry Miller, vice president of 
marketing for Schmid 
Laboratories, a U S. condom 
manufacturer that had a display 
at the Daytona 1991 Expo 
America. 

At the Expo, companies that 
have products or magazines 
they want to sell to students 
paid to display their wares and 
sometimes gave away samples. 

“College spring break offers 
us an advantage” in marketing to 
college students, added Miller, 
whose company's exhibit 
included a computer game 
about AIDS and a “condom 
burst tester,” which blows up 
condoms until they burst. 

Studies have shown that 
people between the ages of 18 
and 24 have sex most 
frequently, in part because they 
have more free time than the 
general population, Miller said. 

Moreover, this group has the 
highest condom usage because 


they are for the most part 
educated about birth control 
and sexually transmitted 
diseases, he said. 

Meanwhile beer company 
displays, which in the past have 
included huge beer-bottle 
shaped balloons and scantily 
dressed young women handing 
out souvenirs, were absent from 
the party this year. 

Under increasing threat of 
federal regulation, beer 
companies decided they would 
not “be represented in spring 
break activities” this year, said 
Lon Anderson of the Beer 
Institute, a brewery industry 
lobbying group in Washington, 
DC. 

In early March, U.S. Surgeon 
General Antonio Novello 
criticized beer companies for 
trying to sell alcohol to 
underaged students. 

Along the same lines, Drew, 
Tulane and Ohio State 
universities, Goucher College 
and the Georgia Institute of 
Technology all sponsored 
programs before spring break to 
warn students of the dangers of 
alcohol and sexually transmitted 
diseases.

Are you too fat?

Spring has arrived at 
Shepherd College. Just as the 
dandelions appear, diets 
abound, and catching a few 
“rays" becomes even more 
important than catching a few 
minutes of the soaps at lunch. 
Another sure sign of spring is a 
renewed interest in eating 
disorders. As the clothing gets 
skimpier, the whispers and fears 
get louder — “I’ll bet she’s 
anorexic!” “I KNOW she’s 
bulimic!” “I wonder if I’m 
becoming bulimic.” 

Eating disorders affect almost 
8 million people yearly, most of 
them young women, although 
the numbers are increasing 
among the male population. An 
emaciated body, contrary to 
popular belief, is not always a 
sign of an eating disorder. 
However, by the time things 
have progressed to that point, 
the individual is in a crisis 
situation. Fortunately, many 
people do not get to that point; 
unfortunately, many linger in a 
less dangerous, but equally 


serious “limbo” for years. Below 
is an excerpt from the American 
Anorexia/Bulimia Association 
newsletter regarding the signs 
to look for in yourself or your 
friends. 

With anorexia the individual: 
•has lost a great deal of weight 
in a relatively short period 
•continues to diet although 
bone-thin 

•reaches diet goal and 
immediately sets another goal 
for further weight loss 
•remains dissatisfied with 
appearance, claiming to feel fat, 
even after reaching weight-loss 
goal 

•prefers dieting in isolation to 
joining a diet group 
•loses monthly menstrual 
period 

•develops unusual interest in 
food 

•develops strange eating 
rituals and eats small amounts of 
food, such as cutting food into 
tiny pieces or measuring 
everything before eating 
extremely small amounts 
•becomes a secret eater 
•becomes obsessive about 
exercising

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Education secretary approves minority scholarships 


Amid congressional hearings 
and a student lawsuit that 
claimed schools discriminate 
against white people, the U.S. 
Department of Education came 
full circle in its view of minority 
scholarships March 20. 

Now it is okay again for 
campuses to have special 
scholarships set aside for 
minority students. 

In one of his first acts as U.S. 
Secretary of Education, Lamar 
Alexander advised schools to 
ignore all changes in the 
department's policy on race- 
exclusive scholarships until he 
took office on March 18. 

But just a day after Alexander 
approved race-based 
scholarships, a group of 
students filed suit to force public 
campuses to stop offering them. 

The controversy has been 
brewing since December, when 
a department official sent a 
memo noting that “minority- 
only" scholarships discriminated 
in effect against white people 
and could cost schools their 
federal funding. 

Since then the Education 
Department — which oversees 
most federal college programs — 
has issued a series of 
clarifications. 

The clarifications, however, 
have confused the issue of what 
the department considers 
discriminatory, many campus aid 
officials say. 

At a recent press conference 
in Washington, DC, Alexander 


promised to end the confusion, 
adding that committee will 
review the policy over the next 
six month. 

“Colleges and universities 
should keep doing whatever 
they're doing,” Alexander said. 
“Work with us to develop a 
policy. Then we’ll have a policy, 
and well work with them to help 
them make any adjustments at 
that time." 

Yet six months is too long for 
seven white students who filed 
suit against the department 
March 21 to try to force it to bar 
tax-supported colleges from 
awarding minority scholarships. 

The six students are from the 
universities of California at Los 
Angles, Iowa, Virginia, Texas 
and Southern California as well 
as Mercy and Macalester 
colleges. 

Their lawsuit, filed in U.S. 
District Court by the 
conservative Washington Legal 
Foundation on the students’ 
behalf, said minority 
scholarships violate the 1964 
Civil Rights Act, which bars 
awarding financial aid “based 
solely on the race of the 
recipient.” 

“I think this administration 
would like this issue to go away," 
the students' attorney, Richard 
Samp, told the Associated 
Press. 

The students are upset that 
Alexander reversed the 
decision announced by 
Assistant Secretary of

Education for Civil Rights 
Michael L. Williams on Dec. 4. 

In a letter to Fiesta Bowl 
officials in Arizona, Williams 
warned that that the “minority- 
only” scholarships offered by 
the two schools participating in 
the Fiesta Bowl violated the Civil 
Rights Act. 

He said schools that awarded 
race-based scholarships could 
lose their federal funding. 

A political outcry followed, as 
campus officials and civil rights 
groups worried the policy would 
hamper efforts to recruit more 
minorities to college. 

On Dec. 18, Williams 
announced campuses were free 
to award scholarships on the 
basis of race if the money for the 
grants came from private gifts, 
not public tax funds. 

Alexander negated Williams’ 
Dec. 18 reinterpretation of the 
Civil Rights Act at his press 
conference, held the same day 
Williams testified before a House 
Government Operations 
subcommittee investigating the 
whole controversy. 

At the hearing, Williams 
reacted angrily when Rep. Ted 
Weiss (D-NY) suggested 
Williams’ aide, Richard Comer, 
had written the controversial 
Fiesta Bowl letter. 

“I am the person responsible 


for that office," Williams said. “I 
am the person who signed the 
[letter], I can interpret the law." 

Meanwhile, Alexander tried to 
calm the fears of those who say 
the department is trying to keep 
poor students, often minorities, 
from attending college by 
changing scholarship rules. 

“When you get right down to

Vandalism increases in town 

Recently, according to many Shepherdstown business owners, 
vandalism has dramatically increased in town. None seem to know 
if the incidents are related, nor do the local police have any leads 
that may end the problem. 

According to a list compiled by the owner of.Ye Olde Sweet 
Shoppe, six major incidents of breaking and entering and/or theft 
have been reported within the last four months. Two major inci- 
dents occurred on Sunday, April 1 3. Dale Young Contracting 
reported $1 ,200 worth of tools stolen, with no response by the 
Shepherdstown Police Department. On the same day, in one ol 
the most blatant crimes reported, a 300-pound safe was taken 
from Ye Olde Sweet Shoppe on German Street. The owner noted 
that the shop is located directly across from the Shepherdstown 
Town Half, where the police station operates. It is also within a 
block of the residence of Mayor Audrey Egte. 

Also reported were two separate incidents oi vandalism and 
break-ins at Video Den, two weeks apart. Vandals entered the 
store by throwing cinder blocks through the door. Video cassettes 
and VCRs were taken. In the last incident, the state police arrived 
within seven minutes. However, the criminals had already left the 
scene. 

Other businesses reporting criminal incidents include the Meck- 
lenburg inn. Town Run Deli, Potomac Ridge Nursery, Trail’s 
Chevron, Massener, Inc. and Curved Air Music.

“It's very exciting for me to 
announce officially that on July 
23 the Contemporary American 
Theater Festival will open its first 
season. This gives us the 
opportunity to bring 
professional equity actors to the 
state of West Virginia,” Ed 
Herendeen, Shepherd’s 
director of theater, explained 
during a press conference in the 
Sara Cree Hall Gallery April 18. 

Herendeen said since being 
hired as theater director last fall 
he has been trying to bring 
about his vision of a theater 
festival in Shepherdstown. After 
numerous searches for funding, 
Herendeen received a $50,000 
grant from the state legislature 
to help fund the two-week 
festival this year. Influential in 
obtaining the grant were Gov. 
Gaston Caperton, First Lady 
Rachel Worby and state Sen. 
Sondra Lucht. 

John Ranson, Secretary of 
the WV Department of 
Commerce, told those 
gathered, “On the part of the 
administration and Gov. 

Caperton, we find that having an 
equity theater.. .and having the 
connection with higher 
education, especially Shepherd 
College, is just an incredible 
[opportunity]. We're extremely 
excited about the concept. We 
applaud the vision behind it.” 

The state Division of Parks 
and Tourism will be directly 
involved in helping 
commercialize Herendeen's 
vision. According to John 
Brown, state director of Parks 
and Tourism, his department will 
be promoting the festival 
through three means — 
contacting metropolitan areas 
such as Washington and 
Baltimore, influencing travel 
agencies to include the festival 
in travel packages and actively 
advertising the theater festival. 

“The beauty of this kind of an

remarked, adding, “We're going 
to be molding the future actors 
of America.” 

Liz Woodman, a casting 
director in New York, has been 
hired to find professional talent 
in both Los Angeles and New 
York for the Shepherd festival.

Shepherd to get largest fee increase in State College System

Shepherd College students 
may once again witness fee 
increases during the upcoming 
school year. In a proposal to be 
voted on by the Board of 
Directors of the State College 
System May 8, in-state residents 
will pay 27 percent more in 
tuition, which breaks down to a 
$200 increase. Out-of-state 
residents will pay 21.7 percent 
more in tuition — a $385 
increase. 

Also, if passed, students living 
on campus can expect a 
$70 increase in board alone, 
and a $60-$70 increase in 
housing, depending upon 
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which residence hall the student 
chooses to live in. 

Many students had been 
under the impression that fees 
would not be raised next school 
year due to the increase that 
occurred last fall. Not so, 
according to Dr. Al Ottley, Vice- 
President for Finance and 
Administration. 

“The college has certain 
needs and operating costs that 
must be met. [The college] 
hopes [those funding needs] 
will be met at the state level by 
the legislature, but when that

The two were approximately 
three-quarters of the way to the 
Maryland side when a Norfolk 
Southern train approached from 
the Maryland side. According to 
reports, the person travelling 
with Saville was able to reach a 
platform safely. Saville was 
unable to and jumped, 
apparently to find safety.

doesn't happen we offset those 
needs with student fees.” 

While other colleges in the 
state will also be experiencing 
fee increases in the 1991-92 
school year— for example, West 
Virginia State College’s fees will 
be raised $32 next year — 
Shepherd is the only institution 
in the State College System 
where the increase is supposed 
to be so significant. 

According to Ottley, fee 
increases are inherent at 
Shepherd because of being 
located near large metropolitan 


change to “alternative 
programming.” WSHC will be 
geared more towards the 
Shepherd student, and there 
will be no Top 40. The new 
format will consist of music styles 
from folk to metallic. Because 
the station falls under the 
educational category, there still 
will be no advertising. 

The wattage increase will not 
occur until January because 
there is a four- to six-month 
waiting period to comply with the 
Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) rules.

WSHC will start its new 
programming schedule in 
August so the radio disc jockeys 
will be adjusted to the new 


areas. “Shepherd College is 
unique to the other state 
colleges.. .because we are a part 
of the Baltimore/Washington 
statistical area, and that makes 
our costs much higher. The cost 
of labor, goods and services are 
much higher in the Eastern 
Panhandle than in the rest of 
the state." 

Some needs that will be met 
from the new revenue range 
from air-conditioning in Knutti 
Hall to a campus attorney. 

Snyder Science Hall will be 
receiving a much needed 


format in January. 

Even though there is a 
wattage increase, the listening 
hours will not increase. Rather, 
they may “possibly decrease 
because the station may not 
have enough good disc jockeys 
to put on the air,” Wilson said. All 
disc jockeys will be required to 
audition to get an air spot. 

What this power increase 
means is WSHC will soon be 
heard in Martinsburg as well as 
the surrounding areas, Wilson 
explained.

End of story 

Well, we have finally come to the end of a year of infamy — “The 
Year of the Student." What a year it has been. And what a farce it has 
become. 

President Michael Riccards had wonderful intentions when he set 
out to create a student-oriented college during this school year. Sad 
to say, but it has failed. 

Students continue to be relegated to a state of subhumanity at 
Shepherd College. We are not adults; we are the scum of the earth, 
the nameless wandering idiots who appear daily, causing trouble 
and inconveniencing faculty, staff and administrators by our mere 
presence. Most “adults” here would take our heads off with a 
hacksaw as quick as look at us. 

Glancing across any department in this college, students are 
treated with less respect and less dignity than most animals. If a 
student attempts to talk to any official about anything, a look of 
contempt and, often times, discourteous attention are what that 
person receives. A stray dog at least gets a pat on the head before 
being kicked out on its rear. 

Student initiative is often shot down. Students are told they are 
improper for wanting to effect change. We're told we don't know 
what we're talking about when we make suggestions. For example, 
the security committee formed last semester to look at security 
problems retained quite a few students. Suggestions were made, a 
compilation of those suggestions was sent to security, and as far as 
we know, very few if any of the many suggestions have been 
implemented. That's not to say the security chief is not listening to 
students; it is to say higher-ups aren't. 

Other areas deemed necessary to overlook because of student- 
relation are: 

• The new cafeteria’s placement. Numerous students think it 
should be placed in the field across from Shaw and Thacher. That 
would place it in the middle of the campus and near the majority of 
the residence hall students. However, because the campus 
greenery must be maintained over what students desire, the facility 
is to be located where Boteler Hall once stood. 

• Students are currently required to live on campus, more or less 
because residence hall capacity drops so much the school loses 
money. Many who want to get off campus have horror stories to tell. 
Some finally solve the situation by getting into enough trouble that 
they are thrown off campus. The root of the problem is not the 
requirement that students live on campus. The root of the problem 
lies in finding out why students want so desperately to leave the 
residence halls. If such information was known, then a requirement 
to live on campus would be irrelevant. 

• An additional academic liability has come into effect, preventing 
students from registering for more than 19 hours of classes. The 
only exceptions are music classes or if the student has signatures 
from the deities commanding his/her department. Despite all the 
rhetoric from Ikenberry Hall about how this should help students 
from being too overloaded with work, many view this is as a money- 
making ploy. It will keep many students at the college an extra 
semester or two, they fear. 

These are just a few of the areas that have caused “The Year of 
the Student” to become such a pathetic fallacy. 

Student disillusion with the school is not unfounded. 

Throughout this year, the newspaper staff has come into contact 
with numerous individuals outside of the college telling us they 
have tasted the student treatment as well. They are ignored, 
patronized and rudely shuffled along by school officials, they tell us. 
Because of this and other reasons, a number of businesses in 
Shepherdstown are not fond of the college. Many of our advertisers 
have related the same story. Recently, a man we deal with offered to 
help the college find funding. He was so bluntly handled he said, 
“Forget it." Despite how we are viewed by the college, we are 
consistently told we are the professionals, rather than those who 
profess to represent the college. We uphold professional standards 
and courtesy to those we deal with, and they appreciate it. 

A student recently told us that she believes if all 3,800 students 
milled around the entire day and didn't go to class, no one would 
notice. She further stated that if all 3,800 students were replaced 
with another 3,800 students, not an eye would blink in hesitation. 
Just considering what the newspaper itself has experienced in the 
last year, that’s not entirely unrealistic. In fact, it's quite plausible. 

That's the disgrace of this institution. Students are not only given 
the distinct impression that they are THE inessential component of 
Shepherd College, but it is quite preferable we weren't here at all. 

“The Year of the Student" has been a marked failure, not because 
of a president who didn't try, but because of a bureaucracy which 
consistently refused to accept the student's role at Shepherd 
College. We don't matter; we don't know what we're talking about; 
we're inappropriate; and we ought to pack our bags and get out.

to complete our endeavor. The 
last group had the job of 
assembling a group of people 
from the community to form a 
Coalition for Rights of the 
Physically Challenged (CRPC).

assist the college with the 
adaptation of the campus, so 
that it complies satisfactorily with 
the law. The coalition consists of 
several local area professionals 
including Glen Stotler (alumni) 
and Mark Jenkinson, attorneys- 
at-law; Peter Shaw, structural 
detailer; Peggy Martin (alumni), 
owner of Resource 
Development; Jim Ganoe, 
district supervisor of the WV 
Division of Rehabilitation 
Services; and Robert Burke and 


has been very instrumental in 
helping our class put together 
and fine tune this project. 

On April 9, the bulk of our 
people met with Dr. Al Ottley, 
vice-president of finance and 
administration, and Bill Lucht, 
personal counselor. We told 
them about our findings and 
gave Ottley our 
recommendations for 
improvements to be made on 
the campus. Ottley was 
receptive to our presentation, 


and he seems very willing to 
help us make Shepherd a 
barrier-free institution. We will be 
working closely with Lucht and 
Greg Spalding, head of 
maintenance, to figure out 
exactly what will be done and 
when. 

Through our research we 
discovered that access to the 
buildings on campus is a big 
problem. Snyder, McMurran, 
Ikenberry, the Dining Hall, Sara 
Cree, the College Center and 
the residence dorms are 
inaccessible to the physically 
challenged. We also learned 
that access into the buildings is 
only a small part of the problem. 
Items such as pencil 
sharpeners, phones, 
bathrooms, water fountains and 
desks are unusable in most of 
the buildings. The shuttle bus 
that cruises around campus is a 
service that cannot be used by 
certain students with physical 
handicaps. The law requires that 
these and other things must be 
usable by physically challenged 
individuals and numerous 
guidelines have been written on 
how to adapt buildings and 
services. 

With the help of the 
administration, we hope to make 
Shepherd an institution of 
learning that can be used by 
everyone.

Only 19 per semester 

Policy restricts number of class hours students can take

A new registration policy has 
gone into effect that will now 
limit the number of classes a 
student may take in a semester. 
The policy states that students 
may register for a maximum of 19 
credit hours per semester, 
exclusive of music courses. 
Exceptions can be made on a 
case-to-case basis if a student 
has written approval from his/her 
advisor, department chairman 
and school dean. 

This policy, administrators say, 


is an attempt to stop students 
from taking an overload of 
classes and then later dropping 
them, thereby blocking other 
students from taking the 
classes. 

Dr. Peter Chekovich, registrar 
of Shepherd College, says this 
policy was implemented to 
“eliminate casual course taking" 
which causes many problems for 
students during the registration 
process. 

Charles McGeever, associate 
professor of speech, says the 


problem was that “students 
were signing up for classes that 
they never intended to 
complete. ..and were excluding 
other students from getting into 
those courses." 

Chekovich says that students 
will benefit from this policy 
because there will now be more 
classes open to register for. He 
also emphasizes that the policy 
is not designed to cause 
students to stay an extra 
semester and “is not really a 
conservative policy when 
compared to peer institutions.” 


Some students agree that the 
new policy is a good way to stop 
the problem of overloading on 
classes, but the limit should not 
be enforced on all students. 

Shepherd senior Rob Leavitt 
says “[The policy is] not a bad 
rule, but you should be able to 
sign up for as many classes as 
you want if you can handle 
them.” 

Other students agree that the 
policy is a fair one, but say the 
ultimate solution would be to 
increase the number of faculty 
to provide more sections of 


some classes. 

Shepherd freshman Beth 
Summers says the policy “is a 
good idea if the school can't hire 
more faculty to cover the classes 
needed." 

According to Chekovich, the 
effects of the new policy can 
already be seen in this 
semester’s early registration. He 
claims that the policy was 
successful in keeping more 
classes open for student 
registration this semester, and 
students who haven’t registered 
yet now have more of a class 
selection than in past years.

Freshman orientation course to be offered next fall

A new course is being offered 
next semester to help freshmen 
better adapt to the Shepherd 
campus and adjust to college 
life. The freshmen orientation 
course is open only to incoming 
freshmen and is designed to 
help students cope successfully 
with the demands of the first 
year of college life at Shepherd. 
The course will emphasize 
activities in and out of the 
classroom. 

John Adams, director of 
Counseling and Career Services 
says the class is basically 


designed to teach new students 
“how to survive on a college 
campus.” 

Adams believes the class will 
help students learn about career 
planning as well as other 
important information from the 
very beginning of the academic 
study and will give students the 
knowledge they need during 
their freshman year, rather than 
finding out right before 
graduation. 

One major purpose of the 
class is to try to improve 
academic achievement of 
incoming students.

develop a closer sfudent-faculty 
relationship. Professors will be 
introduced to new students as 
friends as well as authority 
figures. 

This class has been 
developed partially by using the 
“significant other” theory, which 
is said to explain improvements 
in academic achievement. The 
theory was used in designing 
similar classes at the University 
of South Carolina and is a major 
rationale behind the Shepherd 
course. 

Adams states that research 
reveals students do better at 
college because of a “significant 
other," with which the student 
can identify. The “significant 
other” could be a faculty 
member or another student. 

The research claims to show that 
the other person gives a 
student a reason to try harder at 

spoli^ht 


school, and therefore, the 
student performs better. 

Adams also says that research 
shows students who took an 
orientation class at other 
colleges were “more confident 
and had more knowledge... and 
also didn’t drop out [of school] 
as much" as students who did 
not take an orientation course. 

The Shepherd course is 
temporary and the effectiveness 
of the class will be determined 
by a number of ways. Dr. Peter 
Chekovich, registrar of 
Shepherd College, says 
students will be surveyed about 
their opinion of the course, and 
teachers will be polled as well. 
Other indicators of the 
effectiveness of the course will 
be to compare the grade pomt 
average of students who took 
the course with students who 
did not take the class. 

But, Chekovich explains, that

it’s hard to tell if the class will 
improve student awareness or 
not. 

“We’ll just have to see how it 
works,” Chekovich says. 

The course is also scheduled 
to teach interpersonal skills like 
stress management, 
assertiveness and simply 
dealing with other people. 
Topics on health and nutrition 
will also be covered. 

According to Adams, activities 
will most likely include keeping a 
journal, oral presentations and 
writing papers which express 
the students’ reactions to 
college life. 

The course is offered only fo 
incoming freshmen on a 
voluntary basis, and while the 
credits will not count toward 
graduation, the grade will 
contribute toward the students' 
grade point average.

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Campuses increasingly facing image 
problems, public disapproval

Colleges and universities treat 
their athletes “like rubbish.” 

Some of them also have tried 
to cheat the government out of 
$200 million to help pay for 
things like yachts and wine. 

And Time magazine outlined a 
“second sexual revolution” in 
which college women are 
redefining unwanted leers as 
“sexual abuse crimes.” Forbes 
magazine spied “an academic 
and cultural revolution” that has 
left people from “minority, 
feminist and Third World 
cultures” with the power to 
determine what courses are 
taught and what their classmates 
can say. 

Those are just some of the 
reports and articles released in 
recent weeks about the states 
of American campuses, and all 
portrayed them as horrible 
places. 

Colleges, in short, seem to 
find themselves with a terrible 
public relations problem. 

“Higher education is being 
called into question by a lot of 
people," noted Dick Jones, 
whose firm handles public 
relations for several campuses, 
mostly in Pennsylvania. 

“Our bank of good will with the 
public is diminishing," agreed 
Bob Aaron of the National 
Association of State Universities 
and Land-Grant Colleges, based 
in Washington, DC. 

“It’s difficult because we set 
ourselves up to be ‘white 
knights,'” he said. 

Criticism of schools began in 
earnest in 1983 with the release 
of a federally sponsored report 
called “A Nation at Risk,” and 
sparked a prolonged series of 
reports and “white papers" 
variously examining faculty 
morale, minority enrollment, 
college crime, the liberal arts 
and, among other topics, the 
value of what students get for 
their tuition dollars. 

During the past six months, 
however, less scholarly articles 
in newspapers and popular 
magazines have replaced the 
“white papers." 

Some authors, mining the 
reports for damaging facts, have 
been “using [the research] for 
their own purposes," says David 
Merkowitz of the American 
Council on Education (ACE), 
which published an unusual 
“media alert” March 28 to 
complain about it. 

Columnist Nat Hentoff, for 
example, wrote that a survey 
done by ACE and the Carnegie 
Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching 
revealed that “more than 60 
percent [of the 355 schools 
questioned] have restrictions on 
students speech.” 

Citing the same survey, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 


said “about 70 percent of 
colleges and universities have 
tried to design inhibitions on 
First Amendment activity.” 

Even more recently, a 
Congressional subcommittee 
has been investigating charges 
made by Stanford University 
researchers. 

The charges questioned 
included $184,000 for 
depreciation of Stanford Sailing 
Association yacht and $185,000 
in administrative costs for a 
profitable university shopping 
center. 

Auditors also scrutinized bills 
for wine, expensive furnishings, 
flower arrangements and a 
$4,000 wedding reception at 
Hoover House, President 
Donald Kennedy's official 
residence.

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“There is a feeling of 
embarrassment at the damage 
done to the higher education 
community in general as a result 
of the. ..hearings," said Milton 
Goldberg, executive director of 
the Washington-based Council 
on Governmental Relations, an 
association of 130 research 
institutions. 

The hearings have spurred 
the Bush administration to look 
harder at the way other 
campuses bill research costs to 
the federal government. 

Health and Human Services 
Inspector General Richard 
Kusserow said April 4 it has also 
begun auditing research 
agreements at Johns Hopkins 
and Yale universities, the 
University of Pennsylvania, 
Dartmouth College and eight 
other as-yet unnamed schools. 

Still another agency, the 
General Accounting Office, 
opened fiscal probes of the 
Harvard Medical School, the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the University 
of California at Berkeley. 

“Among institutions, higher 


education has been late to be 
questioned,” Jones observed. 
“The public doesn’t expect 
[campuses] to be perfect, but 
they do expect them to be 
accountable.” 

Even as Jones spoke, a grand 
jury indicted the University of 
South Carolina’s former 
president for allegedly misusing 
campus funds. 

Even the appearance of such 
improprieties— as well as the 
deluge of stories about serious 
campus crimes, post game 
student riots and tuitions rising 
faster than the inflation rate- 
have consequences. 

They could, some observers 
say, cost campuses political 
support and money. 

“There is real concern that the 
climate and the impressions that 
dominate media stories will be 
used as justification for 
reductions in indirect cost 
recovery mandated by 
appropriations committees" in 
Congress, added Robert 
Rosenzweig, president of the 
Association of American 
Universities. 

At Stanford, alumni donations 
have declined 12 percent over 
the same period last year since 
the accusations of misconduct 
were first made, said Elizabeth 
Sloan, director of 
communications for the 
university’s development office. 

Kennedy apologized March 
20 to alumni for the “highly 
embarrassing" allegations, 
adding that “Stanford’s good 
name has suffered a blow.” 

“I owe you an expression of 
deep regret and apology that we 
have not met our historical 
standards in this affair," he told 
members of the Stanford Alumni 
Association and Stanford Club 
of Los Angeles County. 

Apparently fearful of similar 
wobbling of support, Brown 
University President Vartan 
Gregorian authored a column in 
the Washington Post defending 
his March decision — often cited 
as an example of how schools 
are punishing students for 
being illiberal — to expel a 
student for drunkenly shouting 
racist and ethnic slurs. 

Today’s campuses, he wrote, 
“have an obligation to protect 
the safety and dignity of our 
students and their right to learn 
without intimidation or fear." 

Jonathan Fife, a higher ed 
professor at George 
Washington University and 
director of the Educational 
Resource Information Center on 
Higher Education, thinks the 
complaints are a “smokescreen 
for dissatisfaction with 
academics and curriculum.” 

“It’s harder to pinpoint what 
exactly should be done about 
the educational process, so 
instead we hear why they’re 
dissatisfied with other things," 
he said.

When four large marine 
helicopters flew up the 
mountains and landed in 
Slanesville recently, many 
thought the tiny Hampshire 
County town was being 
invaded. Actually, it was — by the 
president of the United States, 
the national Secretary of 
Education, the national press 
corps and about 1 00 secret 
service, federal and state police 
agents. 

The crowd, consisting of 
approximately 800 people 
including Gov. Gaston Caperton 
and State Superintendent of 
Schools Henry “Hank” Marockie, 
gathered April 10 in the 
playground area of Slanesville 
Elementary School to watch 
President George Bush award 
Rae Ellen McKee, a Shepherd 
College graduate, with the 
national 1991 Teacher of the 
Year award. 

McKee, a native West 
Virginian, was first presented 
with a proclamation by Gov. 
Caperton declaring the day as 
Rae McKee Day across the 
state. 

In his remarks addressed to 
the remedial reading instructor, 
Caperton expressed his 
admiration for the teaching 
profession. “Rae, this is your 
special day. You make it a very 
special day for your community 
and for everyone in our state. 
You have shown all of us in West 
Virginia the value in being a

teacher. I particularly have 
respect for anyone that teaches 
young people how to read. That 
was something very difficult for 
me to do as a young person. I 
know what it means in [your 
student's lives],’’ he said. 

Later, as the president arrived, 
flags flew and recent veterans of 
Operation Desert Storm joined 
the audience. 

Lamar Alexander, recently 
appointed national Secretary of 
Education, told the gathered 
crowd the president has a “deep 
commitment" to education. “If I 
were to give a history test today, 

I would ask the question, ‘What 
was one of the first things 
George Bush did during the 
week he was inaugurated 
president of the United States?’ 
To get an ‘A’ on that test, you 
would have to answer that he 
met with teachers. He could 
have met with leaders of 
industry. He could have met with 
presidents of other countries. 

He could have met with 
anybody. But his first meeting 


was with teachers.” 

Education and teachers, Bush 
later added, are what will make 
the United States a world leader 
in years to come. “Today, I want 
to focus on the fact that in the 
end, everything we try to do in 
education comes down to 
teaching and learning. There's 
no better way to make that point 
than to honor our national 
Teacher of the Year.... For every 
hard-working teacher in 
America, this is award 
represents [years of labor to 
make American education the 
best], 

“Learning is a life-long 
process. Rae Ellen McKee 
knows that teaching is more 
than giving tests and assigning 
grades.... What happens at 
home and in the neighborhood 
matters just as much as what 
happens in the classroom. 

“Let me ask you a question. 
How many of you have ever read 
a story that has been made into 


a movie? Then, when you 
watched the movie, you said to 
yourself, The book was better'? 
When you read, the power of 
your imagination paints a picture 
in your mind. There isn’t 
anything stronger in the world 
than the power of your 
imagination. That's why reading 
is so important. And that is why 
teaching is so important,” Bush 
concluded. 

After presenting McKee with a 
crystal apple, Bush flew Mckee 
and her family to the White 
House, leaving the gathered 
well-wishers behind on the 
mountain top. McKee, the 
president explained, will take a 
leave of absence from teaching 
in order to fulfill her speaking 
obligations as Teacher of the 
Year. 

“We're certainly going to miss 
her next year,” said one woman 
as she watched the helicopters 
disembark. “She's leaving now, 
but I know she'll be back in our 
classrooms soon."

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Following chancellor’s lead 

Limitations in athletic funding, scholarships proposed

As part of Chancellor Paul B. 
Marion's “Plan for Quality and 
Accountability,” the Board of 
Directors of the State College 
System will consider limits to 
Athletic Funding at their May 6 
meeting in Charleston. The 
“Plan for Quality and 
Accountability” was adopted by 
the Board of Directors in the Fall 
of 1990 and includes policies 
concerning new degree 
programs, community colleges, 
new freshmen assessment 
standards and other issues 
facing state colleges. 

In the “Policy on Funding of 
Intercollegiate Athletics,” the 
report states, “Involvement in 
athletics can contribute to the 
total growth and development of 
students by promoting 
leadership skills, physical 
fitness, sportsmanship, 
teamwork and discipline. In 
recent years, however, 
numerous problems have been 
created in American higher 
education by the over-emphasis 
on intercollegiate athletics at 
many institutions of higher 
learning. These problems 
include the diversion of scarce 
institutional resources from 
academics to athletics.” 

By the adoption of the new 
policy, the board says it will 
commit itself to avoiding the 
abuses of athletics by imposing 
specific limits upon state 
funding and student fees. The 
policy on athletics also 
addresses athletic tuition 
waivers and money used for the 
salaries and benefits of 
coaches. 

For Shepherd College, the 
new policy places a cap on the 
student athletic fee of nine 
percent of the total fees 
charged for in-state students. 
Currently the athletic fee is $75, 
or 10 percent of the total in-state 
student fees. Without further 
increases in total fees, the 
athletic fee would have to be 
reduced to comply with the new 
policy set forth by the Board of 
Directors. 

The policy further sets a cap of 
two percent of state 
appropriated funds to the 
institution for athletics use, or 
$163,906 for the 1991-92 fiscal 
year. According to figures 
provided by Shepherd College, 
for the 1990 fiscal year, 
Shepherd spent approximately 
$136,000 of state appropriated 
funds for athletics while the 
student athletic fee generated 
$342,000 for athletic use. In 
marked contrast, total gate 
receipts from the same period 
for all athletic events brought in 
only $4,492. 

The board proposal also 
ensures that any college 
coaches or athletic department 


administrators will be paid 
directly from student fees and 
contributions made from outside 
the school. At some colleges 
around the state, coaches are 
currently paid from academic 
sources. 

Tuition waivers, which are 
athletic scholarships, will be 
restricted to 40 percent of the 
total number of waivers, or a total 
of 55, whichever number is 


State politicians joined the 
college sports reform movement 
in recent weeks. 

Legislators in at least three 
states, some angry about the 
way the powerful National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) has treated schools in 
their districts, introduced bills 
that would excuse local 
campuses from following some 
NCAA rules. 

Supporters of bills in 
Nebraska, Nevada and Colorado 
say certain NCAA rules abuse 
college athletes and coaches. 

“They really don’t do their jobs 
very well,” Nevada Sen. John 
Vergiels said of NCAA officials. 

Most recently on March 1 , 
Nebraska Gov. Ben Nelson 
signed a law that would let 
Nebraska colleges give athletes 
more aid than just sports 
scholarships. 

The NCAA limits how much aid 
students can get from other 
grants if they accept athletic 
scholarships. 

The new law could leave 
Nebraska schools that violate 
the NCAA aid rule shut out of 
NCAA telecasts, revenues and 
even games with other NCAA- 
member schools. 

Reformers hope the NCAA will 
lift the limits on helping athletes 
before the law goes into effect 
on June 1, 1992. 

When he signed the bill into 
law, Nelson expressed “fervent 
hope that this voluntary national 
organization will do the right 
thing and allow both needy and 
academically talented young 
Americans to draw all the 
student aid for which they 
qualify.” 

At the same time, Nevada's 
Senate is debating a bill that 
would require the NCAA to hold 
recorded hearings and rule 
quickly when investigating 
whether a school has broken 
NCAA rules. 

Many in the state were upset 
with the way the NCAA handled 
its investigations of the 
University of Nevada-Las Vegas' 
(UNLV) men's basketball Coach 
Jerry Tarkanian and his team. 

Last year the NCAA's 
Committee on Infractions barred 
Tarkanian's team from the 1991 


lower. Shepherd, under the 
proposal, would be limited to 55 
waivers, slightly lower than the 
current 57 now being awarded. 

Also, annual reports of athletic 
spending are to be forwarded to 
the Chancellor from each 
institution to ensure compliance 
with the new policies. 

According to Marion, the 
athletic limits were formulated 
after long discussions with 


Division I championship as a 
penalty for alleged recruiting 
violations going on since 1977. 

After hearing new evidence in 
October, the committee 
postponed the punishment, 
barring the team from the 1992 
championships. 

“If Jerry Tarkanian broke the 
rules he ought to be penalized 


A committee, 
made up of students, faculty 
and athletic directors, submitted 
recommendations to the 
Chancellor. The current 
proposal was then drafted after 
further discussions with board 
members, students and athletic 
personnel. The statewide 
Advisory Council of Students 
voted at its April meeting to 
endorse the proposal.

“But the NCAA denies any 
sort of due process,” he 
continued. 

“Due process,” of course, 
would force the NCAA to make 
public any evidence of 
wrongdoing it might have, and

to let the accused have a 
chance to defend themselves 
with evidence of their own. 

Vergiels is especially upset 
that NCAA investigators are not 
required to record their 
conversations with coaches and 
players. 

“They do a terrible, immoral 
thing by refusing to have a 
record,” he said. 

Last year Illinois lawmakers 
also proposed, but did not pass, 
a bill that would have forced the 
NCAA to use courtroom-style 
rules of evidence when 
investigating recruiting 
violations at the state's colleges. 

In February, the Colorado 
Senate killed, then revived, a bill 
to pay stipends to student 
athletes at state universities. 

Currently the NCAA allows 
schools to pay only for athletes’ 
tuition, room and board. 

Athletes are not allowed to hold 
part-time jobs during school . 

Objectors to the bills in each 
of the states believe the NCAA 
could respond by placing 
sanctions on schools that 
comply with state laws. 

Schools can lose their NCAA 
eligibility if they play against 
schools that don’t follow the 
organization’s rules, warned 
NCAA spokesman Jim 
Marchiony. 

“What people and legislators 
don’t understand is how much 
due process there is in 
enforcement of the 
regulations,” Marchiony said. 

“The rules are written by the 
[member] schools themselves, 
and can be changed by the 
schools,” he explained. 

Marchiony said state reform 
laws would either force NCAA 
members to change association 
rules or spark a series of 
punishments of member 
schools that comply with their 
state laws. 

Nevada's Vergiels said there is 
no question that the NCAA must 
comply with state law. 

“A state legislature has a 
responsibility to protect its 
citizens, and just because 
they're members of the NCAA 
doesn’t mean they’re not 
subject to state laws," he said.—

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Wilder endorses mandatory drug-testing for collegians 


Drug testing of all college 
students moved a big political 
step forward in April when 
Virginia Gov. L. Douglas Wilder, 
a possible presidential 
candidate in 1992, said he 
would “not object at all" to 
mandatory drug testing of all 
state students. 

While a handful of small, 
private schools already have 
general testing programs, no 
state currently has an all- 
inclusive effort like the one 
Wilder endorsed. 

If it approved the effort, 

Virginia would be the first state 
to regularly test all its non- 
athlete students. 

National drug policy Director 
Bob Martinez didn’t like the idea, 
however. 

“My own view is that too many 
college administrators have not 
been sufficiently aggressive 
against drug use they already 
know they’ve got on their 
hands, and that there are any 
number of things they should 
think about doing before 
anyone begins discussing 
random drug testing," Martinez 
told 200 representatives of 
sororities and fraternities after 
Wilder made his announcement. 

Wilder remained insistent. 

“Rather than offering a pro- 
active policy to stamp out illegal 
drug activity on our nation’s 
college campuses, Mr. Martinez 
criticizes our forceful efforts in 


Virginia,” Wilder responded. 

Wilder made his original 
announcement at a press 
conference after he met with 
administrators, and appointed a 
special task force to examine 
how state colleges can crack 
down on drug and alcohol 
abuse and sexual assault on 
their campuses. 

“I don’t think it is a bad idea for 
[task force members] to look at” 
mandatory testing, Wilder said. 

The meeting came almost two 
weeks after a drug raid at the 
University of Virginia (UVa) in 
which 12 students were 
arrested and three fraternity 
houses seized by federal 
officials. 

The March 21 raid “could be 
looked upon as a blessing,” 
Wilder said, because it forced 
campus administrators to focus 
on the issue of substance 
abuse. 

He went on to suggest 
randomly selecting students to 
be tested to see if they had 
used illicit drugs recently. 

“[Mandatory testing is] not a 
great worry to us at this time,” 
commented Laura Flippin, 
president of the student 
association at the College of 
William and Mary. “As we 
understand it, it wouldn’t be 
upheld in any court in Virginia," 
she continued. 

Other students and 
administrators agreed it is too

early to worry about Wilder’s 
statement. 

“We're taking a wait-and-see 
attitude," reported Deborah 
Brown, director of public 
relations at Radford University. 

UVa President John Casteen 
said he would have to see “a

concrete proposal” before he 
would comment. 

Dr. Anthony Santoro, 
president of Christopher 
Newport College, said he hadn’t 
heard Wilder’s suggestions on 
drug testing, but said he “didn’t 
know if testing is the answer” to 
campus drug problems. 

“We need to create a climate 
in which we insist people who 
matriculate in our institutions are 
drug free," he added. 

Wilder told Santoro and the 
other administrators he wants a 
thorough investigation of 
student conduct policies on 
their campuses. 

“I know you share my 
conviction that Virginia’s 
colleges and universities cannot 
be sanctuaries of immunity for a 
privileged class of young 
adults,” he said. 

UVa’s Casteen already has 
imposed new drug, drinking and 
sexual assault rules on the 
school’s Greek organizations, 
threatening to withdraw 
recognition of groups that don’t 
comply with them. 


Newport’s Santoro wants to 
start his own task force to probe 
drug and alcohol use at his 
school. 

“It’s going to be most 
successful with the cooperation 
of people we’re working with,” 
he said. 

Other schools have already 
started forcing students to 
prove their sobriety. 

The Rev. Jerry Falwell’s 
Liberty University, a private 
campus in Lynchburg, VA, 
already randomly tests its 
students for drugs. 

University of Maryland 
students who have previously 
violated the campus’s drug 
policy must submit to testing. 

Students enrolled at the 
Embry-Riddle Aeronautical 
University campuses in Arizona 
and Florida and in Purdue 
University’s Department of 
Aviation Technology are also 
tested. 

Most college athletic 
departments have some sort of 
drug testing policy for student- 
athletes. — College Press Service
